GENERAL   STATEMENT 


The  purpose  of  the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  described  in  this  Announcement 
is  that  of  supplying  the  training  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  pro- 
fession of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  properly  qualified 
young  women  may  meet  these  requirements  within  one  academic  year. 

In  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  the  community,  dental  115'giene  has  become 
a  recognized  factor  with  increasing  possibilities.  Appreciation  of  its  value  has  been 
made  clear  by  the  inclusion  of  this  subject  in  the  curriculum  of  the  private  and 
public  schools,  in  the  establishment  of  municipal  and  industrial  clinics,  and  by 
special  legislation.  The  last  is  of  the  greatest  significance,  for,  by  virtue  of  it,  trained 
workers  are  given  the  distinction  of  a  title  and  are  licensed  as  dental  hygienists. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  service  in  which  the  licensed  dental  hygienist  may 
engage:  the  giving  of  prophylactic  treatments  and  the  teaching  of  dental  hygiene. 
As  a  prophylactic  operator  the  dental  hygienist  is  permitted  to  "remove  stains  and 
accretions  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth  or  directly  beneath  the  margin  of 
the  gum  under  the  supervision  of  a  practitioner  of  dentistry."  Either  in  public  insti- 
tutions or  private  offices  she  may  prepare  the  field  of  operation  for  the  dentist  and 
give  periodic  prophylactic  treatments  to  children  and  adults. 

The  second  field  of  service  open  to  the  hygienist  is  equally  important.  There  is 
a  real  need  for  teachers  of  dental  hygiene  in  both  urban  and  rural  communities  as 
well  as  for  competent  instructors  to  give  talks  to  school  children,  mothers'  clubs,  in- 
dustrial employees,  and  in  private  and  municipal  dispensaries.  With  the  return  of 
economic  conditions  to  normal,  health  work  will  again  be  stressed,  and  it  is  well 
to  be  prepared. 

Competent  dental  hygienists  are  always  in  demand  in  a  health  program.  Requests 
are  frequently  received  by  the  Registry  from  dentists,  as  well  as  from  municipal, 
industrial,  and  charitable  institutions.  The  rapid  increase  of  interest  in  this  phase 
of  the  health  problem,  combined  with  the  newness  of  the  vocation,  has  created  this 
demand.  Many  hospitals  are  appointing  dental  hygienists  to  their  staffs  and  are  in- 
cluding dental  prophylaxis  as  part  of  the  hospital  routine.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her 
profession  intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  practical  experience  that  she 
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will  have  the  superior;  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  Practical 
instruction  is  given  under  the  direction  of  dentists  experienced  in  prophylaxis  and 
consists  of  arm  and  digital  training,  with  instruments,  upon  natural-sized  manikin 
heads  with  flexible  cheeks  and  tongues  and  with  teeth  resembling  those  of  the 
living  patient.  This  instruction  is  prefaced  by  the  carving  of  tooth  forms  and  fol- 
lowed, for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  by  actual  work  upon  patients.  The  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  the  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location 
assures  a  continuous  supply  of  deserving  patients. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on  the 
fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for  equi- 
table relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $10  on  or  before  April  15. 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  Professor  Anna  V.  Hughes. 
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Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Dental  Hygiene  Division. 


LIBRARY 

A  combined  medical-dental  library  with  spacious  reading  room  containing  over 
100,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets  occupies  a  part  of  three  lower  stories 
of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  This  library  has  been 
formed  through  the  consolidation  of  departmental  libraries  to  serve  more  adequately 
the  needs  of  students,  interns,  teachers,  and  research  workers  of  the  combined 
Medical  School,  Dental  School,  and  Presbyterian  Hospital  Unit.  It  has  seating 
capacity  for  250  readers. 

The  periodical  room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and  en- 
courage research  work.  Here  are  received  over  1,100  current  journals,  and  near  by 
are  shelved  files  of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  and  a  selection  of 
the  more  important  journals.  All  other  journals  are  in  the  stacks. 

A  series  of  lectures  and  seminars  on  the  history  of  medicine  is  arranged  for  by  the 
Library  Committee  during  the  school  year. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illnesses  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

The  University  Bookstore  maintains  a  branch  in  Room  B-430  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks  the  store 
carries  a  stock  of  new  and  used  microscopes,  laboratory  equipment  and  student 
supplies.  The  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts  from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such 
discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers.  The  store  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session,  until  10  p.m.  The  store 
maintains  a  theater  and  concert  ticket  service,  a  travel  bureau,  and  other  services, 
with  substantial  savings  to  Columbia  students. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS   ("NEVIS") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
sixty-eight  acres,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is 
located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City.  Classes 
in  landscape  architecture  and  general  horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and  special 
lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time.  The  Institute  of  Horticulture,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  University,  is  conducted  at  "Nevis"  in  the  summer. 
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A- GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 
A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University  Press, 
709  Journalism,  at  $1.25  in  cloth  and  $.50  in  paper.  The  book  also  contains  an 
account  of  the  University's  history  and  traditions. 

REGULATIONS 

ADMISSION 

Women  students  who  are  not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  an  acceptable  four-year  high  school  course 
or  the  equivalent,  and  who  have  secured  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  courses  for 
dental  hygienists.  Preference  is  given  to  students  having  a  college  degree. 

The  requirement  for  admission  is  proficiency  in  sixteen  units  of  secondary  school 
subjects,  of  which  some  are  prescribed  and  the  remainder  elective,  as  specified 
below.  A  unit  ordinarily  implies  the  study  of  a  subject  for  a  time  equivalent  to 
five  periods  a  week  for  one  year.  The  term  "elementary"  as  applied  to  a  language 
implies  two  years  of  study  at  that  language.

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The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits: 

i.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botany  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  advanced  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  either  music  or 
drawing. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  only  a  limited  number  of  students  can  be  accommodated, 
completion  of  the  requirements  for  entrance  does  not  guarantee  admission.  Appli- 
cants are  accepted  according  to  their  high  school  standing,  preference  being  given 
those  with  the  best  records. 

Blank  forms  for  submitting  records  of  preparatory  work  will  be  mailed  upon  re- 
quest. These  forms  should  be  filled  in  and  submitted  to  Professor  Anna  V.  Hughes, 
630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  City.  Applications  should  be  filed  as  soon  as  pre- 
paratory work  is  completed.  A  personal  interview  with  Professor  Hughes  is  required 
of  all  applicants. 

Qualifying  Certificates.  Candidates  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  are  eligible  for  the  New  York  State  dental  hygiene 
qualifying  certificate.  An  application  for  this  certificate  (blank  furnished  by  the 
Division  of  Dental  Hygiene,  Columbia  University,  or  the  Examinations  and  Inspec- 
tions Division,  State  Education  Department,  Albany,  New  York)  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  same  time  as  the  Columbia  University  application  form  and  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  check  or  money  order  for  $2.25  made  payable  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  No  student  can  be  matriculated  until  this  certificate  has 
been  received. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  14  to 
September  16,  1942,  at  the  Registrar's  office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630 
West  1 68th  Street,  New  York  City.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration 
before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  11  to  January  16,  1943. 

Fees.  The  tuition  fee  is  $190  for  each  session,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Every  student  must  also  pay  a  University  fee  of  $10  for  each  session.  All  fees  must 
be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  City. 

No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

Withdrawal.  An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in 
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good  academic  standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw 
from  the  University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be 
entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in 
writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after  the 
first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are  obliged 
to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of  tuition 
fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate.

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  17,  1942.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Examinations.  Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  trimester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  trimester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 
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LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department 
of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  University 
that  she  is  more  than  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  has 
complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations 
should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 

AWARDS 

The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and  the 
Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society 
are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest 
general  average  in  theory  and  practice.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately  diree  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  home  work.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred 
to  the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form 
the  training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  die  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters.  6  trimester  credits.  Professor  Rogers. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 
It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology  ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various  tissues  ;  the 
gross  and  microscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body. 
Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Hoffman. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits.  Professors  Diamond  and  Luhan,  Drs.  Erdreich 
and  Hoffman. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit.  Professor  Bodecker  and  Dr.  Thomas. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Bartels. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity ;  preparation  of  culture 
media  ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 
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BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Karshan. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

Dental  Assisting  DH7 — One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  trimester 
credit.  Professor  Hartman. 

A  consideration  of  the  general  routine  in  a  dental  office ;  sharpening  and  care  of  instruments ; 
description  of  the  various  methods  employed  in  the  treating  and  filling  of  teeth. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Diagnosis  DH8 — Thirty  hours  practice  in  diagnosis  clinic.  1  trimester  credit. 
Professor  Ziskin  and  staff. 

This  course  gives  the  student  experience  in  assisting  at  the  chair.  Also  practical  experience  in 
interviewing  patients,  in  preparing  case  histories,  and  in  charting. 

ENGLISH 

English  DH9 — Public  speaking.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Mr.  Potter. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  of  the  nursing  profession.  Class  work 
is  devoted  to  explanatory  and  persuasive  methods,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  speech  planning,  of  the  principles  of  interest,  emphasis,  and 
clearness,  and  of  the  methods  of  oral  presentation. 

English  DH10 — Essay  writing.  One  hour  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  trimester 
credit.  Miss  Hoixis. 

This  course  studies  the  writing  of  essays  on  dental  hygiene  and  allied  subjects.  The  material  for 
the  course  is  obtained  from  clinical  experience,  required  lecture  courses,  and  from  an  extensive  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  articles  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  subject  of  dental  hygiene. 

HYGIENE 

Hygiene  DH11 — Dental  hygiene  and  prophylaxis.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  3  trimester 
credits.  Professor  Hughes. 

A  consideration  of  those  factors  that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth  with 
special  attention  to  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to  prevent  or  to  arrest  dental  caries  and 
adjacent  tissue  degeneration:  evolution  of  the  toothbrush ;  kinds  and  types  of  brushes  ;  methods  of 
brushing  advocated  by  different  authorities ;  chair  instruction  to  patients ;  a  study  of  dentifrices, 
mouth  washes,  and  other  accessories. 

Topics  included  are:  psychology  of  teaching  hygiene  to  children ;  group  instruction  and  com- 
petition ;  value  of  story  and  demonstration  ;  toothbrush  drills  ;  lectures  in  dental  hygiene  to  adults ; 
preparation  of  lecture  outlines  ;  the  use  of  charts,  models,  lantern  slides,  motion  pictures,  and  other 
accessories. 
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Hygiene  DH12 — Dental  prophylaxis  and  assisting.  A  total  of  approximately 
390  hours  in  three  trimesters.  13  trimester  credits.  Professors  Hughes  and 
Luhan,  Misses  Hollis  and  Walls. 

The  first  six  weeks  of  this  course  are  devoted  to  the  development  of  operative  technic  and  consist 
of  instruction  and  practical  work  on  manikin  heads  in  the  technic  of  instrumentation  and  polishing. 
By  continual  application,  each  student  must  develop  skill  in  the  use  of  the  porte  polisher,  as  well  as 
with  tapes  and  abrasives,  whereby  she  is  able  to  polish  all  enamel  surfaces,  removing  the  most  diffi- 
cult stains.  The  proper  manipulation  of  instruments  for  the  removal  of  supergingival  deposits,  and 
their  indications  in  the  field  of  the  dental  hygienist,  must  be  mastered  before  the  student  is  admitted 
to  clinical  practice. 

Students  are  required  to  devote  morning  hours  to  dental  prophylaxis.  The  many  adjacent  medical 
departments  and  the  dental  infirmary  provide  both  child  and  adult  patients.  Dental  chair  adjusting, 
correct  operating  posture,  as  well  as  other  details  of  modern  dental  office  routine  are  carefully  taught 
and  must  be  followed. 

Students  are  given  opportunities  to  address  small  audiences  of  school  children,  mothers'  clubs, 
and  welfare  organizations  upon  the  care  of  the  mouth  and  the  importance  of  same.  These  talks  are 
credited  as  practical  work  of  the  session,  and  are  a  very  necessary  part  of  the  course. 

A  most  important  feature  of  the  practical  training  of  dental  hygiene  courses  is  the  giving  of  pro- 
phylactic treatments  to  public  school  children.  For  this  purpose  we  have  established  a  midtown  clinic 
at  West  60th  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  making  it  possible  to  work  in  many  schools  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  Children  of  all  ages  are  treated,  from  kindergarten  through  high  school.  Each 
child  receives  individual  instructions,  not  only  in  the  use  of  the  toothbrush  and  home  care  of  the 
mouth,  but  also  in  the  proper  diet  necessary  for  health  in  strong  bones  and  strong  teeth.  This  close 
contact  with  both  teacher  and  child  proves  valuable  experience  for  the  hygienist. 

Hygiene  DH13 — Nutrition  and  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two 
trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis 
of  dental  diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

Hygiene  DH14 — Child  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Dr.  Goldeerger. 

A  course  of  instruction  devoted  to  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  pre-school 
and  school  child.  Special  attention  is  given  to  observations  and  tests  for  the  detection  of  defects  of 
vision,  hearing,  nasal  obstructions,  nutrition,  and  other  easily  discoverable  physical  defects,  together 
with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure.  Symptoms  of  illness  and  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  childhood  are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  diagnosis  and  prevention. 

Hygiene  DH15 — Community  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  McKenzie. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution  are  discussed  in  this  course. 

LABORATORY  ASSISTING 

Laboratory  Assisting  DH16 — Lectures  and  laboratory  six  hours  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Professors  McLaughlin  and  Luhan  and 
Drs.  Junemann  and  Ayers. 

This  course  provides  training  in  the  technical  procedures  of  dental  practice,  manipulation  of 
modeling  compound  and  dental  plasters,  flowing  of  casts  and  impressions,  making  of  amalgam  dies, 
investing  of  wax  patterns,  and  the  making  of  castings. 

NURSING 

Nursing  DH17 — First  aid  and  nursing  ethics.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Miss  Cobban. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
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when  emergencies  demand  it.  The  following  phases  of  the  subject  are  covered:  great  need  for  general 
knowledge  of  first  aid ;  when  to  be  rendered  and  by  whom ;  danger  of  doing  too  much  or  too  little ; 
first  aid  as  great  preventive ;  prevention  and  safeguards  suggested  by  every  accident.  Topics  include: 
loyalty  to  physician  and  patient;  high  purpose  in  serving  the  sick;  unselfish  attitude  under  all 
circumstances ;  value  of  understanding  the  sick  and  of  adapting  oneself  to  existing  circumstances. 

PATHOLOGY 

Pathology  DH18 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  trimes- 
ters. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Schroff. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

Pharmacology  DH19 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Dr.  Beaven. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses  of 
formulae  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

Psychology  DH20 — Child  psychology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Mossman. 

This  is  a  brief  course  in  the  psychology  of  learning,  including  consideration  of  children's  tend- 
encies, habit  formation,  emotions,  thinking,  individual  differences,  measurement  of  ability,  and 
discipline. 

RADIOLOGY 

Radiology  DH21 — Dental  radiology.  One  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimes- 
ter and  twenty  hours  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor 
Holliday  and  assistants. 

This  is  a  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the 
theory  and  development  of  X-rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technic  for  taking  and  processing 
dental  X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SURGERY 

Surgery  DH22 — Surgical  assisting  and  anesthesia.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  thirty-six  hours  actual  assisting  in  oral 
surgery  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Dunning. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  oral  surgeon  and  includes  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments  ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories  ; 
theory  of  anesthesia  and  technic  of  administration  of  local  and  general ;  post-operative  care  of 
patient ;  medication,  etc.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  purpose  of  the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  described  in  this  Announcement 
is  that  of  supplying  the  training  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  pro- 
fession of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  properly  qualified 
young  women  may  meet  these  requirements  within  one  academic  year. 

In  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  the  community,  dental  hygiene  has  become 
a  recognized  factor  with  increasing  possibilities.  Appreciation  of  its  value  has  been 
made  clear  by  the  inclusion  of  this  subject  in  the  curriculum  of  the  private  and 
public  schools,  in  the  establishment  of  municipal  and  industrial  clinics,  and  by 
special  legislation.  The  last  is  of  the  greatest  significance,  for,  by  virtue  of  it,  trained 
workers  are  given  the  distinction  of  a  title  and  are  licensed  as  dental  hygienists. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  service  in  which  the  licensed  dental  hygienist  may 
engage:  the  giving  of  prophylactic  treatments  and  the  teaching  of  dental  hygiene. 
As  a  prophylactic  operator  the  dental  hygienist  is  permitted  to  "remove  stains  and 
accretions  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth  or  directly  beneath  the  margin  of 
the  gum  under  the  supervision  of  a  practitioner  of  dentistry."  Either  in  public  insti- 
tutions or  private  offices  she  may  prepare  the  field  of  operation  for  the  dentist  and 
give  periodic  prophylactic  treatments  to  children  and  adults. 

The  second  field  of  service  open  to  the  hygienist  is  equally  important.  There  is 
a  real  need  for  teachers  of  dental  hygiene  in  both  urban  and  rural  communities  as 
well  as  for  competent  instructors  to  give  talks  to  school  children,  mothers'  clubs,  in- 
dustrial employees,  and  in  private  and  municipal  dispensaries. 

Competent  dental  hygienists  are  always  in  demand  in  a  health  program.  Requests 
are  frequently  received  by  the  Registry  from  dentists,  as  well  as  from  municipal, 
industrial,  and  charitable  institutions.  The  rapid  increase  of  interest  in  this  phase 
of  the  health  problem,  combined  with  the  newness  of  the  vocation,  has  created  this 
demand.  Many  hospitals  are  appointing  dental  hygienists  to  their  staffs  and  are  in- 
cluding dental  prophylaxis  as  part  of  the  hospital  routine.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her 
profession  intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  practical  experience  that  she

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will  have  the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  Practical 
instruction  is  given  under  the  direction  of  dentists  experienced  in  prophylaxis  and 
consists  of  arm  and  digital  training,  with  instruments,  upon  natural-sized  manikin 
heads  with  flexible  cheeks  and  tongues  and  with  teeth  resembling  those  of  the 
living  patient.  This  instruction  is  prefaced  by  the  carving  of  tooth  forms  and  fol- 
lowed, for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  by  actual  work  upon  patients.  The  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  the  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location 
assures  a  continuous  supply  of  deserving  patients. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  his  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on  the 
fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for  equi- 
table relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $10  on  or  before  April  15. 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-five  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  Professor  Anna  V.  Hughes. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dental  Hygiene  Division. 
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LIBRARY 

A  combined  medical-dental  library  with  spacious  reading  room  containing  over 
100,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets  occupies  a  part  of  three  lower  stories 
of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  This  library  has  been 
formed  through  the  consolidation  of  departmental  libraries  to  serve  more  adequately 
the  needs  of  students,  interns,  teachers,  and  research  workers  of  the  combined 
Medical  School,  Dental  School,  and  Presbyterian  Hospital  Unit.  It  has  seating 
capacity  for  250  readers. 

The  periodical  room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and  en- 
courage research  work.  Here  are  received  over  1,100  current  journals,  and  near  by 
are  shelved  files  of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  and  a  selection  of 
the  more  important  journals.  All  other  journals  are  in  the  stacks. 

A  series  of  lectures  and  seminars  on  the  history  of  medicine  is  arranged  for  by  the 
Library  Committee  during  the  school  year. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illnesses  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

The  University  Bookstore  maintains  a  branch  in  Room  B-430  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks  the  store 
carries  a  stock  of  new  and  used  microscopes,  laboratory  equipment,  and  student 
supplies.  The  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts  from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such 
discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers.  The  store  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session,  until  10  p.m.  The  store 
maintains  a  theater  and  concert  ticket  service,  a  travel  bureau,  and  other  services, 
with  substantial  savings  to  Columbia  students. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS    ("NEVIS") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
sixty-eight  acres,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is 
located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City.  Classes 
in  landscape  architecture  and  general  horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and  special 
lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time.

REGULATIONS 

ADMISSION 

Women  students  who  are  not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  an  acceptable  four-year  high  school  course 
or  the  equivalent,  and  who  have  secured  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  courses  for 
dental  hygienists.  Preference  is  given  to  students  having  a  college  degree. 

The  requirement  for  admission  is  proficiency  in  sixteen  units  of  secondary  school 
subjects,  of  which  some  are  prescribed  and  the  remainder  elective,  as  specified 
below.  A  unit  ordinarily  implies  the  study  of  a  subject  for  a  time  equivalent  to 
five  periods  a  week  for  one  year.  The  term  "elementary"  as  applied  to  a  language 
implies  two  years  of  study  at  that  language.

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The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits : 

1.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botany  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  advanced  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  either  music  or 
drawing. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  only  a  limited  number  of  students  can  be  accommodated, 
completion  of  the  requirements  for  entrance  does  not  guarantee  admission.  Appli- 
cants are  accepted  according  to  their  high  school  standing,  preference  being  given 
those  with  the  best  records. 

Blank  forms  for  submitting  records  of  preparatory  work  will  be  mailed  upon  re- 
quest. These  forms  should  be  filled  in  and  submitted  to  Professor  Anna  V.  Hughes, 
630  West  1 68th  Street,  New  York  City.  Applications  should  be  filed  as  soon  as  pre- 
paratory work  is  completed.  A  personal  interview  with  Professor  Hughes  is  required 
of  all  applicants. 

Qualifying  Certificates.  Candidates  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  are  eligible  for  the  New  York  State  dental  hygiene 
qualifying  certificate.  An  application  for  this  certificate  (blank  furnished  by  the 
Division  of  Dental  Hygiene,  Columbia  University,  or  the  Examinations  and  Inspec- 
tions Division,  State  Education  Department,  Albany,  New  York)  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  same  time  as  the  Columbia  University  application  form  and  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  check  or  money  order  for  $2.25  made  payable  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  No  student  can  be  matriculated  until  this  certificate  has 
been  received. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  20  to 
September  22,  1943,  at  the  Registrar's  office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630 
West  168th  Street,  New  York  City.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration 
before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  17  to  January  22, 1944. 

Fees.  The  tuition  fee  is  $190  for  each  session,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Every  student  must  also  pay  a  University  fee  of  $10  for  each  session.  All  fees  must 
be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  City. 

No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 
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Withdrawal.  An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in 
good  academic  standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw 
from  the  University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be 
endtled  to  a  discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in 
writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after  the 
first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are  obliged 
to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  pardal  rebate  of  tuition 
fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate.

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  23,  1943.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  dme  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Examinations.  Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  trimester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  trimester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 
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LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department 
of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  University 
that  she  is  more  than  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  has 
complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations 
should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 

AWARDS 

The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and  the 
Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society 
are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest 
general  average  in  theory  and  practice.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately  three  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  home  work.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred 
to  the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form 
the  training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters.  6  trimester  credits.  Professor  Rogers. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 
It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various  tissues  ;  the 
gross  and  microscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body. 
Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  tri- 
mester. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Hoffman. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Drs.  Hoffman  and  Seelig. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit.  Professor  Bodecker  and  Dr.  Thomas. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Bartels. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity ;  preparation  of  culture 
media ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 

two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Karshan. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 
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^     DENTAL  ASSISTING 

Dental  Assisting  DH7 — One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  trimester 
credit.  Professor  Hartman. 

A  consideration  of  the  general  routine  in  a  dental  office ;  sharpening  and  care  of  instruments ; 
description  of  the  various  methods  employed  in  the  treating  and  filling  of  teeth. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Diagnosis  DH8 — Thirty  hours  practice  in  diagnosis  clinic.  1  trimester  credit. 
Professor  Ziskin  and  staff. 

This  course  gives  the  student  experience  in  assisting  at  the  chair.  Also  practical  experience  in 
interviewing  patients,  in  preparing  case  histories,  and  in  charting. 

ENGLISH 

English  DH9 — Public  speaking.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Mr.  Potter. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  of  the  nursing  profession.  Class  work 
is  devoted  to  explanatory  and  persuasive  methods,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  speech  planning,  of  the  principles  of  interest,  emphasis,  and 
clearness,  and  of  the  methods  of  oral  presentation. 

English  DH10 — Essay  writing.  One  hour  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  trimester 
credit.  Miss  Hollis. 

This  course  studies  the  writing  of  essays  on  dental  hygiene  and  allied  subjects.  The  material  for 
the  course  is  obtained  from  clinical  experience,  required  lecture  courses,  and  from  an  extensive  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  articles  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  subject  of  dental  hygiene. 

HYGIENE 

Hygiene  DH11 — Dental  hygiene  and  prophylaxis.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  3  trimester 
credits.  Professor  Hughes  and  Mrs.  Stoll. 

A  consideration  of  those  factors  that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth  with 
special  attention  to  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to  prevent  or  to  arrest  dental  caries  and 
adjacent  tissue  degeneration:  evolution  of  the  toothbrush;  kinds  and  types  of  brushes;  methods  of 
brushing  advocated  by  different  authorities  ;  chair  instruction  to  patients  ;  a  study  of  dentifrices, 
mouth  washes,  and  other  accessories. 

Topics  included  are:  psychology  of  teaching  hygiene  to  children;  group  instruction  and  com- 
petition ;  value  of  story  and  demonstration  ;  toothbrush  drills ;  lectures  in  dental  hygiene  to  adults ; 
preparation  of  lecture  outlines ;  the  use  of  charts,  models,  lantern  slides,  motion  pictures,  and  other 
accessories. 

Hygiene  DH12 — Dental  prophylaxis  and  assisting.  A  total  of  approximately 
390  hours  in  three  trimesters.  13  trimester  credits.  Professor  Hughes,  Mrs. 
Stoll,  Misses  Hollis  and  Walls. 

The  first  six  weeks  of  this  course  are  devoted  to  the  development  of  operative  technic  and  consist 
of  instruction  and  practical  work  on  manikin  heads  in  the  technic  of  instrumentation  and  polishing. 
By  continual  application,  each  student  must  develop  skill  in  the  use  of  the  porte  polisher,  as  well  as 
with  tapes  and  abrasives,  whereby  she  is  able  to  polish  all  enamel  surfaces,  removing  the  most  diffi- 
cult stains.  The  proper  manipulation  of  instruments  for  the  removal  of  supergingival  deposits,  and 
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their  indications  in  the  field  of  the  dental  hygienist,  must  be  mastered  before  the  student  is  admitted 
to  clinical  practice. 

Students  are  required  to  devote  morning  hours  to  dental  prophylaxis.  The  many  adjacent  medical 
departments  and  the  dental  infirmary  provide  both  child  and  adult  patients.  Dental  chair  adjusting, 
correct  operating  posture,  as  well  as  other  details  of  modern  dental  office  routine  are  carefully  taught 
and  must  be  followed. 

Students  are  given  opportunities  to  address  small  audiences  of  school  children,  mothers'  clubs, 
and  welfare  organizations  upon  the  care  of  the  mouth  and  the  importance  of  same.  These  talks  are 
credited  as  practical  work  of  the  session,  and  are  a  very  necessary  part  of  the  course. 

A  most  important  feature  of  the  practical  training  of  dental  hygiene  courses  is  the  giving  of  pro- 
phylactic treatments  to  public  school  children.  For  this  purpose  we  have  established  a  midtown  clinic 
at  West  6oth  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  making  it  possible  to  work  in  many  schools  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  Children  of  all  ages  are  treated,  from  kindergarten  through  high  school.  Each 
child  deserves  individual  instructions,  not  only  in  the  use  of  the  toothbrush  and  home  care  of  the 
mouth,  but  also  in  the  proper  diet  necessary  for  health  in  strong  bones  and  strong  teeth.  This  close 
contact  with  both  teacher  and  child  proves  valuable  experience  for  the  hygienist. 

Hygiene  DH13 — Nutrition  and  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two 
trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis 
of  dental  diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

Hygiene  DH14 — Child  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Dr.  Goldberger. 

A  course  of  instruction  devoted  to  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  pre-school 
and  school  child.  Special  attention  is  given  to  observations  and  tests  for  the  detection  of  defects  of 
vision,  hearing,  nasal  obstructions,  nutrition,  and  other  easily  discoverable  physical  defects,  together 
with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure.  Symptoms  of  illness  and  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  childhood  are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  diagnosis  and  prevention. 

Hygiene  DH15 — Community  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  McKenzie. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution  are  discussed  in  this  course. 


LABORATORY  ASSISTING 

Laboratory  Assisting  DH16 — Lectures  and  laboratory  six  hours  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McLaughlin  and  Drs.  Jtjnemann 
and  Ayers. 

This  course  provides  training  in  the  technical  procedures  of  dental  practice,  manipulation  of 
modeling  compound  and  dental  plasters,  flowing  of  casts  and  impressions,  making  of  amalgam  dies, 
investing  of  wax  patterns,  and  the  making  of  castings. 


NURSING 

Nursing  DH17 — First  aid  and  nursing  ethics.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Miss  Cobban. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it.  The  following  phases  of  the  subject  are  covered:  great  need  for  general 
knowledge  of  first  aid  ;  when  to  be  rendered  and  by  whom  ;  danger  of  doing  too  much  or  too  little; 
first  aid  as  great  preventive;  prevention  and  safeguards  suggested  by  every  accident.  Topics  include: 
loyalty  to  physician  and  patient;  high  purpose  in  serving  the  sick;  unselfish  attitude  under  all 
circumstances ;  value  of  understanding  the  sick  and  of  adapting  oneself  to  existing  circumstances. 
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PATHOLOGY 

Pathology  DH18 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  tri- 
mesters. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Schroff. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

Pharmacology  DH19 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Dr.  Beaven. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

Psychology  DH20 — Child  psychology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Mossman. 

This  is  a  brief  course  in  the  psychology  of  learning,  including  consideration  of  children's  tend- 
encies, habit  formation,  emotions,  thinking,  individual  differences,  measurement  of  ability,  and 
discipline. 

RADIOLOGY 

Radiology  DH21 — Dental  radiology.  One  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimes- 
ter and  twenty  hours  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor 
Holliday  and  assistants. 

This  is  a  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the 
theory  and  development  of  X-rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technic  for  taking  and  processing 
dental  X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SURGERY 

Surgery  DH22 — Surgical  assisting  and  anesthesia.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  thirty-six  hours  actual  assisting  in  oral 
surgery  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Dunning. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  oral  surgeon  and  includes  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories ; 
theory  of  anesthesia  and  technic  of  administration  of  local  and  general ;  post-operative  care  of 
patient ;  medication,  etc.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 


The  purpose  of  the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  described  in  this  Announcement 
is  that  of  supplying  the  training  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  pro- 
fession of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  properly  qualified 
young  women  may  meet  these  requirements  within  one  academic  year,  from  Sep- 
tember to  June. 

In  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  the  community,  dental  hygiene  has  become 
a  recognized  factor  with  increasing  possibilities.  Appreciation  of  its  value  has  been 
made  clear  by  the  inclusion  of  this  subject  in  the  curriculum  of  the  private  and 
public  schools,  in  the  establishment  of  municipal  and  industrial  clinics,  and  by 
special  legislation.  The  last  is  of  the  greatest  significance,  for,  by  virtue  of  it,  trained 
workers  are  given  the  distinction  of  a  title  and  are  licensed  as  dental  hygienists. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  service  in  which  the  licensed  dental  hygienist  may 
engage:  the  giving  of  prophylactic  treatments  and  the  teaching  of  dental  hygiene. 
As  a  prophylactic  operator  the  dental  hygienist  is  permitted  to  "remove  stains  and 
accretions  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth  or  directly  beneath  the  margin  of 
the  gum  under  the  supervision  of  a  practitioner  of  dentistry."  Either  in  public  in- 
stitutions or  private  offices  she  may  prepare  the  field  of  operation  for  the  dentist  and 
give  periodic  prophylactic  treatments  to  children  and  adults. 

The  second  field  of  service  open  to  the  hygienist  is  equally  important.  There  is 
a  real  need  for  teachers  of  dental  hygiene  in  both  urban  and  rural  communities  as 
well  as  for  competent  instructors  to  give  talks  to  school  children,  mothers'  clubs,  in- 
dustrial employees,  and  in  private  and  municipal  dispensaries. 

Competent  dental  hygienists  are  always  in  demand  in  a  health  program.  Requests 
are  frequently  received  by  the  Registry  from  dentists,  as  well  as  from  municipal, 
industrial,  and  charitable  institutions.  The  rapid  increase  of  interest  in  this  phase 
of  the  health  problem,  combined  with  the  newness  of  the  vocation,  has  created  this 
demand.  Many  hospitals  are  appointing  dental  hygienists  to  their  staffs  and  are  in- 
cluding dental  prophylaxis  as  part  of  the  hospital  routine.

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In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her 
profession  intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  practical  experience  that  she 
will  have  the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  Practical 
instruction  is  given  under  the  direction  of  dentists  experienced  in  prophylaxis  and 
consists  of  arm  and  digital  training,  with  instruments,  upon  natural-sized  manikin 
heads  with  flexible  cheeks  and  tongues  and  with  teeth  resembling  those  of  the 
living  patient.  This  instruction  is  prefaced  by  the  carving  of  tooth  forms  and  fol- 
lowed, for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  by  actual  work  upon  patients.  The  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  the  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location 
assures  a  continuous  supply  of  deserving  patients. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  her  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on  the 
fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for  equi- 
table relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserve  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $10  on  or  before  April  15. 
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RESIDENCE 


All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Stoll. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dental  Hygiene  Division. 

LIBRARY 

A  combined  medical-dental  library  with  spacious  reading  rooms  containing  ap- 
proximately 117,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets  occupies  a  part  of  three 
lower  stories  of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  A  trained 
library  staff  provides  specialized  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  students,  interns, 
teachers,  and  research  workers  of  the  combined  Medical  School,  Dental  School,  and 
hospital  units. 

A  special  alcove  contains  the  latest  literature  relating  to  war  medicine.  The  period- 
ical room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and  encourage  research 
work.  Here  are  received  over  1,200  current  journals,  and  near  by  are  shelved  files 
of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  and  a  selection  of  the  more  impor- 
tant journals.  All  other  journals  are  in  the  stacks. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illnesses  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

The  University  Bookstore  maintains  a  branch  in  Room  B-430  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks  the  store 
carries  a  stock  of  new  and  used  microscopes,  laboratory  equipment,  and  student 
supplies.  The  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts  from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such 
discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers.  The  store  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session,  until  10  p.m.  The  store 
maintains  a  theater  and  concert  ticket  service,  a  travel  bureau,  and  other  services, 
with  substantial  savings  to  Columbia  students. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS   ("NEVIS") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
seventy-two  acres,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is 
located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City. 
Classes  in  landscape  architecture  and  general  horticulture  meet  at  "Nevis,"  and  spe- 
cial lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 

A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 

A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University  Press, 
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709  Journalism,  at  $1.25  in  cloth  and  $.50  in  paper.  The  book  also  contains  an 
account  of  the  University's  history  and  traditions. 

REGULATIONS 

ADMISSION 

Women  students  who  are  not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  an  acceptable  four-year  high  school  course 
or  the  equivalent,  and  who  have  secured  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  courses  for 
dental  hygienists.  Preference  is  given  to  students  having  a  college  degree. 

The  requirement  for  admission  is  proficiency  in  sixteen  units  of  secondary  school 
subjects,  of  which  some  are  prescribed  and  the  remainder  elective,  as  specified 
below.  A  unit  ordinarily  implies  the  study  of  a  subject  for  a  time  equivalent  to 
five  periods  a  week  for  one  year.  The  term  "elementary"  as  applied  to  a  language 
implies  two  years  of  study  of  that  language.

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The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits: 

i.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botanv  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  advanced  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  either  music  or 
drawing. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  only  a  limited  number  of  students  can  be  accommodated, 
completion  of  the  requirements  for  entrance  does  not  guarantee  admission.  Appli- 
cants are  accepted  according  to  their  high  school  standing,  preference  being  given 
those  with  the  best  records. 

Blank  forms  for  submitting  records  of  preparatory  work  will  be  mailed  upon  re- 
quest. These  forms  should  be  filled  in  and  submitted  to  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Stoll, 
630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Applications  should  be  filed  as  soon  as 
preparatory  work  is  completed.  A  personal  interview  with  Mrs.  Stoll  is  required  of 
all  applicants. 

Qualifying  Certificates.  Candidates  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  are  eligible  for  the  New  York  state  dental  hygiene 
qualifying  certificate.  An  application  for  this  certificate  (blank  furnished  by  the 
Division  of  Dental  Hvgiene,  Columbia  University,  or  the  Examinations  and  Inspec- 
tions Division,  State  Education  Department,  Albany,  New  York)  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  same  time  as  the  Columbia  University  application  form  and  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  check  or  money  order  for  $2.25  made  payable  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  No  student  can  be  matriculated  until  this  certificate  has 
been  received. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hvgiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  18  to 
September  20,  1944,  at  the  Registrar's  office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630 
West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registra- 
tion before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  15  to  January  20,  1945. 

Fees.  The  tuition  fee  is  $190  for  each  session,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Every  student  must  also  pay  a  University  fee  of  $10  for  each  session.  All  fees  must 
be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

Withdrawal.  An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in 
good  academic  standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw 
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from  the  University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be 
entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in 
writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after  the 
first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are  obliged 
to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of  tuition 
fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate.

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  21,  1944.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Examinations.  Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  trimester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  trimester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years.

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department 
of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  University 
that  she  is  more  than  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  has 
complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the 
requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations 
should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 

AWARDS 

The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society 
are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest 
general  average  in  theory  and  practice.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately  three  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  homework.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred 
to  the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form 
the  training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters.  6  trimester  credits.  Professor  Rogers. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 
It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various  tissues  ;  the 
gross  and  miscroscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body. 
Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  tri- 
mester. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Cuttita. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Cuttita. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit.  Professor  Bodecker  and  Dr.  Thomas. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations  ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Bartels. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity ;  preparation  of  culture 
media ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Karshan. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 
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^    DENTAL  ASSISTING 

Dental  Assisting  DH7 — One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  trimester 
credit.  Professor  Hartman. 

A  consideration  of  the  general  routine  in  a  dental  office ;  sharpening  and  care  of  instruments ; 
description  of  the  various  methods  employed  in  the  treating  and  filling  of  teeth. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Diagnosis  DH8 — Thirty  hours  practice  in  diagnosis  clinic.  1  trimester  credit. 
Professor  Ziskin  and  staff. 

This  course  gives  the  student  experience  in  assisting  at  the  chair.  Also  practical  experience  in 
interviewing  patients,  in  preparing  case  histories,  and  in  charting. 

EDUCATION 

Education  DH23 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  One  hour  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Mrs.  Stoll. 

This  course  deals  with  methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  indus- 
try, and  to  patients  in  private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the 
health  teacher,  reading  in  the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  course  to  establish  the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching. 

ENGLISH 

English  DH9 — Public  speaking.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Dr.  Zimmerman. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  of  the  nursing  profession.  Class  work 
is  devoted  to  explanatory  and  persuasive  methods,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  speech  planning,  of  the  principles  of  interest,  emphasis, 
and  clearness,  and  of  the  methods  of  oral  presentation. 

[English  DH10 — Essay  writing.  One  hour  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  tri- 
mester credit.  Miss  Hollis. 
Not  given  in  1944-1945.] 

This  course  studies  the  writing  of  essays  on  dental  hygiene  and  allied  subjects.  The  material  for 
the  course  is  obtained  from  clinical  experience,  required  lecture  courses,  and  from  an  extensive  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  articles  which  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  subject  of  dental  hygiene. 

HYGIENE 

Hygiene  DH11 — Dental  hygiene  and  prophylaxis.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  3  trimester 
credits.  Mrs.  Stoll. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  those  factors  that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of 
the  human  mouth  with  special  attention  to  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to  prevent  or  to 
arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration:  evolution  of  the  toothbrush;  kinds  and  types 
of  brushes ;  methods  of  brushing  advocated  by  different  authorities ;  chair  instruction  to  patients ;  a 
study  of  dentifrices,  mouth  washes,  and  other  accessories. 
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Hygiene  DH12 — Dental  prophylaxis  and  assisting.  A  total  of  approximately 
390  hours  in  three  trimesters.  13  trimester  credits.  Mrs.  Stoll,  Misses  Hollis 
and  Walls. 

The  first  five  weeks  of  this  course  are  devoted  to  the  development  of  operative  technic  and  consist 
of  instruction  and  practical  work  on  manikin  heads  in  the  technic  of  instrumentation  and  polishing. 
By  continual  application,  each  student  must  develop  skill  in  the  use  of  the  porte  polisher,  as  well  as 
with  tapes  and  abrasives,  whereby  she  is  able  to  polish  all  enamel  surfaces,  removing  the  most  diffi- 
cult stains.  The  proper  manipulation  of  instruments  for  the  removal  of  supergingival  deposits,  and 
their  indications  in  the  field  of  the  dental  hygienist,  must  be  mastered  before  the  student  is  admitted 
to  clinical  practice. 

Students  are  required  to  devote  morning  hours  to  dental  prophylaxis.  The  many  adjacent  medical 
departments  and  the  dental  infirmary  provide  both  child  and  adult  patients.  Dental  chair  adjusting, 
correct  operating  posture,  as  well  as  other  details  of  modern  dental  office  routine  are  carefully  taught 
and  must  be  followed. 

A  most  important  feature  of  the  practical  training  of  dental  hygiene  courses  is  the  giving  of  pro- 
phylactic treatments  to  public  school  children.  For  this  purpose  we  have  established  a  midtown  clinic 
at  West  60th  Street  and  Amsterdam  Avenue,  making  it  possible  to  work  in  many  schools  in  that 
section  of  the  city.  Children  of  all  ages  are  treated,  from  kindergarten  through  high  school.  Each 
child  deserves  individual  instructions,  not  only  in  the  use  of  the  toothbrush  and  home  care  of  the 
mouth,  but  also  in  the  proper  diet  necessary  for  health  in  strong  bones  and  strong  teeth.  This  close 
contact  with  both  teacher  and  child  proves  valuable  experience  for  the  hygienist. 

Hygiene  DH13 — Nutrition  and  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two 
trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis 
of  dental  diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

Hygiene  DH14 — Child  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Dr.  Goldberger. 

A  course  of  instruction  devoted  to  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool 
and  school  child.  Special  attention  is  given  to  observations  and  tests  for  the  detection  of  defects  of 
vision,  hearing,  nasal  obstructions,  nutrition,  and  other  easily  discoverable  physical  defects,  together 
with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure.  Symptoms  of  illness  and  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  childhood  are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  diagnosis  and  prevention. 

Hygiene  DH15 — Community  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  McKenzie. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution  are  discussed  in  this  course. 

LABORATORY  ASSISTING 

Laboratory  Assisting  DH16 — Lectures  and  laboratory  six  hours  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  provides  training  in  the  technical  procedures  of  dental  practice,  manipulation  of 
modeling  compound  and  dental  plasters,  flowing  of  casts  and  impressions,  making  of  amalgam  dies, 
investing  of  wax  patterns,  and  the  making  of  castings. 

NURSING 

Nursing  DH17 — First  aid  and  accident  prevention.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Miss  Cobban. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it.  The  following  phases  of  the  subject  are  covered:  great  need  for  general 
knowledge  of  first  aid ;  when  to  be  rendered  and  by  whom ;  danger  of  doing  too  much  or  too  little ; 
first  aid  as  great  preventive;  prevention  and  safeguards  suggested  by  every  accident.  Topics  include: 
loyalty  to  physician  and  patient;  high  purpose  in  serving  the  sick;  unselfish  attitude  under  all 
circumstances  ;  value  of  understanding  the  sick  and  of  adapting  oneself  to  existing  circumstances. 
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PATHOLOGY 

Pathology  DH18 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  tri- 
mesters. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Schroff. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

Pharmacology  DH19 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Dr.  Beaven. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

Psychology  DH20 — Child  psychology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Mossman. 

This  is  a  brief  course  in  the  psychology  of  learning,  including  consideration  of  children's  tend- 
encies, habit  formation,  emotions,  thinking,  individual  differences,  measurement  of  ability,  and 
discipline. 

RADIOLOGY 

Radiology  DH21 — Dental  radiology.  One  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimes- 
ter and  twenty  hours  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor 
Holliday  and  assistants. 

This  is  a  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the 
theory  and  development  of  X-rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technic  for  taking  and  processing 
dental  X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SURGERY 

Surgery  DH22 — Surgical  assisting  and  anesthesia.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  thirty-six  hours  actual  assisting  in  oral 
surgery  clinic.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  Dunning. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  oral  surgeon  and  includes  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments  ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories ; 
theory  of  anesthesia  and  technic  of  administration  of  local  and  general ;  postoperative  care  of 
patient ;  medication,  etc.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  described  in  this  Announcement 
is  that  of  supplying  the  training  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  pro- 
fession of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  properly  qualified 
young  women  may  meet  these  requirements  within  one  academic  year,  from  Sep- 
tember to  June. 

In  the  conservation  of  the  health  of  the  community,  dental  hygiene  has  become 
a  recognized  factor  with  increasing  possibilities.  Appreciation  of  its  value  has  been 
made  clear  by  the  inclusion  of  this  subject  in  the  curriculum  of  the  private  and 
public  schools,  in  the  establishment  of  municipal  and  industrial  clinics,  and  by 
special  legislation.  The  last  is  of  the  greatest  significance,  for,  by  virtue  of  it,  trained 
workers  are  given  the  distinction  of  a  title  and  are  licensed  and  registered  as  dental 
hygienists. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  service  in  which  the  registered  dental  hygienist  may 
engage:  the  giving  of  prophylactic  treatments  and  the  teaching  of  dental  hygiene. 
As  a  prophylactic  operator  the  dental  hygienist  is  permitted  to  "remove  stains  and 
accretions  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth  or  directly  beneath  the  margin  of 
the  gum  under  the  supervision  of  a  practitioner  of  dentistry."  Either  in  public  in- 
stitutions or  private  offices  she  may  prepare  the  field  of  operation  for  the  dentist  and 
give  periodic  prophylactic  treatments  to  children  and  adults. 

The  second  field  of  service  open  to  the  hygienist  is  equally  important.  There  is 
a  real  need  for  teachers  of  dental  hygiene  in  both  urban  and  rural  communities  as 
well  as  for  competent  instructors  to  give  talks  to  school  children,  mothers'  clubs,  in- 
dustrial employees,  and  in  private  and  municipal  dispensaries. 

Competent  dental  hygienists  are  always  in  demand  in  a  health  program.  Requests 
are  frequently  received  by  the  Registry  from  dentists,  as  well  as  from  municipal, 
industrial,  and  charitable  institutions.  The  rapid  increase  of  interest  in  this  phase 
of  the  health  problem,  combined  with  the  newness  of  the  vocation,  has  created  this 
demand.  Many  hospitals  are  appointing  dental  hygienists  to  their  staffs  and  are  in- 
cluding dental  prophylaxis  as  part  of  the  hospital  routine.

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In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her 
profession  intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  practical  experience  that  she 
will  have  the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  Practical 
instruction  is  given  under  the  direction  of  dentists  experienced  in  prophylaxis  and 
consists  of  arm  and  digital  training,  with  instruments,  upon  natural-sized  manikin 
heads  with  flexible  cheeks  and  tongues  and  with  teeth  resembling  those  of  the 
living  patient.  This  instruction  is  prefaced  by  the  carving  of  tooth  forms  and  fol- 
lowed, for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  by  actual  work  upon  patients.  The  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  the  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location 
assures  a  continuous  supply  of  deserving  patients. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  her  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on  the 
fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authority  for  equi- 
table relief. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $iio  on  or  before  April  15. 
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RESIDENCE 


All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Stoix. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dental  Hygiene  Division. 

LIBRARY 

A  combined  medical-dental  library  with  spacious  reading  rooms  containing  ap- 
proximately 125,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets  occupies  a  part  of  three 
lower  stories  of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  A  trained 
library  staff  provides  specialized  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  students,  interns, 
teachers,  and  research  workers  of  the  combined  Medical  School,  Dental  School,  and 
hospital  units. 

A  special  alcove  contains  the  latest  literature  relating  to  war  medicine.  The  period- 
ical room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and  encourage  research 
work.  Here  are  received  over  1,200  current  journals,  and  near  by  are  shelved  files 
of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  and  a  selection  of  the  more  impor- 
tant journals.  All  other  journals  are  in  the  stacks. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illness  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

The  University  Bookstore  maintains  a  branch  in  Room  B-430  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks,  the  store 
carries  a  stock  of  new  and  used  microscopes,  laboratory  equipment,  and  student 
supplies.  The  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts  from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such 
discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers.  The  store  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session,  until  10  p.m.  The  store 
maintains  a  travel  bureau  and  other  services,  with  substantial  savings  to  Columbia 
students. 

HAMILTON  ARBORETUM  AND  GARDENS   ("NEVIS") 

The  Hamilton  Arboretum  and  Gardens  ("Nevis"),  an  estate  of  approximately 
sixty-seven  acres,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  T.  Coleman  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  is 
located  at  Irvington-on-Hudson,  about  sixteen  miles  north  of  New  York  City. 
Classes  in  landscape  architecture,  general  horticulture,  and  botany  meet  at  "Nevis," 
and  special  lectures  are  arranged  from  time  to  time. 

A  GUIDE  TO  COLUMBIA  UNIVERSITY 

A  description  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  University  will  be  found  in 
A  Guide  to  Columbia  University,  which  is  published  by  Columbia  University  Press, 
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709  Journalism,  at  $.75,  clothbound.  The  book  also  contains  an  account  of  the  Uni- 
versity's history  and  traditions. 

REGULATIONS 

ADMISSION 

Women  students  who  are  not  less  than  eighteen  nor  more  than  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  an  acceptable  four-year  high  school  course 
or  the  equivalent,  and  who  have  secured  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are  eligible  for  admission  to  the  courses  for 
dental  hygienists.  Preference  is  given  to  students  having  a  college  degree. 

The  requirement  for  admission  is  proficiency  in  sixteen  units  of  secondary  school 
subjects,  of  which  some  are  prescribed  and  the  remainder  elective,  as  specified 
below.  A  unit  ordinarily  implies  the  study  of  a  subject  for  a  time  equivalent  to 
five  periods  a  week  for  one  year.  The  term  "elementary"  as  applied  to  a  language 
implies  two  years  of  study  of  that  language.

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The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits: 

i.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botany  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  advanced  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  either  music  or 
drawing. 

7.  Students  who  have  graduated  from  a  high  school  in  the  state  of  New  York  and 
are  entering  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists  with  no  advanced  education  must 
pass  regents  examinations  in  English  (four  years),  American  History,  and  one  sub- 
ject each  of  the  two-unit  and  three-unit  group  chosen. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  only  a  limited  number  of  students  can  be  accommodated, 
completion  of  the  requirements  for  entrance  does  not  guarantee  admission.  Appli- 
cants are  accepted  according  to  their  scholastic  standing,  preference  being  given 
those  with  advanced  education. 

Blank  forms  for  submitting  records  of  preparatory  work  will  be  mailed  upon  re- 
quest. These  forms  should  be  filled  in  and  submitted  to  Mrs.  Frances  A.  Stoll, 
630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Applications  may  be  filed  before 
preparatory  work  is  completed.  A  personal  interview  with  Mrs.  Stoll  is  required  of 
all  applicants. 

Qualifying  Certificates.  Candidates  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  are  eligible  for  the  New  York  state  dental  hygiene 
qualifying  certificate.  An  application  for  this  certificate  (blank  furnished  by  the 
Division  of  Dental  Hygiene,  Columbia  University,  or  the  Examinations  and  Inspec- 
tions Division,  State  Education  Department,  Albany,  New  York)  should  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  same  time  as  the  Columbia  University  application  form  and  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  check  or  money  order  for  $2.25  made  payable  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  No  student  can  be  matriculated  until  this  certificate  has 
been  received. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  17  to 
September  19,  1945,  at  the  Registrar's  office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630 
West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registra- 
tion before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  14  to  January  19,  1946. 

Fees.  The  tuition  fee  is  $190  for  each  session,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 


COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS  u 

Every  student  must  also  pay  a  University  fee  of  $10  for  each  session.  All  fees  must 
be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

Withdrawal.  An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in 
good  academic  standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw 
from  the  University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be 
entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in 
writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after  the 
first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are  obliged 
to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of  tuition 
fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate.

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  20,  1945.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Examinations.  Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  trimester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  trimester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately  three  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  homework.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred  to 
the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form  the 
training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters  and  ten  hours  of  dissection  laboratory.  6  trimester  credits. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiol- 
ogy. It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various 
tissues ;  the  gross  and  miscroscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the 
human  body.  Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
2  trimester  credits. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity  ;  preparation  of  culture- 
media  ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  comDOsition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 
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For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately,  three  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  homework.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred 
to  the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form 
the  training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters  and  ten  hours  of  dissection  laboratory.  6  trimester  credits. 
Professor  Rogers. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiol- 
ogy. It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various 
tissues  ;  the  gross  and  miscroscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the 
human  body.  Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Cuttita. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Diamond  and  Dr.  Cuttita. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit.  Professor  Bodecker  and  Dr.  Thomas. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Bartels. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity ;  preparation  of  culture 
media  ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 
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BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Karshan. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

[Dental  Assisting  DH7 — One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  1  tri- 
mester credit. 
Not  given  in  1 944-1 945  or  1 945-1 946.] 

A  consideration  of  the  general  routine  in  a  dental  office ;  sharpening  and  care  of  instruments ; 
description  of  the  various  methods  employed  in  the  treating  and  filling  of  teeth. 

Dental  Assisting  DH26 — Surgical  and  dental  assisting.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  fifty-four  hours  actual  assisting  in 
oral  surgery  clinic  and  pedodontic  clinic.  2  trimester  credits.  Professors  Mc- 
Beath  and  Parker  and  Dr.  Hunt. 

[First  given  in  1944-1945.] 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists  in 
the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  the  preparation  of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instru- 
ments ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories ;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  technique  of  administra- 
tion of  local  and  general ;  postoperative  care  of  patient ;  medication ;  general  dental  office  practice 
and  procedures. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Diagnosis  DH8 — Thirty-six  hours  practice  in  diagnosis  clinic.  1  trimester 
credit.  Professor  Ziskin  and  staff. 

This  course  gives  the  student  experience  in  assisting  at  the  chair.  Also  practical  experience  in 
interviewing  patients,  in  preparing  case  histories,  and  in  charting,  and  observation  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment  planning. 

EDUCATION 

Education  DH23 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  One  hour  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Mrs.  Stoll. 

This  course  deals  with  methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  indus- 
try, and  to  patients  in  private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the 
health  teacher,  reading  in  the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  course  to  establish  the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching. 

ENGLISH 

[English  DH9 — Public  speaking.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit. 
Not  given  in  1 944-1 945  or  1945-1946.] 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  of  the  nursing  profession.  Classwork 
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is  devoted  to  explanatory  and  persuasive  methods,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  speech  planning,  of  the  principles  of  interest,  emphasis, 
and  clearness,  and  of  the  methods  of  oral  presentation. 

HYGIENE 

Hygiene  DH11 — Dental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  3  trimester  credits.  Mrs.  Stoll. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  those  factors  that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of 
the  human  mouth  with  special  attention  to  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to  prevent  or  to 
arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration:  evolution  of  the  toothbrush  ;  kinds  and  types 
of  brushes ;  methods  of  brushing  advocated  by  different  authorities ;  chair  instruction  to  patients ;  a 
study  of  dentifrices,  mouth  washes,  and  other  accessories. 

Hygiene  DH12 — Dental  prophylaxis.  A  total  of  approximately  360  hours  in 
three  trimesters.  12  trimester  credits.  Mrs.  Stoll,  Misses  Hollis  and  Walls. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental 
prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for 
school  children.  This  course  includes:  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth ;  mouth  inspection  and 
charting ;  instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  tooth-brushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of 
the  mouth. 

Hygiene  DH13 — Nutrition  and  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two 
trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis 
of  dental  diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

Hygiene  DH14 — Child  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit.  Dr.  Goldberger. 

A  course  of  instruction  devoted  to  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool 
and  school  child.  Special  attention  is  given  to  observations  and  tests  for  the  detection  of  defects  of 
vision,  hearing,  nasal  obstructions,  nutrition,  and  other  easily  discoverable  physical  defects,  together 
with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure.  Symptoms  of  illness  and  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  childhood  are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  diagnosis  and  prevention. 

Hygiene  DH15 — Community  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Professor  McKenzie. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution  are  discussed  in  this  course. 

LABORATORY  ASSISTING 

Laboratory  Assisting  DH16 — Lectures  and  laboratory  six  hours  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  McKenzie. 

This  course  provides  training  in  the  technical  procedures  of  dental  practice,  manipulation  of 
modeling  compound  and  dental  plasters,  flowing  of  casts  and  impressions,  making  of  amalgam  dies, 
investing  of  wax  patterns,  and  the  making  of  casts. 

NURSING 

Nursing  DH17 — First  aid  and  accident  prevention.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits.  Dr.  McCormick. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it.  The  following  phases  of  the  subject  are  covered:  great  need  for  general 
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knowledge  of  first  aid  ;  when  to  be  rendered  and  by  whom ;  danger  of  doing  too  much  or  too  little ; 
first  aid  as  great  preventive;  prevention  and  safeguards  suggested  by  every  accident.  Topics  include: 
loyalty  to  dentist  and  patient ;  high  purpose  in  serving  the  sick ;  unselfish  attitude  under  all  circum- 
stances ;  value  of  understanding  the  sick  and  of  adapting  oneself  to  existing  circumstances. 


PATHOLOGY 

Pathology  DH18 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  tri- 
mesters. 2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Schroff. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 


PHARMACOLOGY 

Pharmacology  DH19 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits.  Dr.  Beaven. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

[Psychology  DH20 — Child  psychology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  tri- 
mester. 1  trimester  credit. 

Not  given  in  1944-1 945  or  1945-1946.] 

This  is  a  brief  course  in  the  psychology  of  learning,  including  consideration  of  children's  tend- 
encies, habit  formation,  emotions,  thinking,  individual  differences,  measurement  of  ability,  and 
discipline. 

Psychology  DH25 — Psychology  of  human  behavior.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester.  1  trimester  credit.  Miss  Fehlman. 
[First  given  in  1944-1945.] 

Subject  matter  includes  the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior. 
Emphasis  on  the  influence  of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment.  Discussions 
concerning  ways  and  means  of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems. 


RADIOLOGY 

Radiology  DH21 — Dental  radiology.  One  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester  and 
thirty-six  hours  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  2  trimester  credits.  Professor  Holli- 
day  and  assistants. 

This  is  a  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the 
theory  and  development  of  X-rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing 
dental  X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 
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SPEECH 

Speech  DH24 — Fundamentals  of  speech.  One  hour  a  week  for  one  trimester, 
i  trimester  credit.  Professor  Zimmerman. 
[First  given  in  1944-1945.] 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and  adequate 
speech,  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc. 

SURGERY 

[Surgery  DH22 — Surgical  assisting  and  anesthesia.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  thirty-six  hours  actual  assisting  in  oral 
surgery  clinic.  1  trimester  credit. 

Not  given  in  1 944-1 945  or  1945-1946.] 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  oral  surgeon  and  includes  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments  ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories  ; 
theory  of  anesthesia  and  technique  of  administration  of  local  and  general ;  postoperative  care  of 
patient ;  medication,  etc.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Extension  in  February,  191 7,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the 
first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral 
Hygiene  was  made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this 
period,  many  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1927, 
the  name  was  changed  from  Courses  in  Oral  Hygiene  to  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

When  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia-Presbyterian 
Medical  Center,  630  West  168th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists 
was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and  clinical  space  for 
the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  twenty-nine  year  period  from  1918  to  1945,  1,287  women  have  been 
graduated  from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from 
thirty-three  states,  and  the  Island  possessions  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  Canada, 
Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden.  Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which 
the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental 
offices.  However  a  large  number  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the 
indications  are  that  in  the  future,  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such 
programs.  Approximately  twenty-eight  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed 
in  public  health  programs  conducted  by  public  school  systems  and  state  and  local 
health  departments.  A  smaller  number  serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service,  and 
as  members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other  schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics 
with  the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  prac- 
tice requisite  for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged 
so  that  qualified  candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  certificate  in 
dental  hygiene  in  one  academic  year  from  September  to  June.  A  registry  for  the 
placement  of  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  perform- 
ance of  dental  prophylaxis,  and  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  in- 
dividuals and  groups  of  all  ages. 

DENTAL  HYGIENE  AS  A  CAREER  FOR  WOMEN 

There  exists  no  doubt  that  the  actual  need  for  the  type  of  service  the  dental  hy- 
gienist renders  is  greater  than  the  supply  of  persons  prepared  to  fill  it.  In  hospitals 
and  clinics  where  dental  service  is  being  gradually  expanded,  dental  hygienists  are 
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customarily  employed  to  conserve  the  dentist's  time  and  to  assist  with  the  educa- 
tional program. 

The  most  promising  outlook  for  the  dental  hvgienist  lies  in  public  health.  In  this 
held,  where  qualifications  and  earnings  are  generally  higher,  the  demand  for  hy- 
gienists  has  been  steadily  increasing  and  is  likely  to  continue  to  increase  as  local, 
state,  and  federal  agencies  provide  more  dental  service  as  a  part  of  general  health 
programs. 

There  has  never  been  a  surplus  of  registered  dental  hvgienists.  The  present 
facilities  for  training  these  women  is  less  than  the  demand  for  the  course  by  eligible 
candidates.  The  number  of  positions  available  exceeds  the  number  of  candidates 
that  can  be  trained  each  year.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


STUDENTS 

After  having  received  an  admission  permit  the  student  may  proceed  to  register, 
in  the  stated  registration  period  (see  Academic  Calendar),  for  such  prescribed  or 
elective  courses  of  instruction  as  are  appropriate  for  her  purposes.  Acceptance  of  a 
student  for  admission  is  based  on  grounds  of  character  and  health,  as  well  as  on  the 
fulfillment  of  academic  requirements. 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University7  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University'  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  bv  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  davs  set  apart  bv  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  appropriate  authoritv  for  equi- 
table relief. 
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ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $10  on  or  before  April  15. 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  head  of  the  Dental 
Hygiene  Division. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Dental  Hygiene  Division. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library,  with  seating  accommodations  for  250  readers,  now  contains  more 
than  125,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets,  and  occupies  a  part  of  three 
lower  floors  of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  A  trained 
library  staff  provides  specialized  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  students,  residents, 
faculty,  and  research  workers  of  the  combined  Medical  School,  Dental  School, 
School  of  Public  Health,  School  of  Nursing,  and  hospital  units. 

The  Periodical  Room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and 
encourage  research  work.  Here  are  received  over  1,200  current  journals,  and  near 
by  are  shelved  files  of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  as  well  as  a 
selection  of  the  more  important  journals.  All  other  journals  are  shelved  in  the  stacks. 

Library  hours  are  arranged  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  patrons  and  a  normal  schedule 
of  opening  is  as  follows : 

Monday-Friday  8:30  a.m.-io:oo  p.m. 

Saturday  9:00  a.m.-  6:00  p.m. 

Sunday  10:00  a.m.-  2:00  p.m. 

Slight  variations  will  occur  from  time  to  time  due  to  holidays  or  vacation  periods. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illness  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  pro- 
fession intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a 
condnuous  supply  of  patients. 


EXPANDED  CURRICULUM  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  will  be  increased 
from  one  to  two  academic  years.  Students  who  hold  high  school  diplomas  or  the 
equivalent,  and  present  sixteen  units  of  subjects  as  indicated  shall  be  candidates  for 
the  certificate  in  Dental  Hygiene.  Under  consideration  is  the  possibility  that  students 
who  at  the  time  of  admission  have  satisfactorily  completed  two  years  of  study 
aggregating  a  minimum  of  60  points  of  academic  college  work  (which  includes 
English,  one  year;  biological  science  or  chemistry,  one  semester;  sociology  or  psy- 
chology, one  semester),  in  a  college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia  University, 
may  be  considered  as  eligible  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Dental  Hygiene 
as  well  as  for  a  certificate  in  Dental  Hygiene. 


REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 


Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty- 
five  years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to 
make  formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  After  the 
application  has  been  submitted,  the  academic  record  of  the  candidate  will  be  secured 
by  the  School.  Application  for  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the 
State  of  New  York  will  be  made  for  those  candidates  who  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements. Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the  candidate 
is  accepted.

The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits : 

1.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botany  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  eidier  music  or 
drawing. 

7.  Students  who  have  graduated  from  a  high  school  in  the  state  of  New  York  and 
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Qualifying  Certificates.  Candidates  who  fulfill  all  the  requirements  outlined  in 
the  preceding  paragraphs  are  eligible  for  the  New  York  state  dental  hygiene  qual- 
ifying certificate.  No  student  can  be  matriculated  until  this  certificate  has  been 
issued. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  16  to 
September  18,  1946,  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630 
West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  regis- 
tration before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  13  to  January  18,  1947. 

Fees.  The  tuition  fee  is  $225  for  each  session,  payable  at  the  time  of  registration. 
Every  student  must  also  pay  a  University  fee  of  $10  for  each  session.  All  fees  must 
be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 

Withdrawal.  An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in 
good  academic  standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw 
from  the  University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be 
entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in 
writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after 
the  first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are 
obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of 
tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate.

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursdav,  September  19,  1946.  Onlv  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Exatninations.  Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  trimester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
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set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  trimester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  University 
that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and  has  complied  with 
and  fufilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the  requirements 
of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations  should  be  com- 
pleted at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  high- 
est general  average  in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  to  students  through  a  Founda- 
tion grant.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the 
Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygien- 
ists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made 
through  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

For  purposes  of  instruction  the  work  of  each  year  is  scheduled  in  three  trimesters, 
which  are  designated  as  First,  Second,  and  Third.  The  unit  of  credit  used  is  the 
trimester  credit,  which  signifies  approximately  three  academic  hours  of  work  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  For  classroom  work  this  means  one  hour  in  class  a  week 
and  an  average  of  two  hours  of  homework.  For  laboratory  or  clinical  work  requir- 
ing no  outside  study  it  represents  three  hours  of  work  a  week. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  content  of  each  course,  the  student  is  referred  to 
the  departmental  statements  which  follow.  These  courses  taken  collectively  form  the 
training  given  in  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in  the  program  of  studies 
at  any  time  as  experience  may  prove  desirable. 

ANATOMY 

Anatomy  DH1 — Gross  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  three  trimesters  and  ten  hours  of  dissection  laboratory.  6  trimester  credits. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiol- 
ogy. It  embraces  a  brief  survey  of  human  embryology ;  the  microscopic  structure  of  the  various 
tissues ;  the  gross  and  miscroscopic  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the 
human  body.  Specimens  and  models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

Anatomy  DH2 — Dental  anatomy  lecture.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
2  trimester  credits. 

Lectures  and  recitations  on  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural 
formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity,  and 
the  morphology  of  the  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH3 — Dental  anatomy  laboratory.  Total  of  approximately  sixty 
hours.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  is  an  abridged  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid, 
first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

Anatomy  DH4 — Dental  histology  and  embryology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester,  i  trimester  credit. 

This  course  embraces  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations ;  sequential  steps  in  the  formation 
of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the  soft 
tissues  of  the  oral  cavity ;  the  tooth  structures  and  supporting  tissues.  The  course  is  well  illustrated 
with  lantern  slides.  The  aim  is  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  applying  histologic  knowledge  in 
daily  work. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

Bacteriology  DH5 — Elementary  and  dental  bacteriology.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture- 
media  ;  methods  of  sterilization  ;  fundamentals  of  immunity. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

Biochemistry  DH6 — Elementary  biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  as  a  prerequisite  to  dentochemistry. 
A  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  the  teeth  and  saliva. 
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DENTAL  ASSISTING 

Dental  Assisting  DH26 — Surgical  and  dental  assisting.  One  hour  lecture  a 
week  for  one  trimester  supplemented  by  fifty-four  hours  actual  assisting  in 
oral  surgery  clinic  and  pedodontic  clinic.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  training  of  assistants  to  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists  in 
the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  the  preparation  of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of  instru- 
ments ;  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories  ;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  technique  of  administra- 
tion of  local  and  general ;  postoperative  care  of  patient ;  medication ;  general  dental  office  practice 
and  procedures. 

DIAGNOSIS 

Diagnosis  DH8 — Thirty-six  hours  practice  in  diagnosis  clinic.  1  trimester 
credit. 

This  course  gives  the  student  experience  in  assisting  at  the  chair.  Also  practical  experience  in 
interviewing  patients,  in  preparing  case  histories,  and  in  charting,  and  observation  in  diagnosis  and 
treatment  planning. 

EDUCATION 

Education  DH23 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  One  hour  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  1  trimester  credit. 

This  course  deals  with  methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  indus- 
try, and  to  patients  in  private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the 
health  teacher,  reading  in  the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  comple- 
tion of  the  course  to  establish  the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching. 

Education  DH27 — First  aid  and  accident  prevention.  Two  hours  lecture  a 
week  for  one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it.  The  following  phases  of  the  subject  are  covered:  great  need  for  general 
knowledge  of  first  aid  ;  when  to  be  rendered  and  by  whom  ;  danger  of  doing  too  much  or  too  little  ; 
first  aid  as  great  preventive;  prevention  and  safeguards  suggested  by  every  accident.  Topics  include: 
loyalty  to  dentist  and  patient ;  high  purpose  in  serving  the  sick ;  unselfish  attitude  under  all  circum- 
stances ;  value  of  understanding  the  sick  and  of  adapting  oneself  to  existing  circumstances. 


HYGIENE 
* 
Hygiene  DH11 — Dental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester 

and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester.  3  trimester  credits. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  those  factors  that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of 
the  human  mouth  with  special  attention  to  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to  prevent  or  to 
arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration:  evolution  of  the  toothbrush  ;  kinds  and  types 
of  brushes  ;  methods  of  brushing  advocated  by  different  authorities  ;  chair  instruction  to  patients  ;  a 
study  of  dentifrices,  mouth  washes,  and  other  accessories. 

Hygiene  DH12 — Dental  prophylaxis.  A  total  of  approximately  360  hours  in 
three  trimesters.  12  trimester  credits. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental 
prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for 
school  children.  This  course  includes:  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth;  mouth  inspection  and 
charting  ;  instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  tooth-brushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of 
the  mouth. 
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Hygiene  DH13 — Nutrition  and  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two 
trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  course  is  a  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis 
of  dental  diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

Hygiene  DH14 — Child  hygiene.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester, 
i  trimester  credit. 

A  course  of  instruction  devoted  to  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool 
and  school  child.  Special  attention  is  given  to  observations  and  tests  for  the  detection  of  defects  of 
vision,  hearing,  nasal  obstructions,  nutrition,  and  other  easily  discoverable  physical  defects,  together 
with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure.  Symptoms  of  illness  and  the  diseases  of  infancy 
and  childhood  are  considered  from  the  standpoint  of  diagnosis  and  prevention. 

Hygiene  DH15 — Community  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one 
trimester.  1  trimester  credit. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution  are  discussed  in  this  course. 

LABORATORY  ASSISTING 

Laboratory  Assisting  DH16 — Lectures  and  laboratory  six  hours  a  week  for 
one  trimester.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  course  provides  training  in  the  technical  procedures  of  dental  practice,  manipulation  of 
modeling  compound  and  dental  plasters,  flowing  of  casts  and  impressions,  making  of  amalgam  dies, 
investing  of  wax  patterns,  and  the  making  of  casts. 

PATHOLOGY 

Pathology  DH18 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  tri- 
mesters. 2  trimester  credits. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  condi- 
tions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

Pharmacology  DH19 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
two  trimesters.  2  trimester  credits. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

Psychology  DH25 — Psychology  of  human  behavior.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 
for  one  trimester.  1  trimester  credit. 

Subject  matter  includes  the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior. 
Emphasis  on  the  influence  of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment.  Discussions 
concerning  ways  and  means  of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems. 
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RADIOLOGY 

Radiology  DH21 — Dental  radiology.  One  lecture  a  week  for  one  trimester  and 
thirty-six  hours  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  2  trimester  credits. 

This  is  a  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the 
theory  and  development  of  X-rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing 
dental  X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SPEECH 

Speech  DH24 — Fundamentals  of  speech.  One  hour  a  week  for  one  trimester. 
1  trimester  credit. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and  adequate 
speech,  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the 
first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral 
Hygiene  was  made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this 
period,  many  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1927, 
the  name  was  changed  from  Courses  in  Oral  Hygiene  to  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  168th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and 
clinical  space  for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  twenty-nine  year  period  from  1918  to  1946,  1,329  women  have  been 
graduated  from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from 
thirty-three  states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada, 
Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden.  Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which 
the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental 
offices.  However  a  large  number  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the 
indications  are  that  in  the  future,  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such 
programs.  Approximately  twenty-eight  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed 
in  public  health  programs  conducted  by  public  school  systems,  and  state  and  local 
health  departments.  A  smaller  number  serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service,  and 
as  members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other  schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics 
with  the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  prac- 
tice requisite  for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged 
so  that  qualified  candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  certificate  in 
dental  hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for  the  placement  of  graduates  is 
maintained  in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  perform- 
ance of  dental  prophylaxis,  and  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  in- 
dividuals and  groups  of  all  ages. 

At  the  present  time  dental  hygienists  are  permitted  to  practice  under  supervision 
in  the  following  states:

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  pro- 
fession intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a 
continuous  supply  of  patients. 


EXPANDED  CURRICULUM  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  will  be  increased 
from  one  to  two  academic  years.  Students  who  hold  high  school  diplomas  or  the 
equivalent,  and  present  sixteen  units  of  subjects  as  indicated  shall  be  candidates  for 
the  certificate  in  Dental  Hygiene.  Under  consideration  is  the  possibility  that  students 
who  at  the  time  of  admission  have  satisfactorily  completed  two  years  of  study 
aggregating  a  minimum  of  60  points  of  academic  college  work  (which  includes 
English,  one  year;  biological  science  or  chemistry,  one  semester;  sociology  or  psy- 
chology, one  semester),  in  a  college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia  University, 
may  be  considered  as  eligible  for  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Dental  Hygiene 
as  well  as  for  a  certificate  in  Dental  Hygiene. 


REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION 


Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty- 
five  years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to 
make  formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  After  the 
application  has  been  submitted,  the  academic  record  of  the  candidate  will  be  secured 
by  the  School.  Application  for  the  qualifying  certificate  issued  by  the  Regents  of  the 
State  of  New  York  will  be  made  for  those  candidates  who  satisfy  the  entrance  re- 
quirements. Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the  candidate 
is  accepted.

The  attention  of  applicants  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  following  rulings  on 
credits : 

1.  Students  who  secure  credit  for  elementary  biology  will  receive  no  additional 
credit  for  general  science,  or  vice  versa,  except  in  the  case  of  graduates  of  schools 
in  which  there  is  little  or  no  duplication  in  the  subject  matter  of  those  two  courses. 

2.  Students  receiving  credit  for  advanced  zoology  or  advanced  botany  will  receive 
no  additional  credit  for  biology. 

3.  Students  receiving  credit  for  chemistry  will  receive  no  additional  credit  for 
applied  chemistry. 

4.  Students  must  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  a  foreign  language  in  order  to 
receive  credit  for  that  subject. 

5.  Work  in  commercial  subjects,  home  economics,  or  industrial  arts  will  not  be 
counted  toward  the  sixteen  units. 

6.  A  maximum  of  one  unit  of  entrance  credit  will  be  allowed  for  either  music  or 
drawing. 

7.  Students  who  have  graduated  from  a  high  school  in  the  state  of  New  York  and 
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are  entering  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists  with  no  advanced  education  must 
pass  regents  examinations  in  English  (four  years),  American  History,  and  one  sub- 
ject each  of  the  two-unit  and  three-unit  group  chosen. 

Because  only  a  limited  number  of  students  can  be  accommodated,  completion  of 
the  requirements  for  entrance  does  not  guarantee  admission.  All  other  factors  being 
equal,  preference  is  given  those  with  advanced  education. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  15-17, 
1947,  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th 
Street,  New  York  32,  N  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  before 
the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  12-17,  1948. 

Payment  of  Fees.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 
All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.

STUDENTS 


Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
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registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists  for  equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student  may 
be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission  to 
attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as  are 
required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive  formal 
statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  18,  1947.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  certificate  in  dental  hygiene  until  she 
has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examinations 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  semester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 
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WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic 
standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the 
University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a 
discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after 
the  first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are 
obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of 
tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  certificate  in  dental 
hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law  of  good  moral  char- 
acter and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Certificates  in  dental  hygiene  are  issued  at  Commencement  in  June.  Application 
for  the  certificate  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $10  on  or  before  April  15. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Education  that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional 
requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  examinations  should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  exami- 
nations begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  high- 
est general  average  in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  to  students  through  a  Founda- 
tion grant.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the 
Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygien- 
ists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made 
through  the  Office  of  the  Dean. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  dieir  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  is  one  of  the  most  vital  adjuncts  of  the  School.  Second  largest  medical 
library  in  the  United  States  connected  with  a  school  of  medicine,  it  performs  three 
major  functions,  namely:  provides  a  sound  collection  in  the  historical  literature  of 
most  branches  of  medicine;  serves  students  and  faculty  alike  through  keeping  up 
with  current  literature  (both  texts  and  journals)  and  by  acquiring  unusual  and 
sometimes  obscure  material;  and  through  a  well  developed  inter-library  loan 
system,  encourages  and  assists  in  advanced  research. 

The  library,  with  seating  accommodations  for  250  readers,  now  contains  more 
than  125,000  volumes  and  about  10,000  pamphlets  and  occupies  a  part  of  three  lower 
floors  of  the  main  administration  building  of  the  Medical  Center.  A  trained  library 
staff  provides  specialized  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  students,  residents,  faculty, 
and  research  workers  of  the  combined  Medical  School,  Dental  School,  School  of 
Public  Health,  School  of  Nursing,  and  hospital  units. 

The  periodical  room  on  the  upper  floor  is  especially  equipped  to  foster  and 
encourage  research  work.  Here  are  received  over  1,200  current  journals,  and  near  by 
are  shelved  files  of  reviewing,  indexing,  and  abstracting  services  as  well  as  a  selection 
of  the  more  important  journals.  All  other  journals  are  shelved  in  the  stacks. 

University  Libraries.  The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights  are  open  to  all  stu- 
dents of  dentistry,  and  books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  They  include  col- 
lections  on  anatomy,  biochemistry,  public  health,  nursing,  and  other  subjects  related 
to  dentistry,  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  in  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Fifth  Avenue 
at  103rd  Street.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  115  West  68th  Street,  is 
also  open  to  students  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

MEDICAL  ATTENTION 

Provision  has  been  made  at  the  Medical  Center  for  examination  and  advice  in 
cases  of  minor  illness  and  for  treatment  of  emergencies.  All  entering  students  are 
required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School,  and  to  have  all  necessary 
dental  work  completed.  The  University  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  McCastline, 
has  supervision  of  all  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  student  body. 

UNIVERSITY  BOOKSTORE 

The  University  Bookstore  maintains  a  branch  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons.  In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks,  the  store 
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carries  a  stock  of  new  and  used  microscopes,  laboratory  equipment,  and  student 
supplies.  The  textbooks  are  sold  at  discounts  from  the  usual  prices  whenever  such 
discounts  are  permitted  by  the  publishers.  The  store  is  open  from  8:30  a.m.  to  6:30 
p.m.  daily;  during  the  first  days  of  the  opening  session,  until  10  p.m.  The  store 
maintains  a  travel  bureau  and  other  services,  with  substantial  savings  to  Columbia 
students.

COURSES   OF  INSTRUCTION 

ANATOMY 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two 
semesters  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology ;  the  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body.  Specimens  and 
models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  135  hours  of  laboratory.  5  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  recitations  on  the  animal  cell ;  its  vital  manifestations  ;  sequential  steps  in  the  for- 
mation of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups  ;  thorough  study  of  the 
soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity  ;  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the 
structural  formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral 
cavity,  and  the  morphology  of  the  teeth ;  and  a  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary 
central  incisor,  cuspid,  biscuspid,  first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

DH30 — Bacteriology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 
hours  of  laboratory.  3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture 
media ;  methods  of  sterilization ;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Laboratory  course  in  the  use  of  the 
microscope  and  the  examination  of  microscopic  specimens. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view,  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry 
including  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other 
specialists  in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of 
instruments ;  the  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories ;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  the  technique  of 
demonstration  of  local  and  general  anesthetics  ;  post-operative  care  of  patient ;  medication  ;  general 
dental  office  practice  and  procedures ;  a  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  a  well  organized 
dental  practice ;  the  place  and  duties  of  assistants ;  survey  of  recall  systems  and  office  accounting. 

EDUCATION 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 
2  semester  hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and 
movements  of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting 
American  education  today. 
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DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food  ; 
the  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health 
program.  Consideration  is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health 
ideas  and  ideals  through  local  committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester  and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in 
private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in 
the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish 
the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching ;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health 
education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  on  the  student  and 
evaluation  report  of  the  student  by  instructors. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  prob- 
lems, and  solutions  for  these  problems ;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as 
health  histories,  physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  ren- 
dering health  services ;  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school 
child ;  discoverable  physical  defects,  together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it ;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools  ; 
visual  aids ;  safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — Administration  of  health  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Consideration  of  the  administrative  problems  in  health  education  as  they  apply  to  health  exami-  ■ 
nation ;  to  follow-up  program,  health  inspection,  hygiene  and  sanitation  of  the  school  plant,  health 
instruction,  and  reports  in  cooperation  with  community  agencies. 


HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
four  semesters  and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors 
that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be 
employed  to  arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  pro- 
phylaxis in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school 
children.  This  course  includes:  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth  ;  mouth  inspection,  and  charting; 
instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental 
diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 
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DH41 — Public  health  aspects  o£  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester,  i  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution. 

ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE 

DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour 
lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  and  clinic  hours.  2  semester 
hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  and  clinic  experience,  in  the  field  of  ortho- 
dontics, periodontia,  and  restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  dental  prophylaxis  and 
dental  health  education,  and  a  survey  of  the  problem  as  it  affects  the  population. 

PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  1 
semester  hour. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues,  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  con- 
ditions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Introduction  to  psychology  and  child  development.  Two  hours  lec- 
ture a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  basic  course  in  psychology.  Topics  included  are:  what  psychology  is,  heredity  and  environment, 
learning,  memory,  motivation,  the  nervous  system,  thinking  and  imagination.  Subject  matter  includes 
the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior;  emphasis  on  the  influence 
of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment;  discussions  concerning  ways  and  means 
of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychological  aspects  of 
dental  treatment. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours 
of  practice  in  x-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory 
and  development  of  x-rays  and  x-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental 
x-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  x-ray  equipment. 
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SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  in- 
stitutions, the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family, 
compiling  data,  histories  and  case  reports ;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in 
coordinating  health  services. 

SPEECH 
DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

.  This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the 
dental  hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and 
adequate  speech,  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc.

The  courses  for  dental  hygienists  are  given  at  the  Medi- 
cal Center,  630  West  168th  Street.  It  may  be  reached 
by  taking  the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  express  on  the  Sev- 
enth Avenue  subway  of  the  I.R.T.,  or  the  Washington 
Heights  express  on  the  Eighth  Avenue  subway,  to 
168th  Street.

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COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the 
first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral 
Hygiene  was  made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this 
period,  many  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1937, 
the  name  was  changed  to  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  168th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and 
clinical  space  for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  twenty-nine  year  period  from  1918  to  1946,  1,329  women  have  been 
graduated  from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from 
thirty-three  states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada, 
Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden.  Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which 
the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental 
offices.  A  large  number,  however,  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the 
indications  are  that  in  the  future,  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such 
programs.  Approximately  twenty-eight  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  em- 
ployed in  public  health  programs  conducted  by  public  school  systems,  and  state  and 
local  health  departments.  A  smaller  number  serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service, 
and  as  members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other  schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics 
with  the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and 
practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are 
arranged  so  that  qualified  candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  certi- 
ficate in  dental  hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for  the  placement  of 
graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  perform- 
ance of  dental  prophylaxis,  and  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  in- 
dividuals and  groups  of  all  ages.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  pro- 
fession intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a 
continuous  supply  of  patients. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased 
from  one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  ap- 
proved the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college 
study  covering  not  less  than  sixty  points  in  liberal  arts  subjects,  including  satisfactory 
courses  in  English,  biological  science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology, 
complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field  of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two 
academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty- 
five  years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to 
make  formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  After  the 
application  has  been  submitted,  the  academic  record  of  the  candidate  will  be  secured 
by  the  School.  Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the 
candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  60  semester 
hours  of  credit  in  liberal  arts  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia 
University.  The  following  subjects  are  required: 

English 6  semester  hours 

Biological  science  or  chemistry 3  semester  hours 

Sociology  or  psychology 3  semester  hours 


Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 
Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  8  credits  of  the  60  credits  required  for  admis- 

1  Require  graduation  from  a  school  giving  a  two-year  course. 
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sion  will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  8  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  junior  and  senior  year. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration.  New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  20-22, 
1948,  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th 
Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  before 
the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  January  27-29,  1949. 

Payment  of  fees.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 
All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Trustees.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
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with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists  for  equitable  relief. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student  may 
be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission  to 
attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as  are 
required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive  formal 
statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  23,  1948.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic 
year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satis- 
factorily examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  semester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexaminations  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  die  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 
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WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic 
standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the 
University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a 
discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after 
the  first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are 
obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of 
tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  as  required  by  law 
of  good  moral  character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commence- 
ment in  June.  Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on 
or  before  March  1. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Education  that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional 
requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  examinations  should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  befor  the  exami- 
nations begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  high- 
est general  average  in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available.  Application  should  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the 
Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygien- 
ists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made 
through  the  Office  of  the  Dean. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  building.  It 
is  the  seventh  largest  medical  library  in  the  country  and  the  second  in  size  among 
medical  school  libraries.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals) 
for  faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of 
current  and  historical  works,  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library  contains  approximately  140,000  volumes  of  books  and  journals, 
some  5,000  pamphlets,  and  about  2,000  lantern  slides  on  the  history  of  medicine. 
Nearly  1,400  periodicals  are  received  regularly.  A  trained  library  staff  is  available  to 
aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry, 
nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Medical  Center. 

The  Library  is  regularly  open: 

Monday-Friday  8:30  a.m.  -  10:00  p.m. 

Saturday  9:00  a.m.-   6:00  p.m. 

Sunday  10:00  a.m.  -   2:00  p.m. 

University  Libraries.  The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights  are  open  to  all  stu- 
dents of  dentistry,  and  books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  They  include  col- 
lections on  anatomy,  biochemistry,  public  health,  nursing,  and  other  subjects  related 
to  dentistry,  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  in  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Fifth  Avenue 
at  103rd  Street.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  115  West  68th  Sreet,  is 
also  open  to  students  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service  for  sick  students  in 
Room  2-220  of  die  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available 
to  attend  ill  students  if  they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hos- 
pitalization will  be  taken  care  of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an 
insurance  policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under 
the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School 
and  to  have  all  necessary  dental  work  completed  prior  to  graduation. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St. 
Paul's  Chapel  and  Earl  Hall,  and  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  as- 
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sociated  with  him  in  his  work.  The  Acting  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the 
Rev.  Shunji  F.  Nishi,  is  assisted  by  three  Religious  Counselors:  the  Rev.  J.  Edward 
Dirks,  Counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  Rev.  John  K.  Daly,  Counselor  to 
Roman  Catholic  students;  and  Rabbi  Isidor  B.  Hoffman,  Counselor  to  Jewish 
students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel,  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  schedules  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

A  number  of  student  religious  organizations  are  established  to  which  the 
Chaplain  and  Counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially 
urged  to  affiliate  themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  Counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm 
personal  relations  with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel 
or  in  their  offices  in  Earl  Hall. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

For  the  convenience  of  students  and  staff,  the  University  Bookstore  maintains 
a  branch  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Room  2-463,  Extension  7265. 
In  addition  to  medical  and  dental  textbooks,  the  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  other 
student  equipment  and  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  dis- 
counts are  permitted  by  the  publishers  and  manufacturers.  The  store  is  open  daily 
all  year.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

V'  ANATOMY 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two 
semesters  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology ;  the  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body.  Specimens  and 
models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  135  hours  of  laboratory.  5  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  recitations  on  the  animal  cell;  its  vital  manifestations;  sequential  steps  in  the  for- 
mation of  primary  tissues  ;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups;  thorough  study  of  the 
soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity;  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the 
structural  formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral 
cavity,  and  the  morphology  of  the  teeth;  and  a  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary 
central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid,  first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

DH30 — Bacteriology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 
hours  of  laboratory.  3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture 
media ;  methods  of  sterilization ;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Laboratory  course  in  the  use  of  the 
microscope  and  the  examination  of  microscopic  specimens. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view,  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry 
including  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other 
specialists  in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient ;  arrangement  and  care  of 
instruments;  the  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  the  technique  of 
demonstration  of  local  and  general  anesthetics;  post-operative  care  of  patient;  medication;  general 
dental  office  practice  and  procedures;  a  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  a  well  organized 
dental  practice;  the  place  and  duties  of  assistants ;  survey  of  recall  systems  and  office  accounting. 

EDUCATION 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  se- 
mester. 2  semester  hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and 
movements  of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting 
American  education  today. 
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DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food ; 
the  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health 
program.  Consideration  is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health 
ideas  and  ideals  through  local  committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester  and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in 
private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in 
the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish 
the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching  ;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health 
education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  on  the  student  and 
evaluation  report  of  the  student  by  instructors. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  prob- 
lems, and  solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as 
health  histories,  physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  ren- 
dering health  services;  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school 
child;  discoverable  physical  defects,  together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it ;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools  ; 
visual  aids;  safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 
2  semester  hours. 

Survey  of  school  program,  including  personnel,  curriculum  and  finance ;  functions,  duties  and 
interrelationships  of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional  and  school  service  staffs:  consideration 
of  the  administrative  problems  in  health  education. 


HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
four  semesters  and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors 
that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be 
employed  to  arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  pro- 
phylaxis in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school 
children.  This  course  includes:  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth  ;  mouth  inspection,  and  charting; 
instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental 
diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 
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DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  1  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution. 

ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE 

DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour 
lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  and  clinic  hours.  2  semester 
hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  and  clinic  experience,  in  the  field  of  ortho- 
dontics, periodontia,  and  restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  dental  prophylaxis  and 
dental  health  education,  and  a  survey  of  the  problem  as  it  affects  the  population. 

PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  1 
semester  hour. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues,  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  con- 
ditions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Introduction  to  psychology  and  child  development.  Two  hours  lec- 
ture a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  basic  course  in  psychology.  Topics  included  are:  what  psychology  is,  heredity  and  environment, 
learning,  memory,  motivation,  the  nervous  system,  thinking  and  imagination.  Subject  matter  in- 
cludes the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior;  emphasis  on  the 
influence  of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment ;  discussions  concerning  ways  and 
means  of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychological 
aspects  of  dental  treatment. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours 
of  practice  in  x-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory 
and  development  of  x-rays  and  x-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental 
x-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  x-ray  equipment. 
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SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  in- 
stitutions, the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family, 
compiling  data,  histories  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in 
coordinating  health  services. 

SPEECH 
DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the 
dental  hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and 
adequate  speech,  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc. 
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LOCATION 

The  courses  for  dental  hygienists  are  given  at  the  Medi- 
cal Center,  630  West  168th  Street.  It  may  be  reached 
by  taking  the  Van  Cortlandt  Park  express  on  the  Sev- 
enth Avenue  subway  of  the  I.R.T.,  or  the  Washington 
Heights  express  on  the  Eighth  Avenue  subway,  to 
1 68th  Street.

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^  GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the 
first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral 
Hygiene  was  made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this 
period,  many  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1937, 
the  name  was  changed  to  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  168th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and 
clinical  space  for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  thirty-year  period  from  1918  to  1947,  1352  women  have  been 
graduated  from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from 
thirty-three  states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada, 
Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden.  Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which 
the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental 
offices.  A  large  number,  however,  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the 
indications  are  that  in  the  future,  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such 
programs.  Approximately  28  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed  in  pub- 
lic health  programs  conducted  by  public  school  systems,  and  state  and  local  health 
departments.  A  smaller  number  serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service,  and  as 
members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other  schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics 
with  the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and 
practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are 
arranged  so  that  qualified  candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for 
the  placement  of  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  perform- 
ance of  dental  prophylaxis,  and  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  in- 
dividuals and  groups  of  all  ages.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  pro- 
fession intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a 
continuous  supply  of  patients. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased 
from  one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  ap- 
proved the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college 
study  covering  not  less  than  sixty  points  in  liberal  arts  subjects,  including  satisfactory 
courses  in  English,  biological  science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology, 
complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field  of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two 
academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty- 
five  years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to 
make  formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  After  the 
application  has  been  submitted,  the  academic  record  of  the  candidate  will  be  secured 
by  the  School.  Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the 
candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  sixty  semester 
hours  of  credit  in  liberal  arts  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia 
University.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred.

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admission  will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight 
credits  be  earned  during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year.

As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course,  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  24  to  27, 
1949,  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th 
Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  before 
the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  February  2  to  4,  1950.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
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with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  Dean  or  Director. 

Students  prevented  by  consciendous  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hvgienists  for  an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student  may 
be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission  to 
attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as  are 
required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive  formal 
statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  29,  1949.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic 
year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  re-examination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  re-examination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satis- 
factorily examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  semester's  work  may  be  allowed  re-examination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  S3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity', which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  Dean  of  each  Faculty  and  the  Director  of  the  work  of  each 
Administrative  Board. 
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WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic 
standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the 
University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a 
discharge  without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after 
the  first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are 
obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of 
tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law, 
of  good  moral  character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commence- 
ment in  June.  Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $->o  on 
or  before  March  i. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Education  that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional 
requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  examinations  should  be  completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  exami- 
nations begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  high- 
est general  average  in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available.  Application  should  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the 
Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygien- 
ists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made 
through  the  Office  of  the  Dean. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home 
are  required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  desirable  rooms  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

LIBRARY 

The  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  building.  It 
is  the  seventh  largest  medical  library  in  the  country  and  the  second  in  size  among 
medical  school  libraries.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals) 
for  faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of 
current  and  historical  works,  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library  contains  approximately  150,000  volumes  of  books  and  journals, 
some  5,000  pamphlets,  and  about  2,000  lantern  slides  on  the  history  of  medicine. 
Over  1,500  periodicals  are  received  regularly.  A  trained  library  staff  is  available  to 
aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry, 
nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Medical  Center. 

The  Library  is  regularly  open: 

Monday-Friday         8:30  a.m.  -  10:00  p.m. 
Saturday  9:00  a.m.-   6:00  p.m. 

Sunday  10:00  a.m.  -  2:00  p.m. 

University  Libraries.  The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights  are  open  to  all  stu- 
dents of  dentistry,  and  books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  They  include  col- 
lections on  biology,  chemistry,  psychology,  sociology,  and  other  subjects  related 
to  dentistry,  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  in  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Fifth  Avenue 
at  103rd  Street.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  115  West  68th  Sreet,  is 
also  open  to  students  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room 
2-220,  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available  to  attend 
ill  students  if  they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization 
will  be  taken  care  of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance 
policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the 
terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School 
and  to  have  all  necessary  dental  work  completed  prior  to  graduation. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St. 
Paul's  Chapel  and  Earl  Hall,  and  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  as- 
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sociated  with  him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the  Rev.  James 
Albert  Pike,  is  assisted  by  three  Religious  Counselors:  the  Rev.  J.  Edward  Dirks, 
Counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  Rev.  John  K.  Daly,  Counselor  to  Roman 
Catholic  students;  and  Rabbi  Isidor  B.  Hoffman,  Counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel,  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  schedules  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

A  number  of  student  religious  organizations  are  established  to  which  the 
Chaplain  and  Counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially 
urged  to  affiliate  themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  Counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm 
personal  relations  with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel 
or  in  their  offices  in  Earl  Hall. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  the  convenience  of  the  students  and 
staff  of  the  Medical  Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of 
textbooks  and  all  other  student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  when- 
ever the  rules  of  manufacturers  and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  week- 
days from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays,  8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

ANATOMY 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two 
semesters  and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology ;  the  structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body.  Specimens  and 
models  are  used  as  demonstrations. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  135  hours  of  laboratory.  5  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  its  vital  manifestations;  sequential  steps  in  the 
formation  of  primary  tissues;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups;  thorough  study  of 
the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity;  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth, 
the  structural  formation  of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral 
cavity.  The  morphology  of  the  teeth,  and  a  laboratory  course,  reproducing  the  maxillary  central 
incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid,  first  molar,  and  mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

DH30 — Bacteriology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 
hours  of  laboratory.  3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture 
media ;  methods  of  sterilization ;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Laboratory  course  in  the  use  of  the 
microscope  and  the  examination  of  microscopic  specimens. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view,  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry 
including  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other 
specialists  in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient;  arrangement  and  care  of 
instruments;  the  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  the  technique  of 
demonstration  of  local  and  general  anesthetics;  post-operative  care  of  patient;  medication;  general 
dental  office  practice  and  procedures;  a  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  a  well  organized 
dental  practice;  the  place  and  duties  of  assistants ;  survey  of  recall  systems  and  office  accounting. 

EDUCATION 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  se- 
mester. 2  semester  hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and 
movements  of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting 
American  education  today. 
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DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food  ; 
the  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health 
program.  Consideration  is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health 
ideas  and  ideals  through  local  committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester  and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in 
private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in 
the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish 
the  student's  concepts  of  dental  health  teaching  ;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health 
education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  on  the  student  and 
evaluation  report  of  the  student  by  instructors. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  prob- 
lems, and  solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as 
health  histories,  physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  ren- 
dering health  services;  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school 
child;  discoverable  physical  defects,  together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it ;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools ; 
visual  aids;  safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 
2  semester  hours. 

Survey  of  school  program,  including  personnel,  curriculum  and  finance  ;  functions,  duties  and 
interrelationships  of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional  and  school  service  staffs:  consideration 
of  the  administrative  problems  in  health  education. 


HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
four  semesters  and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors 
that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be 
employed  to  arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  pro- 
phylaxis in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school 
children.  This  course  includes:  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth  ;  mouth  inspection,  and  charting; 
instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental 
diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 
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DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester,  i  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution. 


ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE 

DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour 
lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  and  clinic  hours.  2  semester 
hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  and  clinic  experience,  in  the  field  of  ortho- 
dontics, periodontia,  and  restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  dental  prophylaxis  and 
dental  health  education,  and  a  survey  of  the  problem  as  it  affects  the  population. 

PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  1 
semester  hour. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures,  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues,  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  con- 
ditions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 


PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Introduction  to  psychology  and  child  development.  Two  hours  lec- 
ture a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  basic  course  in  psychology.  Topics  included  are:  what  psychology  is,  heredity  and  environment, 
learning,  memory,  motivation,  the  nervous  system,  thinking  and  imagination.  Subject  matter  in- 
cludes the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior;  emphasis  on  the 
influence  of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment ;  discussions  concerning  ways  and 
means  of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychological 
aspects  of  dental  treatment. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours 
of  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory 
and  development  of  X  rays  and  x-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental 
x-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  x-ray  equipment. 
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SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  in- 
stitutions, the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family, 
compiling  data,  histories  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in 
coordinating  health  services. 

SPEECH 
DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the 
dental  hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and 
adequate  speech,  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc. 


REGISTER  OF  STUDENTS

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Depart- 
ment of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then 
a  part  of  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  city.  This  was  the 
first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of 
Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral 
Hygiene  was  made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this 
period,  many  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1937 
the  name  was  changed  to  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  die  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  168th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and 
clinical  space  for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  32-year  period  from  1918  to  1949,  1,374  women  have  been  graduated 
from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  33  states 
and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway, 
and  Sweden.  Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which  the  dental  hygienist 
is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental 
offices.  A  large  number,  however,  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the 
indications  are  that  in  the  future  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such 
programs.  Approximately  28  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed  in  pub- 
lic health  programs  conducted  by  public  school  systems  and  state  and  local  health 
departments.  A  smaller  number  serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service  and  as 
members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other  schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics 
with  the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The 
purpose  of  the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and 
practice  requisite  for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are 
arranged  so  that  qualified  candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for 
the  placement  of  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

The  dental  hygienist  as  a  trained  professional  worker  contributes  valuable 
services  which  can  be  delegated  to  her  by  the  supervising  dentists.  The  services  of 
the  dental  hygienist  are  also  valuable  in  private  practice,  where  she  gives  prophy- 
lactic treatment  and  instruction  in  dental  health  practices  to  the  individual.  The 
dental  hygienist  is  prepared  in  the  dental  sciences.  She  learns  teaching  methods 
and  procedures  in  health  education.  Through  this  basic  knowledge  of  the  principles 
of  education  the  dental  hygienist  conveys  to  the  public  information  that  is  vital 
to  good  dental  health  and  the  prevention  of  dental  disease.  She  learns  the  manual 
skills  that  provide  service  in  preparing  her  patients  for  better  dental  health  through 
dental  prophylaxis  and  that  enable  her  to  give  advice  in  home  care  and  guidance 
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in  obtaining  dental  services.  This  profession  is  limited  to  women  and  is  controlled 
by  state  laws  and  licensing  examinations.  The  dental  hygienist  is  recognized  by 
law  in  46  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 
The  dental  hygienist  is  employed: 

1.  as  a  clinical  operator  to  give  dental  prophylactic  treatment  in  dental 
offices,  industrial  plants,  and  clinics  of  hospitals  and  other  institutions. 

2.  as  a  dental  health  educator  in  schools,  colleges,  departments  of  public 
health,  and  in  community  programs. 

3.  as  a  research  worker  in  compiling  and  preparing  data  on  dental  health 
surveys  and  special  projects. 

4.  as  an  instructor  in  schools  training  dental  hygienists. 

5.  as  a  supervisor  and  director  of  clinics  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals  and 
public  health  clinics,  and  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

There  will  be  a  need  for  increasing  numbers  of  trained  women  in  the  field 
of  dental  hygiene  for  some  years  to  come  as  the  health  programs  of  the  nations 
include  more  service,  education,  and  research  in  dentistry. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  perform- 
ance of  dental  prophylaxis,  and  for  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to 
individuals  and  groups  of  all  ages.

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
didactic  instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  pro- 
fession intelligently  and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that 
she  will  have  the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The 
School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its 
location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of  patients. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased 
from  one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  ap- 

1  Require  graduation  from  a  school  giving  a  two-year  course. 
a  Eight  months'  internship  after  graduation  required. 
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proved  the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college 
study  covering  not  less  than  60  points  in  liberal  arts  subjects,  including  satisfactory 
courses  in  English,  biological  science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology, 
complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field  of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two 
academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  18  and  35  years 
and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  When  the  applica- 
tion has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a  transcript  of  her 
academic  record  be  sent  to  the  Admissions  Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery,  Columbia  University,  by  the  college  she  has  attended.  Wherever  possible, 
a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  60  semester 
hours  of  credit  in  liberal  arts  from  a  college  or  university  approved  by  Columbia 
University.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

English 6 

Biological  science  or  chemistry 3 

Sociology  or  psychology 3 

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  8  credits  of  the  60  credits  required  for 
admission  will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  8  credits 
be  earned  during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration. — New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the 
course  in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is 
there  a  Summer  Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  22  to  26, 
1950,  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th 
Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  before 
the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  February  1  to  3,  195 1. 

Payment  of  fees. —  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid. 
All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  reg- 
istered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  consent  of  the  appropriate  dean  or  director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic 
requirements  which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for 
religious  observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists  for  an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances  a  student  not  enrolled  as  a  matriculated  student  may 
be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  nonmatriculated  student  with  permission  to 
attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take  but  not  as  a  candidate 
for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Nonmatriculated  students 
are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and  scholarship  as  are 
required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may  receive  formal 
statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Wednesday,  September  27,  1950.  Only  duly  registered  students  will 
be  permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each 
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session.  All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic 
year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following 
grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  re-examination  re- 
quired; Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit 
set  by  the  instructor.  One  re-examination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if 
the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satis- 
factorily examinations  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of 
the  semester's  work  may  be  allowed  re-examination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special 
examination,  which  fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by 
her  of  academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the 
granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Uni- 
versity, which  is  free  to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which 
it  deems  advisable.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the 
President  in  such  case  as  he  deems  proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of 
the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty  and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  ad- 
ministrative board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic 
standing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the 
University;  but  no  student  under  the  age  of  21  years  will  be  entitled  to  a  discharge 
without  the  assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after 
the  first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are 
obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of 
tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing 
the  required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law, 
of  good  moral  character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  19  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commence- 
ment in  June.  Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on 
or  before  March  1. 
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LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to 
address  the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must 
pay  a  fee  of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York 
State  Department  of  Education  that  she  is  19  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional 
requirements  and  the  requirements  of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission 
to  the  examinations  should  be  completed  at  least  15  days  before  the  examinations 
begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental 
Society  are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  high- 
est general  average  in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available.  Application  should  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund. — Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the 
Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygien- 
ists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made 
through  the  office  of  the  Dean. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in 
the  graduate  and  professional  school.  A  few  rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  under- 
graduate students  who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and 
particularly  designed  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With 
its  various  social  rooms,  attractive  dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers 
pleasant  conditions  for  University  life.  The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455 
for  the  academic  year.  The  rate  for  two  meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $330 
for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  subject  to  change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Resi- 
dents of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take  breakfast  and  dinner  in  the  dining  room 
of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  23  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  die  Director  of  Courses  for 
Dental  Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places 
for  women  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

LIBRARY 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  build- 
ing. It  is  the  seventh  largest  medical  library  in  the  country  and  the  second  in  size

among  medical  school  libraries.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and 
journals)  for  faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections 
of  current  and  historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library  contains  approximately  150,000  volumes  of  books  and  journals, 
some  5,000  pamphlets,  and  about  2,000  lantern  slides  on  the  history  of  medicine. 
More  than  1,800  periodicals  are  received  regularly.  A  professional  library  staff  is 
available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine, 
dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Medical  Center. 

The  Library  is  regularly  open: 

Monday-Friday         8:30  a.m.  -  10:00  p.m. 
Saturday  9:00  a.m.-   6:00  p.m. 

Sunday  12  noon-   6:00p.m. 

University  Libraries. —  The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights  are  open  to  all  stu- 
dents of  dentistry  and  books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  They  include  col- 
lections on  biology,  chemistry,  psychology,  sociology,  and  other  subjects  related 
to  dentistry  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available  in  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  in  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Fifth  Avenue 
at  103rd  Street.  The  library  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  115  West  68th  Sreet,  is 
also  open  to  students  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room 
2-220,  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available  to  attend 
ill  students  if  they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization 
will  be  taken  care  of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance 
policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the 
terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  dental  examination  in  the  School 
and  to  have  all  necessary  dental  work  completed  prior  to  graduation. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St. 
Paul's  Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  as- 
sociated with  him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the  Rev.  James 
Albert  Pike,  is  assisted  by  three  Religious  Counselors:  the  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Wylie, 
Counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  Rev.  John  K.  Daly,  Counselor  to  Roman 
Catholic  students;  and  Rabbi  Isidor  B.  Hoffman,  Counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize  them- 
selves with  the  schedules  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

A  number  of  student  religious  organizations  are  established  to  which  the 
Chaplain  and  Counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially 
urged  to  affiliate  themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal 
relations  with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their 
offices  in  Earl  Hall. 
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MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  die  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  the  convenience  of  the  students  and 
staff  of  the  Medical  Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of 
textbooks  and  all  other  student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  when- 
ever the  rules  of  manufacturers  and  publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  week- 
days from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays,  8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m.

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours.

including  discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia,  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other 
specialists  in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient :  arrangement  and  care  of 
instruments;  the  care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories;  theory  of  anesthesia  and  the  technique  of 

femonstrarion  of  local  and  general  anesthetics:  post-operative  care  ::'  pocier.::  roed::o:::o:  geoeral 
dental  office  practice  and  procedures;  a  consideration  or  :oe  requireme.ocs  ;:'  a  -  ell-;rgi.oized  deroal 
practice;  the  place  and  duties  :;"  assistants;  survey  ::*  recall  systems  and  office  accounting. 

EDUCATION 

DTI33 — Foundations  of  education,  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  se- 
mester. 2  semester  hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  ::  doe  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and 
movements  of  American  and  'Westem  culture,  focusing  nitration  on  the  major  issues  confronting 
American  education  today. 
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DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food  ; 
the  disposal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health 
program.  Consideration  is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health 
ideas  and  ideals  through  local  committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 

DK35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester  and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in 
private  dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in 
the  field  of  health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish 
the  student's  concepts  of  dental  heaith  teaching;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health 
education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  on  the  student  and 
evaluation  report  of  the  student  by  instructors. 

DH35 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture 
a  week  for  one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  prob- 
lems and  solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as 
health  histories,  physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  ren- 
dering health  services;  infant  welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school 
child;  discoverable  physical  defects,  together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently 
when  emergencies  demand  it ;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools ; 
visual  aids;  safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 
2  semester  hours. 

Survey  of  school  program,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions  and  duties 
and  interrelationships  of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs:  con- 
sideration of  the  administrative  problems  in  health  education. 


HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
four  semesters  and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors 
that  contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be 
employed  to  arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits 
and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  pro- 
phylaxis in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school 
children.  This  course  includes  scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth  ;  mouth  inspection  and  charting ; 
instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper  toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental 
diseases  and  their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life.

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester,  i  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods 
for  their  solution. 


ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE 

DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour 
lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  and  clinic  hours.  2  semester 
hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  and  clinic  experience,  in  the  field  of  ortho- 
dontics, periodontia,  and  restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  dental  prophylaxis  and 
dental  health  education,  and  a  survey  of  the  problem  as  it  affects  the  population. 

PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  1 
semester  hour. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth 
are  considered.  A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures  and  of  the  diseases 
of  soft  tissues,  such  as  tumors,  syphilis,  etc.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  con- 
ditions in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 


PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters. 
2  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehen- 
sion of  the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses 
of  formulas  of  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 


PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Introduction  to  psychology  and  child  development.  Two  hours  lec- 
ture a  week  for  two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  basic  course  in  psychology.  Topics  included  are:  what  psychology  is;  heredity  and  environment; 
learning;  memory;  motivation;  the  nervous  system;  thinking  and  imagination.  Subject  matter  in- 
cludes the  physical,  psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior;  emphasis  on  the 
influence  of  childhood  experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment ;  discussions  concerning  ways  and 
means  of  applying  psychology  to  everyday  problems  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychological 
aspects  of  dental  treatment. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours 
of  practice  in  X-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory 
and  development  of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental 
X-ray  films  with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 
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SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  in- 
stitutions, the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social 
change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family, 
compiling  data,   histories   and   case  reports;   the  use  of  voluntary  and  official   organizations  in 

coordinating  health  services. 

SPEECH 
DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the 
dental  hygienist.  Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and 

adequate  speech  and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral  Hygiene  was 
made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this  period,  many 
classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1937  the  name  was  changed 
to  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  i68ih  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and  clinical  space 
for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  thirty-three  year  period  from  1918  to  1951,  1,384  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  33  states  and 
territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden. 
Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which  the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  has  found  employment  in  private  dental  offices.  A 
large  number,  however,  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the  indications  are 
that  in  the  future  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such  programs.  Approxi- 
mately 28  percent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed  in  public  health  programs  con- 
ducted by  public  school  systems  and  state  and  local  health  departments.  A  smaller  number 
serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service  and  as  members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other 
schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for  the  placement  of  graduates  is  maintained 
in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  dental  hygienist  as  a  trained  professional  worker  contributes  valuable  services 
which  can  be  delegated  to  her  by  the  supervising  dentists.  The  services  of  the  dental 
hygienist  are  also  valuable  in  private  practice,  where  she  gives  prophylactic  treatment  and 
instruction  in  dental  health  practices  to  the  individual.  The  dental  hygienist  is  prepared  in 
the  dental  sciences.  She  learns  teaching  methods  and  procedures  in  health  education. 
Through  this  basic  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  education  the  dental  hygienist  conveys 
to  the  public  information  that  is  vital  to  good  dental  health  and  the  prevention  of  dental 
disease.  She  learns  the  manual  skills  that  provide  service  in  preparing  her  patients  for 
better  dental  health  through  dental  prophylaxis  and  enable  her  to  give  advice  in  home 
care  and  guidance  in  obtaining  dental  services.  This  profession  is  limited  to  women  and  is 
controlled  by  state  laws  and  licensing  examinations.  The  dental  hygienist  is  recognized  by 
law  in  46  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed:  as  a  clinical  operator  to  give  dental  prophylactic 
treatment  in  dental  offices,  industrial  plants,  and  clinics  of  hospitals  and  other  institutions; 
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as  a  dental  health  educator  in  schools,  colleges,  departments  of  public  health,  and  in 
community  programs;  as  a  research  worker  in  compiling  and  preparing  data  on  dental 
health  surveys  and  special  projects;  as  an  instructor  in  schools  training  dental  hygienists; 
and  as  a  supervisor  and  director  of  clinics  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals  and  public  health 
clinics,  and  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

There  will  be  a  need  for  greater  numbers  of  trained  women  in  the  field  of  dental 
hygiene  for  some  years  to  come  as  the  health  programs  of  the  nations  include  more 
service,  education,  and  research  in  dentistry. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  performance  of 
dental  prophylaxis,  and  for  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  individuals 
and  groups  of  all  ages. 

At  the  present  time  dental  hygienists  are  permitted  to  practice  under  supervision  in 
the  following  states:

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  in- 
telligently and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous 
supply  of  patients. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon  students  who, 
having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study  covering  not 
less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological  science  or 
chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field 
of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine.

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ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 
Admission 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  When  the  application 
has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a  transcript  of  her  academic  record 
be  sent  to  the  Admissions  Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia 
University,  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended.  Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is 
required  before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

English 6 

Biological  science  or  chemistry 3 

Sociology  or  psychology 3 

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  die  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year. 

Registration  and  Payment  of  Fees 

Registration. — New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course 
in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  Summer 
Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  20  through  24,  1951,  at  the 
Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York 
32,  N.Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration,  January  31  through  February 
2,  1952,  before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session  on  February  4. 

Payment  of  fees. — No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid.  All 
fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.

REGULATIONS 
Students 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of 
the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection  with 
the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in 
any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
consent  of  the  appropriate  dean  or  director. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic  require- 
ments which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for  religious 
observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists 
for  an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take, 
but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

Attendance 

Classes  begin  Tuesday,  September  25,  1951.  Only  duly  registered  students  will  be 
permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each  session. 
All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Examinations 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester. 

A  student's  performance  in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades: 
A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,  fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  in- 
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complete,  completed  work  must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor. 
One  reexamination  will  be  allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed, 
the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  entire  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
semester's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  S3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

Academic  Discipline 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  her  of 
academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  University,  which  is  free 
to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The  dis- 
ciplinary authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  case  as  he  deems 
proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty 
and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

Withdrawal 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  Session  or  after  the 
first  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session,  students  who  are  obliged  to 
withdraw  entirely  from  the  university  may  be  allowed  a  partial  rebate  of  tuition  fees.  The 
University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

Graduation 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commencement  in  June. 
Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on  or  before  March  1. 

License  to  Practice  Dental  Hygiene  in  New  York  State 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to  address 
the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Albany,  New  York. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must  pay  a  fee 
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of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and 
has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the  re- 
quirements of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations  should  be 
completed  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 


AWARDS 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are 
awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general  average 
in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available.  Application  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund. — Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V. 
Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae 
Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of 
the  Dean. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 
Residence 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  A  few  rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate 
students  who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  de- 
signed for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With  its  various  social  rooms, 
attractive  dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  Uni- 
versity life.  The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate 
for  two  meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $330  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  sub- 
ject to  change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take 
breakfast  and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for  women 
may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

Library 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  building. 
It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for  faculty  and  students,  and  it 
aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and  historical  works  and  through 
interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library  contains  approximately  160,000  volumes  of  books  and  journals,  some  five 
thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on  the  history  of  medicine. 
More  than  1,800  periodicals  are  received  regularly.  A  professional  library  staff  is  available 
to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nurs- 
ing, public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Medical  Center. 
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The  Library  is  regularly  open : 

Monday-Friday  8:30  a.m.  -  10:00  p.m. 
Saturday  9:00  a.m.-   6:00  p.m. 

Sunday  12 noon-   6:00p.m. 

University  Libraries. — The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights  are  open  to  all  students  of 
dentistry.  Books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use.  They  include  collections  on  biology, 
chemistry,  psychology,  sociology,  and  other  subjects  related  to  dentistry  and  supplement 
the  special  collections  available  in  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  and  in  the  New 
York  Academy  of  Medicine,  Fifth  Avenue  at  103rd  Street.  The  Library  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy,  115  West  68th  Street,  is  also  open  to  students  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery. 

Student  Health  Service 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room  2-220, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students  if  they 
live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken  care  of  either 
in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital 
Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
School. 

Religious  Life 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated  with 
him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the  Rev.  James  Albert  Pike,  is  assisted 
by  three  religious  counselors:  the  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Wylie,  Counselor  to  Protestant  students; 
the  Rev.  John  K.  Daly,  Counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  students;  and  Rabbi  Isidor  B.  Hoff- 
man, Counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  schedules  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

A  number  of  student  religious  organizations  are  established  to  which  the  Chaplain 
and  counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall. 

Medical  Center  Bookstore 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Medical 
Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks  and  all  other 
student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  the  rules  of  manufacturers  and 
publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  weekdays  from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  p.m.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

ANATOMY 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 

and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology;  the 
structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body.  Specimens  and  models  are  used 
as  demonstrations. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

135  hours  of  laboratory.  5  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  its  vital  manifestations;  sequential  steps  in  the  forma- 
tion of  primary  tissues;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups;  thorough  study  of  the  soft  tissues 
of  the  oral  cavity;  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural  formation 
of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  morphology  of  the 
teeth  and  a  laboratory  course  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid,  first  molar,  and 
mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

DH30 — Bacteriology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture  mediums; 
methods  of  sterilization;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Laboratory  course  in  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  the 
examination  of  microscopic  specimens. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry  including 
discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments;  the 
care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories;  theory  of  local  and  general  anesthetics;  postoperative  care  of  pa- 
tient; general  dental  office  practice  and  procedures;  a  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  a  well-organized 
dental  practice;  the  place  and  duties  of  assistants;  and  a  survey  of  recall  systems. 

EDUCATION 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 

hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American  edu- 
cation today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  disposal 
of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  program.  Consideration 
is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health  ideas  and  ideals  through  local 
committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 
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DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in  the  field  of 
health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish  the  student's  con- 
cepts of  dental  health  teaching;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in 
schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  by  the  student  and  evaluation  report  of  the  student 
by  instructors. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as  health  histories, 
physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  rendering  health  services;  in- 
fant welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school  child;  discoverable  physical  defects, 
together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids;  safety 
projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 
Survey  of  school  program,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions  and  duties  and  inter- 
relationships of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs:  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 

HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four  semes- 
ters and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semesters  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors  that 
contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to 
arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains 
from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental 
School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school  children.  This  course  includes 
scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth;  mouth  inspection  and  charting;  instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper 
toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 

hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental  diseases  and 
their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 

1  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods  for 
their  solution;  consideration  of  dental  health  programs  on  national,  state,  and  community  levels. 

ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE  DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 

for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  hours.  2  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  field  of  orthodontics,  periodontia,  and 
restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  the  dental  hygienist.

PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester,  i  semester  hour. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth  are  con- 
sidered. A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  investing  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues. 
The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  die  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 

hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses  of  formulas  of 
dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Introduction  to  psychology  and  child  development.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  basic  course  in  psychology.  Topics  included  are:  what  psychology  is;  heredity  and  environment;  learn- 
ing; memory;  motivation;  the  nervous  system;  thinking  and  imagination.  Subject  matter  includes  the  physi- 
cal, psychological,  and  social  foundations  of  human  behavior;  emphasis  on  the  influence  of  childhood 
experience  on  adult  personality  adjustment;  discussions  concerning  ways  and  means  of  applying  psychology 
to  everyday  problems  with  special  emphasis  on  the  psychological  aspects  of  dental  treatment. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 

in  X-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de- 
velopment of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  films 
with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions, 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com- 
piling data,  histories  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating  health 
services. 

SPEECH 

DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental  hy- 
gienist. Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and  adequate  speech  and 
the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1924,  the  Course  in  Oral  Hygiene  was  moved  to  the  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery  at  302  West  35th  Street.  Two  years  later,  Courses  in  Oral  Hygiene  was 
made  a  division  of  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery.  During  this  period,  many 
classes  were  given  on  the  campus  at  Morningside  Heights.  In  1937  the  name  was  changed 
to  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

When,  in  1928,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  moved  to  the  Columbia- 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center,  630  West  168 th  Street,  the  division  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists  was  provided  with  well-equipped  laboratories,  lecture  halls,  and  clinical  space 
for  the  training  of  student  dental  hygienists. 

During  the  thirty-three  year  period  from  191 8  to  1952,  1,395  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  33  states  and 
territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden. 
Graduates  have  practiced  in  every  state  in  which  the  dental  hygienist  is  licensed. 

The  greatest  number  of  graduates  have  found  employment  in  private  dental  offices.  A 
large  number,  however,  are  employed  in  clinics  and  institutions,  and  the  indications  are 
that  in  the  future  an  increasing  number  will  be  associated  with  such  programs.  Approxi- 
mately 28  per  cent  of  the  graduates  have  been  employed  in  public  health  programs  con- 
ducted by  public  school  systems  and  state  and  local  health  departments.  A  smaller  number 
serve  in  state  and  national  civil  service  and  as  members  of  the  teaching  staffs  of  other 
schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  A  registry  for  the  placement  of  graduates  is  maintained 
in  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

The  dental  hygienist  as  a  professional  worker  contributes  valuable  services  which  can 
be  delegated  to  her  by  the  supervising  dentists.  The  services  of  the  dental  hygienist  are 
valuable  in  private  practice,  where  she  gives  prophylactic  treatment  and  instruction  in 
dental  health  practices  to  the  individual.  The  dental  hygienist  is  prepared  in  the  dental 
sciences.  She  learns  teaching  methods  and  procedures  in  health  education.  Through  this 
basic  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  education  the  dental  hygienist  conveys  to  the  public 
information  that  is  vital  to  good  dental  health  and  the  prevention  of  dental  disease.  She 
learns  the  manual  skills  that  provide  service  in  preparing  her  patients  for  better  dental 
health  through  dental  prophylaxis  and  enable  her  to  give  advice  in  home  care  and 
guidance  in  obtaining  dental  services.  This  profession  is  limited  to  women  and  is  con- 
trolled by  state  laws  and  licensing  examinations.  The  dental  hygienist  is  recognized  by 
law  in  48  states,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  as  a  clinical  operator  to  give  dental  prophylactic 
treatment  in  dental  offices,  industrial  plants,  and  clinics  of  hospitals  and  other  institutions; 
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as  a  dental  health  educator  in  schools,  colleges,  departments  of  public  health,  and  in 
community  programs;  as  a  research  worker  in  compiling  and  preparing  data  on  dental 
health  surveys  and  special  projects;  as  an  instructor  in  schools  training  dental  hygienists; 
and  as  a  supervisor  and  director  of  public  health  clinics  and  clinics  in  industrial  plants, 
hospitals,  and  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

There  will  be  a  need  for  greater  numbers  of  trained  women  in  the  field  of  dental 
hygiene  for  some  years  to  come  as  the  health  programs  of  the  nations  include  more 
service,  education,  and  research  in  dentistry. 

Sufficient  clinical  experience  is  offered  to  provide  for  proficiency  in  the  performance  of 
dental  prophylaxis  and  for  preparation  to  teach  dental  health  education  to  individuals 
and  groups  of  all  ages. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give 
instruction  in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  in- 
telligently and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have 
the  superior  operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery  is  equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous 
supply  of  patients. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  training  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon  students  who, 
having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study  covering  not 
less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological  science  or 
chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field 
of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine. 

ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  When  the  application 
has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a  transcript  of  her  academic  record 
be  sent  to  the  Admissions  Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia 
University,  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended.  Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is 
required  before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirement:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year. 
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REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration. — New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course 
in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  Summer 
Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  22  through  24,  1952,  at  the 
Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York 
32,  NY.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration,  February  2  through  3,  1953, 
before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session  on  February  4. 

Payment  of  fees. — No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid.  All 
fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of 
the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection  with 
the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in 
any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
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school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  she  is  first  registered. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic  require- 
ments which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for  religious 
observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists 
for  an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take, 
but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Wednesday,  September  24,  1952.  Only  duly  registered  students  will  be 
permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each  session. 
All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  her  of 
academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  University,  which  is  free 
to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The  dis- 
ciplinary authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  case  as  he  deems 
proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty 
and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
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no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entided  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions, 
students  who  are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a 
partial  rebate  of  tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commencement  in  June. 
Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on  or  before  March  1. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to  address 
the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Albany,  N.Y. 

A  candidate  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  must  pay  a  fee 
of  $10,  submit  evidence  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory  to  the  New  York  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  that  she  is  nineteen  years  of  age,  is  of  good  moral  character,  and 
has  complied  with  and  fulfilled  the  preliminary  and  professional  requirements  and  the  re- 
quirements of  the  statute.  All  requirements  for  admission  to  the  examinations  should  be 
completed  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  examinations  begin. 

AWARDS 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are 
awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general  average 
in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association,  Columbia  University.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Dean. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund. — Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V. 
Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae 
Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of 
the  Dean. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  A  few  rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate 
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students  who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  de- 
signed for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  Widi  its  various  social  rooms, 
attractive  dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  Uni- 
versity life.  The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate 
for  two  meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $350  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  sub- 
ject to  change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take 
breakfast  and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for  women 
may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

UNIVERSITY  LIBRARIES 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  building.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for 
faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and 
historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  Library  contains  approximately  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  volumes  of  books 
and  journals,  some  five  thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on 
the  history  of  medicine.  More  than  eighteen  hundred  periodicals  are  received  regularly. 
A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in 
the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the 
Medical  Center. 

The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights,  containing  more  than  two  million  volumes, 
are  open  to  all  students  of  dentistry.  The  main  collection  is  housed  in  Butler  Library 
while  special  and  departmental  collections  are  located  in  various  other  buildings  on  the 
campus.  They  include  collections  on  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  psychology,  sociology, 
and  other  subjects  related  to  dentistry  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available 
in  the  Medical  Library.  Books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use. 

Leaflets  describing  the  collections  and  services  of  the  University  Libraries  are  available 
in  any  of  the  library  reading  rooms.  The  Medical  Library  and  all  other  libraries  post 
their  hours  of  opening. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room  2-220, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students  if  they 
live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken  care  of  either 
in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital 
Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
School. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated  with 
him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the  Rev.  Darby  W.  Betts,  is  assisted 
by  three  religious  counselors:  the  Rev.  Edward  A.  Dowey,  Jr.,  Counselor  to  Protestant 
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students;  the  Rev.  John  K.  Daly,  Counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  students;  and  Rabbi 
Isidor  B.  Hoffman,  Counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  schedules,  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Medical 
Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks  and  all  other 
student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  the  rules  of  manufacturers  and 
publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  weekdays  from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  P.M.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

ANATOMY 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology;  the 
structure  and  the  functions  of  the  organs  and  systems  of  the  human  body.  Specimens  and  models  are  used 
as  demonstrations. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

135  hours  of  laboratory.  5  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  its  vital  manifestations;  sequential  steps  in  the  forma- 
tion of  primary  tissues;  brief  consideration  of  the  elementary  tissue  groups;  thorough  study  of  the  soft  tissues 
of  the  oral  cavity;  the  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  individual  teeth,  the  structural  formation 
of  the  teeth,  the  anatomy  of  the  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  morphology  of  the 
teeth  and  a  laboratory  course  reproducing  the  maxillary  central  incisor,  cuspid,  bicuspid,  first  molar,  and 
mandibular  second  bicuspid  and  first  molar  teeth. 

BACTERIOLOGY 

DH30 — Bacteriology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  bacteria  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  preparation  of  culture  mediums; 
methods  of  sterilization;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Laboratory  course  in  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  the 
examination  of  microscopic  specimens. 

BIOCHEMISTRY 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry  including 
discussion  of  the  chemical  composition  of  teeth  and  saliva. 

DENTAL  ASSISTING 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry.  It  includes  preparation  of  the  patient;  arrangement  and  care  of  instruments;  the 
care  of  anesthesia  outfits  and  accessories;  theory  of  local  and  general  anesthetics;  postoperative  care  of  pa- 
tient; general  dental  office  practice  and  procedures;  a  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  a  well-organized 
dental  practice;  the  place  and  duties  of  assistants;  and  a  survey  of  recall  systems. 

EDUCATION 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 

hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American  edu- 
cation today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  disposal 
of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  program.  Consideration 
is  given  to  health  education  accomplished  by  the  dissemination  of  health  ideas  and  ideals  through  local 
committees,  printed  material,  broadcasts,  films,  and  addresses. 
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DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  reading  in  the  field  of 
health  education,  and  an  essay  that  is  written  at  the  completion  of  the  course  to  establish  the  student's  con- 
cepts of  dental  health  teaching;  lectures  and  field  work  in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in 
schools,  industry,  and  institutions,  with  written  reports  by  the  student  and  evaluation  report  of  the  student 
by  instructors. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils,  such  as  health  histories, 
physical  inspections,  and  medical  examinations  as  well  as  the  techniques  of  rendering  health  services;  in- 
fant welfare  and  healthful  ways  of  living  for  the  preschool  and  school  child;  discoverable  physical  defects, 
together  with  remedial  measures  for  their  correction  or  cure. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids;  safety 
projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Survey  of  school  program,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions  and  duties  and  inter- 
relationships of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs:  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 

HYGIENE 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four  semes- 
ters and  585  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semesters  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics  and  survey  of  dental  literature  concerned  with  the  factors  that 
contribute  to  a  healthy  condition  of  the  human  mouth,  stressing  those  measures  which  can  be  employed  to 
arrest  dental  caries  and  adjacent  tissue  degeneration. 

Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative  technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains 
from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical  training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental 
School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic  for  school  children.  This  course  includes 
scaling  and  polishing  of  the  teeth;  mouth  inspection  and  charting;  instruction  of  the  patient  in  the  proper 
toothbrushing  technique  and  the  home  care  of  the  mouth. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 

hours. 

A  study  of  dietetics  in  relation  to  general  health  and  disease,  the  physiological  basis  of  dental  diseases  and 
their  prevention,  and  other  hygienic  factors  relating  to  the  abundant  life. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester. 

1  semester  hour. 

The  social  and  economic  principles  underlying  the  problems  of  community  dentistry  and  methods  for 
their  solution;  consideration  of  dental  health  programs  on  national,  state,  and  community  levels. 

ORTHODONTICS,  PERIODONTOLOGY,  AND  RESTORATIVE  DENTISTRY 

DH42 — Orthodontics,  periodontology,  and  restorative  dentistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week 

for  one  semester  and  45  laboratory  hours.  2  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  field  of  orthodontics,  periodontia,  and 
restorative  dentistry  as  it  applies  to  the  practice  of  the  dental  hygienist. 
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PATHOLOGY 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  fundamentals  of  general  pathology  and  its  special  application  to  the  diseases  of  the  mouth  are  con- 
sidered. A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft 
tissues.  The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

PHARMACOLOGY 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants.  The  course  includes  analyses  of  formulas  of 
dentifrices  and  mouth  washes. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

DH45 — Developmental  psychology  and  mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  Emphasis  upon  the  sequential  nature  of  motor  and 
emotional  development,  the  growth  of  understanding,  social  adjustments,  and  personality.  Developmental 
characteristics  and  objectives;  preparation  for  work  and  psychological  self-support;  implications  for 
education  and  guidance  programs.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment  problems  of  essentially 
normal  people.  Individual  and  cultural  factors  in  the  learning  of  motives  and  adjustments,  typical  varieties 
of  adjustive  behavior,  determinants  of  the  quality  of  adjustments  and  the  bases  of  constructive  mental 
hygiene. 

RADIOLOGY 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 

in  X-ray  Clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de- 
velopment of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  films 
with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

SOCIOLOGY 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions, 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com- 
piling data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 

SPEECH 
DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  planned  to  meet  practical  speaking  problems  as  they  apply  to  the  work  of  the  dental  hy- 
gienist. Class  sessions  include  study  and  practice  for  the  development  of  good  voice  and  adequate  speech 
and  the  planning  and  presentation  of  talks,  oral  reports,  demonstrations,  etc.

COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years.  On  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  to  be  conferred  upon  students  who, 
having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study  covering  not 
less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological  science  or 
chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  field 
of  Dental  Hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study,  prescribed  by  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine. 

During  the  thirty-four  year  period  from  1918  to  1953,  1,404  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  33  states  and 
territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden. 

THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  course  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give  in- 
struction in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently 
and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior 
operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is 
equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of 
patients  for  clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the 
University,  including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affilia- 
tion with  a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student 
teaching  experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 

PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

The  dental  hygienist  as  a  professional  worker  contributes  valuable  services  which  can 
be  delegated  to  her  by  the  supervising  dentists.  The  services  of  the  dental  hygienist  are 
valuable  in  private  practice,  where  she  gives  prophylactic  treatment  and  instruction  in 
dental  health  practices  to  the  individual.  The  dental  hygienist  is  prepared  in  the  dental 
sciences.  She  learns  teaching  methods  and  procedures  in  health  education.  She  learns  the 
manual  skills  that  provide  service  in  preparing  her  patients  for  better  dental  health 
through  dental  prophylaxis.  This  profession  is  limited  to  women  and  is  controlled  by  state 
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laws  and  licensing  examinations.  The  dental  hygienist  is  recognized  by  law  in  48  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  as  a  clinical  operator  to  give  dental  prophylactic 
treatment  in  dental  offices,  industrial  plants,  and  clinics  of  hospitals  and  other  institutions; 
as  a  dental  health  educator  in  schools,  colleges,  departments  of  public  health,  and  in 
community  programs;  as  a  research  worker  in  compiling  and  preparing  data  on  dental 
health  surveys  and  special  projects;  as  an  instructor  in  schools  training  dental  hygienists; 
and  as  a  supervisor  and  director  of  public  health  clinics  and  clinics  in  industrial  plants, 
hospitals,  and  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

There  will  be  a  need  for  greater  numbers  of  trained  women  in  the  field  of  dental 
hygiene  for  some  years  to  come  as  the  health  programs  of  the  nations  include  more 
service,  education,  and  research  in  dentistry. 


ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 
ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  When  the  application 
has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a  transcript  of  her  academic  record 
be  sent  to  the  Admissions  Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia 
University,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y.  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended. 
Wherever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirement:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required: 

Semester  Hours 
English  6 

Biological  science  or  chemistry  3 

Sociology  or  psychology  3 

Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  PREPARATORY  EDUCATION 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration. — New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course 
in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  Summer 
Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  21  through  23,  1953,  at  the 
Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York 
32,  N.Y.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration,  February  1  through  2,  1954, 
at  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session  on  February  3. 

Payment  of  fees.— No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid.  All 
fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of 
the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection  with 
the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in 
any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  she  is  first  registered. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic  require- 
ments which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for  religious 
observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists  for 
an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to  take, 
but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
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matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement -of  the  satisfactory  compledon  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  24,  1953.  Only  duly  registered  students  will  be 
permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each  session. 
All  time  lost  for  absence  must  be  made  up  before  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  Examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  her  of 
academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  University,  which  is  free 
to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The  dis- 
ciplinary authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  case  as  he  deems 
proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty 
and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions, 
students  who  are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a 
partial  rebate  of  tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 
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GRADUATION 


Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commencement  in  June. 
Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on  or  before  March  1. 


AWARDS 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are 
awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general  average 
in  theory  and  practice. 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association,  Columbia  University.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Director. 

Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund. — Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V. 
Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae 
Association  of  Columbia  University.  Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of 
the  Director. 

PLACEMENT  FOR  GRADUATES 

A  placement  service  for  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  the  Director.  The  em- 
ployment record  of  each  graduate  is  a  part  of  the  permanent  academic  records  and  as 
such  assures  selective  placement.  The  number  of  positions  offered  has  exceeded  the  supply 
of  graduates  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing. 


LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  AS  DENTAL  HYGIENIST 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to  address 
the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Albany,  N.Y. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  in  other  states 
should  apply  to  the  Secretary,  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  for  full  information.  Copies 
of  State  Laws  and  application  forms  for  all  states  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Director. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  Rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate  students 
who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  designed  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With  its  various  social  rooms,  attractive 
dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  University  life. 
The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate  for  two 
meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $350  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  subject  to 
change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take  breakfast 
and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 
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All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for  women 
may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

COLUMBIA'S  BICENTENNIAL 

In  1954  Columbia  University  is  celebrating  its  200th  birthday.  The  theme  of  this  Bi- 
centennial is  Man's  Right  to  Knowledge  and  the  Free  Use  Thereof,  a  theme  that  Columbia 
has  exemplified  in  its  colleges  and  schools  for  nearly  200  years  and  to  which  it  will  give 
continuing  emphasis  in  the  future.  Three  convocations  will  be  held  in  1954.  Preceding 
and  following  each  of  these  convocations  will  be  a  conference  bringing  together  members 
of  the  Columbia  Faculties  and  other  oustanding  scholars  to  demonstrate,  in  the  spirit  and 
purpose  of  their  discussions,  the  Bicentennial  theme.  The  year  1954  holds  promise  for 
being  one  of  the  greatest,  most  important  years  in  Columbia's  long  and  distinguished  his- 
tory, and  a  year  which  will  reiterate  Columbia's  unfailing  faith  in  the  future. 

UNIVERSITY  LIBRARIES 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  building.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for 
faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and 
historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  library  contains  approximately  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  volumes  of  books 
and  journals,  some  five  thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on 
the  history  of  medicine.  More  than  eighteen  hundred  periodicals  are  received  regularly. 
A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in 
the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Medical 
Center. 

The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights,  containing  more  than  two  million  volumes, 
are  open  to  all  students  of  dentistry.  The  main  collection  is  housed  in  Butler  Library 
while  special  and  departmental  collections  are  located  in  various  other  buildings  on  the 
campus.  They  include  collections  on  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  psychology,  sociology, 
and  other  subjects  related  to  dentistry  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available 
in  the  Medical  Library.  Books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use. 

Leaflets  describing  the  collections  and  services  of  the  University  Libraries  are  available 
in  any  of  the  library  reading  rooms.  The  Medical  Library  and  all  other  libraries  post 
their  hours  of  opening. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room  2-220, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  Health  Service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students  if  they 
live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken  care  of  either 
in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Associated  Hospital 
Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the  school. 
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RELIGIOUS  LIFE 


The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  die  Chaplain  and  those  associated  with 
him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University  is  assisted  by  three  religious  counselors: 
the  Counselor  to  Protestant  Students;  the  Counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  Students;  and 
the  Counselor  to  Jewish  Students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel,  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  schedules,  which  are  conveniently  posted. 

There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  die  convenience  of  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Medical 
Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks  and  all  other 
student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  the  rules  of  manufacturers  and 
publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  weekdays  from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  P.M.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  or  modify  the  courses  of  instruction  or  to 
change  the  instructors  as  may  be  necessary. 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
1 80  hours  of  laboratory.  6  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  study  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  mor- 
phology of  the  teeth,  including  laboratory  reproduction  of  tooth  forms. 

DH30 — Microbiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  microorganisms  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  methods  of  sterilization; 
fundamentals  of  immunity. 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 
The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry. 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clincal  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 

hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American 
education  today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  dis- 
postal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  program. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  lectures  and  field  work 
in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids; 
safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education.  Body  mechanics  applied  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist  is  taught,  including  exercise  periods. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Survey  of  school  programs,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions,  duties,  and  inter- 
relationships of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs;  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 


COURSES   FOR   DENTAL   HYGIENISTS  15 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four  semes- 
ters and  580  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics.  Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative 
technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical 
training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural  clinic 
for  school  children. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  course  of  study  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  in  relation  to  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet.  The  improve- 
ment of  dental  and  total  health. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  20  weeks.  1 
semester  hour. 

A  survey  of  public  health  and  its  relation  to  community  and  national  life,  including  administration, 
epidemiology,  biostatistics,  occupational  medicine  and  sanitation. 

DH42 — Survey  of  dental  materials.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 

hours  of  laboratory. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  preparation  and  manipulation  of 
materials  used  in  orthodontic  and  restorative  dentistry. 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues. 
The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants. 

DH45 — Developmental  psychology  and  mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment  problems 
of  essentially  normal  people. 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 

in  X-ray  Clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de- 
velopment of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  films 
with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions, 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 
semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com- 
piling data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 

DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Taken  at  Teachers  College  Speech  Laboratory  in  conjunction  with  161VD-MC. 

The  development  and  use  of  the  speaking  voice.  Recordings  are  made  for  correction,  comparison,  and 
achievement.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years,  and  on  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  degree  is  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study 
covering  not  less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological 
science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction 
in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study  as  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

During  the  thirty-five-year  period  from  1918  to  1954,  1,418  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  thirty-three 
states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and 
Sweden. 


THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  Announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give  in- 
struction in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently 
and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior 
operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is 
equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of 
patients  for  clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the 
University,  including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affilia- 
tion with  a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student 
teaching  experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 


PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

The  dental  hygienist,  although  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  health  service  pro- 
fessions, has  taken  her  place  on  the  team  for  preventive  health  services  which  includes  the 
dentist,  physician,  nurse,  social  worker,  and  nutritionist.  The  phenomenal  growth  of  the 
professional  services  rendered  by  dental  hygienists  has  extended  the  treatment  of  patients 
from  the  dental  prophylaxis  (cleaning  and  polishing  of  teeth)  to  the  application  of  pre- 
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ventive  measures,  preparation  of  research  data,  and  the  teaching  of  dental  health  practices 
to  groups  of  children  and  adults. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  a  dental  office  is  to  prevent  dental 
disease  by  providing  patients  with  periodic  treatment.  The  patient  receives  complete 
dental  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  the  home  care  of  the  teeth,  and  nutritional  informa- 
tion. The  dental  hygienist  may  take  X  rays  of  the  teeth  and  prepare  the  patient  for  treat- 
ment by  the  dentist.  A  dental  hygienist  must  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  li- 
censed dentist. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  and  other  institutions. 
In  these  positions  she  may  give  clinical  service  in  dental  prophylaxis  or  act  as  supervisor 
or  director  of  clinical  services.  When  she  is  employed  in  public  health,  she  may  act  as  a 
consultant  in  state  and  national  dental  health  programs,  as  a  health  educator  in  com- 
munity programs,  or  as  a  clinical  operator  in  preventive  dental  health  programs. 

In  the  public  schools  she  is  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  a  dental  hygiene 
teacher.  She  prepares  and  executes  a  dental  health  service  program  which  includes  the 
examination  of  children's  teeth  for  dental  defects.  Concurrently,  she  carries  on  a  program 
of  dental  health  education  and  coordinates  it  with  the  work  of  other  teachers  and  school 
personnel. 

Dental  hygienists  are  also  employed  in  civil  service  and  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  in  the  hospital  clinics  and  outpatient  district  offices  of  the 
Veterans  Administration.  Foreign  service  is  available  to  a  limited  number. 

Columbia  University  graduates  are  sought  for  positions  as  instructors  and  administra- 
tors in  schools  for  dental  hygienists.  The  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  provides  an  educational  background  which  qualifies  each  gradu- 
ate to  enter  any  field  of  professional  service  offered. 

The  profession  and  licensure  is  limited  to  women  in  most  states,  and  in  order  to  prac- 
tice, a  dental  hygienist  must  pass  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  examinations  in  both 
practice  and  theory,  and  receive  a  license  in  the  state  in  which  she  wishes  to  practice. 

Because  the  health  programs  of  the  nation — including  dental  services,  education,  and 
research — are  steadily  growing,  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  well-educated 
dental  hygienists  for  some  years  to  come. 


ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School.  When  the  application 
has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a  transcript  of  her  academic  record 
be  sent  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended  to  the  Admissions  Committee,  School  of  Dental 
and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia  University,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y. 
Whenever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required  before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirement:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

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Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  PREPARATORY  EDUCATION 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  Junior  and  Senior  year. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PAYMENT  OF  FEES 

Registration. — New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course 
in  dental  hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  Summer 
Session.  Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  20  through  22,  1954,  at  the 
Registrar's  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York 
32,  NY.  Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration,  January  31  through  February 
1,  1954,  at  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session  on  February  2. 

Payment  of  fees. — No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the  fees  have  been  paid.  All 
fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Bursar's  Office,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 

FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of 
the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection  with 
the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in 
any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  she  is  first  registered. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic  require- 
ments which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for  religious 
observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists  for 
an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to 
take,  but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  23,  1954.  Only  duly  registered  students  will  be 
permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each  session. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C,

fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty  Committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  her  of 
academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  University,  which  is  free 
to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The  dis- 
ciplinary authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  case  as  he  deems 
proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty 
and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  her  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions, 
students  who  are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a 
partial  rebate  of  tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at  Commencement  in 
June.  Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $20  on  or  before 
March  1. 

PLACEMENT  FOR  GRADUATES 

A  placement  service  for  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  the  Director.  The  em- 
ployment record  of  each  graduate  is  a  part  of  the  permanent  academic  records  and  as 
such  assures  selective  placement.  The  number  of  positions  offered  has  exceeded  the  supply 
of  graduates  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing. 
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LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  AS  DENTAL  HYGIENIST 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to  address 
the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Albany,  N.Y. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  in  other  states 
should  apply  to  the  Secretary,  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  for  full  information.  Copies 
of  State  Laws  and  application  forms  for  all  states  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Director. 


SCHOLARSHIPS,  FELLOWSHIPS,  AND  AWARDS 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association,  Columbia  University.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Director. 

Fellowship. — The  United  Cerebral  Palsy  Associations,  Inc.,  has  granted  a  fellowship 
for  two  years  of  study  and  clinical  practice  in  the  care  of  handicapped  children.  Require- 
ments for  the  fellowship  are  (i)  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from  a  recognized  college 
or  university,  (2)  graduation  from  a  recognized  course  for  dental  hygienists,  and  (3) 
interest  in  the  field  of  dental  service  for  the  cerebral  palsied.  The  stipend  is  $3,000  a  year 
plus  tuition.  Application  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director,  Courses  for  Dental  Hy- 
gienists. 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swan  son  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are 
awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general  average 
in  theory  and  practice. 

STUDENT  LOANS 

Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was 
established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University. 
Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Director  and  filed  by  September 
15  for  the  Winter  Session  and  by  January  15  for  the  Spring  Session. 


MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  has  been  established  in  administration, 
supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  of  dental  hygiene  to  fill  the  demand  for  women  with 
graduate  education  who  are  qualified  to  assume  teaching  and  supervisory  positions  in 
schools  for  dental  hygienists.  It  also  provides  opportunity  for  administrators,  supervisors, 
and  instructors  presently  employed  to  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  dental  hygiene. 

CANDIDATES 

A  limited  number  of  applicants  of  outstanding  ability  who  have  demonstrated  their 
interest,  intellectual  ability,  and  achievement  will  be  accepted  as  candidates  and  must 
fulfill  all  the  following  requirements: 

a)  Baccalaureate  degree  from  an  acceptable  college  or  university.

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
180  hours  of  laboratory.  6  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  study  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  mor- 
phology of  the  teeth,  including  laboratory  reproduction  of  tooth  forms. 

DH30 — Microbiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  microorganisms  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  methods  of  sterilization; 
fundamentals  of  immunity. 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 

The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry. 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American 
education  today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  dis- 
postal  of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  program. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  lectures  and  field  work 
in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 
semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids; 
safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education.  Body  mechanics  applied  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist  is  taught,  including  exercise  periods. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

Survey  of  school  programs,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions,  duties,  and  inter-

relationships  of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs;  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four 
semesters  and  580  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics.  Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative 
technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical 
training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural 
clinic  for  school  children. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  course  of  study  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  in  relation  to  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet.  The  improve- 
ment of  dental  and  total  health. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  20  weeks.  1 
semester  hour. 

A  survey  of  public  health  and  its  relation  to  community  and  national  life,  including  administration, 
epidemiology,  biostatistics,  occupational  medicine,  and  sanitation. 

DH42 — Survey  of  dental  materials.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 
hours  of  laboratory. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  preparation  and  manipulation  of 
materials  used  in  orthodontic  and  restorative  dentistry. 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues. 
The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants. 

DH45 — Developmental  psychology  and  mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment  problems 
of  essentially  normal  people. 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 
in  X-ray  Clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de- 
velopment of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  films 
with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions, 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com- 
piling data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 

DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Taken  at  Teachers  College  Speech  Laboratory  in  conjunction  with  161VD-MC. 

The  development  and  use  of  the  speaking  voice.  Recordings  are  made  for  correction,  comparison,  and 
achievement.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years,  and  on  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  degree  is  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study 
covering  not  less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological 
science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction 
in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study  as  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

During  the  thirty-six  year  period  from  1918  to  1955,  1,418  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  thirty-three 
states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and 
Sweden. 

THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualfied 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give  in- 
struction in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently 
and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior 
operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is 
equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of 
patients  for  clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the 
University,  including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affilia- 
tion with  a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student 
teaching  experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 

PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

Although  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  health  service  professions,  the  dental 
hygienist  has  taken  her  place  on  the  team  for  preventive  health  services,  which  includes 
the  dentist,  physician,  nurse,  social  worker,  and  nutritionist.  The  phenomenal  growth  of 
the  professional  services  rendered  by  dental  hygienists  has  extended  the  treatment  of 
patients  from  the  dental  prophylaxis  (cleaning  and  polishing  of  teeth)  to  the  application 
of  preventive  measures,  preparation  of  research  data,  and  the  teaching  of  dental  health 
practices  to  groups  of  children  and  adults. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  a  dental  office  is  to  prevent  dental 
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disease  by  providing  patients  with  periodic  treatment.  The  patient  receives  complete 
dental  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  the  home  care  of  the  teeth,  and  nutritional  information. 
The  dental  hygienist  may  also  take  X  rays  of  the  teeth  and  prepare  the  patient  for  treat- 
ment by  the  dentist.  She  must  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  licensed  dentist. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  and  other  institutions. 
In  these  positions  she  may  give  clinical  service  in  dental  prophylaxis  or  act  as  supervisor 
or  director  of  clinical  services  and  as  dental  health  educator.  When  she  is  employed  in 
public  health,  she  may  act  as  a  consultant  in  state  and  national  dental  health  programs, 
as  a  health  educator  in  community  programs,  or  as  a  clinical  operator  in  preventive  dental 
health  programs. 

In  the  public  schools  she  is  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  a  dental  hygiene 
teacher.  She  prepares  and  executes  a  dental  health  service  program  which  includes  the 
examination  of  children's  teeth  for  dental  defects.  Concurrently,  she  carries  on  a  program 
of  dental  health  education  and  coordinates  it  with  the  work  of  other  teachers  and  school 
personnel. 

Dental  hygienists  are  also  employed  in  civil  service  and  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  in  the  hospital  clinics  and  outpatient  district  offices  of  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  Foreign  service  is  available  to  a  limited  number  of  graduates. 

Columbia  University  graduates  are  sought  for  positions  as  instructors  and  administra- 
tors in  schools  for  dental  hygienists.  The  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  provides  an  educational  background  which  qualifies  each  gradu- 
ate to  enter  any  field  of  professional  service  offered.  The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  ad- 
ministration, supervision,  and  teaching  is  offered  to  those  graduate  dental  hygienists  who 
seek  advanced  education  in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  positions  in  training  schools 
for  dental  hygienists. 

The  profession  and  licensure  are  limited  to  women  in  most  states,  and  in  order  to  prac- 
tice, a  dental  hygienist  must  pass  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  examinations  in  both 
practice  and  theory,  and  receive  a  license  in  the  state  in  which  she  wishes  to  practice. 

Because  the  health  programs  of  the  nation — including  dental  services,  education,  and 
research — are  steadily  growing,  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  well-educated 
dental  hygienists  for  some  years  to  come. 


ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  EXPENSES 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Sur- 
gery. When  the  application  has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a 
transcript  of  her  academic  record  be  sent  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended  to  the  Admis- 
sions Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia  University,  630  West 
168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y.  Whenever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required 
before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required:

Biological  science  or  chemistry  3 

Sociology  or  psychology  3 
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Upon  the  successful  completion  of  the  two-year  curriculum  in  dental  hygiene  the 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  will  be  conferred. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  PREPARATORY  EDUCATION 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  Summer  Session  between  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

REGISTRATION 

New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course  in  dental 
hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  summer  session. 
Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  26  through  28,  1955,  at  the  Registrar's 
Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 
Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  February  6  through  February  7,  1956, 
just  before  the  opening  of  the  Spring  Session.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the 
fees  have  been  paid. 

FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.  All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Office  of  the  Bursar,  630  West  168th  Street,  New 
York  32,  NY.

The  University  fee,  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree,  and  the  student 
health  service  fee  are  not  subject  to  rebate. 
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After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  announced 
in  the  University  Calendar,  no  tuition  fee  shall  be  returned  for  any  course 
which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Exception  to  this  rule 
■may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from  the  University,  when 
a  partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the  Registrar. 

When  a  rebate  is  allowed  for  the  discontinuance  of  courses  or  withdrawal 
from  the  University,  such  rebate  will  be  reckoned  from  the  day  upon 
which  the  Registrar  receives  notice  from  the  student. 

For  the  ultimate  date  for  the  completion  of  registration  and  for  filing  an  applicadon 
for  a  deficiency  or  a  special  examination,  or  for  a  degree,  without  the  payment  of  an 
additional  fee,  see  the  University  Calendar.  An  examination  to  remove  a  deficiency  in  a 
course,  or  an  examination  at  an  unusual  time,  involves  the  payment  of  a  fee. 

Acceptance  fee. — Within  two  weeks  after  an  applicant  has  been  notified  that  her  appli- 
cation has  been  accepted,  she  must  notify  the  Director  that  she  intends  to  matriculate  and 
accompany  her  communication  with  a  check  or  money  order  for  $50,  payable  to  Columbia 
University.  This  acceptance  fee  will  belong  to  the  University;  if  the  applicant  registers 
at  the  next  enrollment,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will  be  deducted  from  her 
tuition  fees  for  that  session.  If  she  does  not  register,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will 
not  be  returned.

REGULATIONS 

STUDENTS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of 
the  University  during  the  session  for  which  she  is  registered  unless  her  connection  with 
the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in 
any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  she  is  first  registered. 

Students  prevented  by  conscientious  scruples  from  complying  with  academic  require- 
ments which  may  be  fulfilled  only  upon  days  set  apart  by  their  church  for  religious 
observance  should  make  application  to  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists  for 
an  equitable  solution. 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to 
take,  but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course.

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ATTENDANCE 

Classes  begin  Thursday,  September  29,  1955.  Only  duly  registered  students  will  be 
permitted  to  attend.  Record  of  attendance  will  date  from  the  first  day  of  each  session. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  examinations. — A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
faculty  committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  her  of 
academic  credits,  her  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  University,  which  is  free 
to  cancel  her  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The  dis- 
ciplinary authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  case  as  he  deems 
proper,  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty 
and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  will  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  her  parents  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing. 

After  the  second  Saturday  following  the  opening  of  the  Winter  or  Spring  Sessions, 
students  who  are  obliged  to  withdraw  entirely  from  the  University  may  be  allowed  a 
partial  rebate  of  tuition  fees.  The  University  fee  is  not  subject  to  rebate. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years. 

GRADUATION 

Bachelor  of  Science  and  Master  of  Science  degrees  in  dental  hygiene  are  conferred  at 
Commencement  in  June.  Application  for  the  degree  must  be  accompanied  by  the  fee  of 
$20  on  or  before  March  1. 
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JPLACEMENT  FOR  GRADUATES 

A  placement  service  for  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  office  of  the  Director.  The  em- 
ployment record  of  each  graduate  is  a  part  of  the  permanent  academic  records  and  as 
such  assures  selective  placement.  The  number  of  positions  offered  has  exceeded  the  sup- 
ply of  graduates  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing. 

LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  AS  DENTAL  HYGIENIST 

Those  desiring  to  take  the  New  York  State  Board  examinations  are  advised  to  address 
the  Chief  of  Professional  Examinations  Bureau,  New  York  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Albany,  N.  Y. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  dental  hygienist  licensing  examination  in  other  states 
should  apply  to  the  Secretary,  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  for  full  information.  Copies 
of  state  laws  and  application  forms  for  all  states  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Director. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,  FELLOWSHIPS,  AND  AWARDS 

Scholarships. — Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association,  Columbia  University.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the 
Director. 

Fellowship. — The  United  Cerebral  Palsy  Associations,  Incorporated,  has  granted  a 
fellowship  for  two  years  of  study  and  clinical  practice  in  the  care  of  handicapped  children. 
Requirements  for  the  fellowship  are  (1)  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from  a  recognized 
college  or  university,  (2)  graduation  from  a  recognized  course  for  dental  hygienists,  and 
(3)  interest  in  the  field  of  dental  service  for  the  cerebral  palsied.  The  stipend  is  $3,000  a 
year  plus  tuition.  Application  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director,  Courses  for  Dental  Hy- 
gienists. 

Medals. — The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City  and 
the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are 
awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general  average 
in  theory  and  practice. 

STUDENT  LOANS 

Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund  which  was 
established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia  University. 
Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Director  and  filed  by  September 
15  for  the  Winter  Session  and  by  January  15  for  the  Spring  Session. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  Rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate  students 
who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  designed  for 
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the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With  its  various  social  rooms,  attractive 
dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  University  life. 
The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate  for  two 
meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $350  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  subject  to 
change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take  breakfast 
and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for 
women  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

UNIVERSITY  LIBRARIES 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  building.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for 
faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and 
historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  library  contains  approximately  two  hundred  thousand  volumes  of  books  and 
journals,  some  five  thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on 
the  history  of  medicine.  More  than  twenty-three  hundred  periodicals  are  received 
regularly.  A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research 
workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals 
of  the  Medical  Center. 

The  libraries  on  Morningside  Heights,  containing  more  than  two  million  volumes, 
are  open  to  all  students  of  dentistry.  The  main  collection  is  housed  in  Butler  Library, 
while  special  and  departmental  collections  are  located  in  various  other  buildings  on  the 
campus.  They  include  collections  on  biology,  chemistry,  physics,  psychology,  sociology, 
and  other  subjects  related  to  dentistry  and  supplement  the  special  collections  available 
in  the  Medical  Library.  Books  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use. 

Leaflets  describing  the  collections  and  services  of  the  University  Libraries  are  available 
in  any  of  the  library  reading  rooms.  The  Medical  Library  and  all  other  libraries  post 
their  hours  of  opening. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room  2-220, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  health  service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students  if 
they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken  care 
of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
school. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated  with 
him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University  is  assisted  by  three  religious  counselors: 
the  counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  students;  and  the 
counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

Daily  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel,  and  students  are  urged  to  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  schedules,  which  are  conveniently  posted. 
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There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall. 

MEDICAL  CENTER  BOOKSTORE 

The  Medical  Center  Bookstore,  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  is  maintained  for  the  convenience  of  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Medical 
Center  schools  and  hospitals.  The  store  carries  a  full  stock  of  textbooks  and  all  other 
student  supplies.  Substantial  savings  are  effected  whenever  the  rules  of  manufacturers  and 
publishers  permit.  The  store  is  open  on  weekdays  from  8:45  a.m.  to  5:30  p.m.;  Saturdays, 
8:45  a.m.  to  1:30  P.M.

MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  has  been  established  in  administration, 
supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  of  dental  hygiene  to  fill  the  demand  for  women  with 
graduate  education  who  are  qualified  to  assume  teaching  and  supervisory  positions  in 
schools  for  dental  hygienists.  It  also  provides  opportunity  for  administrators,  supervisors, 
and  instructors  presently  employed  to  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  dental  hygiene. 

CANDIDATES 

A  limited  number  of  applicants  of  outstanding  ability  who  have  demonstrated  their 
interest,  intellectual  ability,  and  achievement  will  be  accepted  as  candidates  and  must 
fulfill  all  the  following  requirements: 

a)  Baccalaureate  degree  from  an  acceptable  college  or  university. 

b)  Graduation  from  an  acceptable  school  for  dental  hygienists. 

c)  Recommendations  as  to  character  and  ability. 

d)  A  definite  purpose  to  continue  in  professional  education  after  the  completion  of 
the  course. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

The  program  of  study  for  the  degree  may  be  completed  in  one  academic  year  of 
resident  study  on  a  full-  or  part-time  basis.  Candidates  are  admitted  in  September  and  Feb- 
ruary, and  part  of  the  requirement  may  be  fulfilled  during  summer  sessions.  Candidacy 
for  the  Master's  degree  is  limited  to  five  years. 

The  curriculum  consists  of  courses,  seminars,  and  clinical  experience.  Twenty-four 
semester  hours  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching,  and  eight  semester 
hours  in  general  courses  in  education  and  teaching  on  the  college  level  are  required,  as 
follows:

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  or  modify  the  courses  of  instruction  or  to 
change  the  instructors  as  may  be  necessary. 

FOR  THE  BACHELOR  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semseter  and 
1 80  hours  of  laboratory.  6  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  study  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  mor- 
phology of  the  teeth,  including  laboratory  reproduction  of  tooth  forms. 

DH30 — Microbiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  microorganisms  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  methods  of  sterilization; 
fundamentals  of  immunity. 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 
The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry. 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American 
education  today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  program. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  lectures  and  field  work 
in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 
semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids; 
safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education.  Body  mechanics  applied  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist  is  taught,  including  exercise  periods. 
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DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 

hours. 

Survey  of  school  programs,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions,  duties,  and  inter- 
relationships of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs;  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four 
semesters  and  580  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics.  Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative 
technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinical 
training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramural 
clinic  for  school  children. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  course  of  study  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  in  relation  to  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet.  The  improve- 
ment of  dental  and  total  health. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  20  weeks.  1 
semester  hour. 

A  survey  of  public  health  and  its  relation  to  community  and  national  life,  including  administration, 
epidemiology,  biostatistics,  occupational  medicine,  and  sanitation. 

DH42 — Survey  of  dental  materials.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 

hours  of  laboratory. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  preparation  and  manipulation  of 
materials  used  in  orthodontic  and  restorative  dentistry. 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues. 
The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 

hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants. 

DH45 — Developmental  psychology  and  mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 

two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment  problems 
of  essentially  normal  people. 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 
in  X-ray  Clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de- 
velopment of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  films 
with  practice  in  operating  X-ray  equipment. 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions, 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com- 
piling data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 
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DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours.

COURSES    FOR    DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  within  the  Department 
of  Extension  in  February,  1917,  when  students  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in  Hunter 
College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  Dental  School,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New  York  City.  This  was  the  first  university 
course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years,  and  on  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved  the 
establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  degree  is  to  be  conferred  upon 
students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college  study 
covering  not  less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  biological 
science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruction 
in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study  as  prescribed  by 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

In  1955  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching 
was  authorized. 

During  the  thirty-seven  year  period  from  1918  to  1956,  1,430  women  have  been  gradu- 
ated from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  thirty-three 
states  and  territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and 
Sweden. 

PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

Although  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  health  service  professions,  the  dental 
hygienist  has  taken  her  place  on  the  team  for  preventive  health  services,  which  includes 
the  dentist,  physician,  nurse,  social  worker,  and  nutritionist.  The  phenomenal  growth  of 
the  professional  services  rendered  by  dental  hygienists  has  extended  the  treatment  of 
patients  from  the  dental  prophylaxis  (cleaning  and  polishing  of  teeth)  to  the  application 
of  preventive  measures,  preparation  of  research  data,  and  the  teaching  of  dental  health 
practices  to  groups  of  children  and  adults. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  a  dental  office  is  to  prevent  dental 
disease  by  providing  patients  with  periodic  treatment.  The  patient  receives  complete 
dental  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  the  home  care  of  the  teeth,  and  nutritional  information. 
The  dental  hygienist  may  also  take  X  rays  of  the  teeth  and  prepare  the  patient  for  treat- 
ment by  the  dentist.  She  must  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  licensed  dentist. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  and  other  institutions. 
In  these  positions  she  may  give  clinical  service  in  dental  prophylaxis  or  act  as  supervisor 
or  director  of  clinical  services  and  as  dental  health  educator.  When  she  is  employed  in 
public  health,  she  may  act  as  a  consultant  in  state  and  national  dental  health  programs, 
as  a  health  educator  in  community  programs,  or  as  a  clinical  operator  in  preventive  dental 
health  programs. 

In  the  public  schools  she  is  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  a  dental  hygiene 
teacher.  She  prepares  and  executes  a  dental  health  service  program  which  includes  the 
examination  of  children's  teeth  for  dental  defects.  Concurrently,  she  carries  on  a  program 
of  dental  health  education  and  coordinates  it  with  the  work  of  other  teachers  and  school 
personnel. 


Dental  hygienists  are  also  employed  in  civil  service  and  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  in  the  hospital  clinics  and  outpatient  district  offices  of  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  Foreign  service  is  available  to  a  limited  number  of  graduates. 

Columbia  University  graduates  are  sought  for  positions  as  instructors  and  administra- 
tors in  schools  for  dental  hygienists.  The  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  provides  an  educational  background  which  qualifies  each  gradu- 
ate to  enter  any  field  of  professional  service  offered.  The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  ad- 
ministration, supervision,  and  teaching  is  offered  to  those  graduate  dental  hygienists  who 
seek  advanced  education  in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  positions  in  training  schools 
for  dental  hygienists. 

The  profession  and  licensure  are  limited  to  women  in  most  states,  and  in  order  to  prac- 
tice, a  dental  hygienist  must  pass  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  examinations  in  both 
practice  and  theory,  and  receive  a  license  in  the  state  in  which  she  wishes  to  practice. 

Because  the  health  programs  of  the  nation — including  dental  services,  education,  and 
research — are  steadily  growing,  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  well-educated 
dental  hygienists  for  some  years  to  come. 

THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite  for 
the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  announcement,  it  is  planned  to  give  in- 
struction in  such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently 
and  scientifically,  and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior 
operative  skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is 
equipped  with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of 
patients  for  clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the 
University,  including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affilia- 
tion with  a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student 
teaching  experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 

In  order  to  meet  the  need  for  teaching  staffs  in  schools  for  dental  hygienists,  the  Master 
of  Science  degree  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  provides  graduate 
study  for  licensed  dental  hygienists. 

PLACEMENT  FOR  GRADUATES 

A  placement  service  for  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  office  of  the  Director.  The  em- 
ployment record  of  each  graduate  is  a  part  of  the  permanent  academic  records  and  as 
such  assures  selective  placement.  The  number  of  positions  offered  has  exceeded  the  sup- 
ply of  graduates  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing. 

ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 


formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Sur- 
gery. When  the  application  has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a 
transcript  of  her  academic  record  be  sent  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended  to  the  Admis- 
sions Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia  University,  630  West 
168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y.  Whenever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required 
before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required: 

Semester  Hours 
English  6 

Biological  science  or  chemistry  3 

Sociology  or  psychology  3 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to 
take,  but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  PREPARATORY  EDUCATION 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  admis- 
sion will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be  earned 
during  the  summer  session  between  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

REGISTRATION 

New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course  in  dental 
hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  summer  session. 
Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  24  through  26,  1956,  at  the  Registrar's 
Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.  Y. 
Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  February  4  through  February  5,  1957, 
just  before  the  opening  of  the  spring  session.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the 
fees  have  been  paid. 

FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Trustees.  All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Office  of  the  Bursar,  630  West  168th  Street,  New 
York  32,  N.Y.  The  following  fees  are  prescribed  by  statute  for  the  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees 
(part-time  M.S.  candidates  see  page  10) :

*  An  application  for  a  degree,  other  than  the  several  doctoral  degrees,  terminates  at  the  next  regular 
time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to  the  date  of  filing;  but  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the 
respective  faculties  it  may  be  subject  to  renewal  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  time  that  a  candidate  chooses  to 
come  up  for  consideration,  within  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years.  Thereafter  with  the  filing  of  a  second 
application  the  regular  fee  of  $20  is  again  payable.

Rebates 

The  University  fee,  the  fee  for  application  for  any  degree,  the  student  health 

service  fee,  and  the  fee  for  a  deficiency  or  special  examination  are  not  subject 

to  rebate. 
After  the  last  day  of  the  period  provided  for  change  of  course,  as  announced 

in  the  University  Calendar,  no  tuition  fee  shall  be  returned  for  any  course 

which  the  student  may  for  any  reason  discontinue.  Exception  to  this  rule 

may  be  made  only  in  cases  of  total  withdrawal  from  the  University,  when 

a  partial  return  of  fees  may  be  authorized  by  the  Registrar. 
When  a  rebate  is  allowed  for  the  discontinuance  of  courses  or  for  withdrawal 

from  the  University,  the  rebate  will  be  reckoned  from  the  day  upon  which 

the  Registrar  receives  written  notice  from  the  student. 

Acceptance  fee.  Within  two  weeks  after  an  applicant  has  been  notified  that  her  appli- 
cation has  been  accepted,  she  must  notify  the  Director  that  she  intends  to  matriculate  and 
accompany  her  communication  with  a  check  or  money  order  for  $50,  payable  to  Columbia 
University.  This  acceptance  fee  will  belong  to  the  University.  If  the  applicant  registers 
at  the  next  enrollment,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will  be  deducted  from  her 
tuition  fees  for  that  session.  If  she  does  not  register,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will 
not  be  returned.

FINANCIAL  AID  AND  AWARDS 


Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Director. 

Loans.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund 
which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae  Association  of  Columbia 
University.  Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Director  and  filed  by 
September  15  for  the  winter  session  and  by  January  15  for  the  spring  session. 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  J.  Swanson  of  New  York  City 
and  the  Albert  Stevenson  Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society 
are  awarded  annually  to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  general 
average  in  theory  and  practice. 


RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  die  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  Rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate  students 
who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  designed  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With  its  various  social  rooms,  attractive 
dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  University  life. 
The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $230  to  $455  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate  for  two 
meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $350  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are  subject  to 
change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take  breakfast 
and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for 
women  may  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

MEDICAL  LIBRARY 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  building.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for 
faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and 
historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  library  contains  approximately  two  hundred  thousand  volumes  of  books  and 
journals,  some  five  thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on 
the  history  of  medicine.  More  than  twenty-three  hundred  periodicals  are  received 
regularly.  A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research 
workers  in  the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals 
of  the  Medical  Center. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room  2-220, 
Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  health  service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students  if 
they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken  care 
of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Associated 
Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  die  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
school. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated  with 
him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University  is  assisted  by  three  religious  counselors: 
the  counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  students;  and  the 
counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall.

MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  has  been  established  in  administratio 
supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  of  dental  hygiene  to  fill  the  demand  for  women  wit 
graduate  education  who  are  qualified  to  assume  teaching  and  supervisory  positions  ; 
schools  for  dental  hygienists.  It  also  provides  opportunity  for  administrators,  supervisoi 
and  instructors  presently  employed  to  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  dental  hygiene. 

CANDIDATES 

A  limited  number  of  applicants  of  outstanding  ability  who  have  demonstrated  the 
interest,  intellectual  ability,  and  achievement  will  be  accepted  as  candidates  and  mu 
fulfill  all  the  following  requirements: 

a)  Baccalaureate  degree  from  an  acceptable  college  or  university. 

b)  Graduation  from  an  acceptable  school  for  dental  hygienists. 

c)  Recommendations  as  to  character  and  ability. 

d)  A  definite  purpose  to  continue  in  professional  education  after  the  completion 
the  course. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

The  program  of  study  for  the  degree  may  be  completed  in  one  academic  year 
resident  study  on  a  full-  or  part-time  basis.  Candidates  are  admitted  in  September  and  Fe 
ruary,  and  part  of  the  requirement  may  be  fulfilled  during  summer  sessions.  Candida 
for  the  Master's  degree  is  limited  to  five  years. 

The  curriculum  consists  of  courses,  seminars,  and  clinical  experience.  Twenty-fo 
semester  hours  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching,  and  eight  semes 
hours  in  general  courses  in  education  and  teaching  on  the  college  level  are  required, 
follows:

COURSES    OF    INSTRUCTION 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  or  modify  the  courses  of  instruction  or  to 
change  the  instructors  as  may  be  necessary. 

FOR  THE  BACHELOR  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
1 80  hours  of  laboratory.  6  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  study  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  mor- 
phology of  the  teeth,  including  laboratory  reproduction  of  tooth  forms. 

DH30 — Microbiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of  labora- 
tory. 3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  microorganisms  found  in  the  oral  cavity;  methods  of  sterilization; 
fundamentals  of  immunity. 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 
The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry. 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  specialists 
in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and  move- 
ments of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting  American 
education  today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  programs. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
and  45  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  4  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in  private 
dental  practice.  It  includes  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher,  lectures  and  field  work 
in  observing  dental  health  education  programs  in  schools,  industry,  and  institutions. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems  and 
solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils. 

DH37 — First  aid  and  safety  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 

semester  hours. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  student  to  administer  first  aid  promptly  and  intelligently  when 
emergencies  demand  it;  a  study  of  general  programs  of  safety  education  in  public  schools;  visual  aids; 
safety  projects;  special  programs  in  safety  education.  Body  mechanics  applied  to  the  work  of  the  dental 
hygienist  is  taught,  including  exercise  periods. 


DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semeste 

hours. 

Survey  of  school  programs,  including  personnel,  curriculum,  and  finance;  functions,  duties,  and  intei 
relationships  of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs;  consideration  of  th 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 

DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  fou 
semesters  and  580  laboratory  and  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics.  Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operativ 
technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive  clinica 
training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the  extramura 
clinic  for  school  children. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semeste 

hours. 

A  course  of  study  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  in  relation  to  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet.  The  improve 
ment  of  dental  and  total  health. 

DH41 — Public  health  aspects  of  dental  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  20  weeks, 
semester  hour. 

A  survey  of  public  health  and  its  relation  to  community  and  national  life,  including  administration 
epidemiology,  biostatistics,  occupational  medicine,   and  sanitation. 

DH42 — Survey  of  dental  materials.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  4 
hours  of  laboratory. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  preparation  and  manipulation  0 
materials  used  in  orthodontic  and  restorative  dentistry. 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hourj 
A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues 
The  importance  of  early  recogntion  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semeste 
hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  prophylaxis  with  comprehension  o 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,  antiseptics,  and  disinfectants. 

DH45 — Developmental  psychology  and  mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  fo 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment  problem 
of  essentially  normal  people. 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practic 
in  the  X-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and  de 
velopment  of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray  film 
with   practice   in   operating   X-ray  equipment. 

DH47 — Sociology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  survey  of  the  fundamentals  of  sociology,  including  the  approaches  to  the  study  of  social  institutions 
the  factors  involved  in  social  change,  and  the  family  and  the  part  it  plays  in  social  change. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester 
semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family,  com 
piling  data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 

DH49 — Speech.  Two  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

Taken  at  Teachers  College  Laboratory  in  conjunction  with  i6rVD-MC. 

The  development  and  use  of  the  speaking  voice.  Recordings  are  made  for  correction,  comparison,  an< 
achievement.

DH50MS — Supervised  clinical  experience.  Fifteen  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  6 
semester  hours. 

Principles  and  practices  in  clinical  teaching  and  clinic  management. 

Two-hour  seminar;  four  hours  administrative 
practice  and  a  research  project  in  one  semester.  6  semester  hours. 

A  broad  orientation  to  administration  problems  unique  to  schools  for  dental  hygienists,  with  experience 
in  the  Director's  office;  original  research  in  one  area  of  administration. 

DH52MS — Curriculum  development  in  dental  hygiene.  Two-hour  seminar  and  field 

work  for  one  semester.  Written  report  on  a  problem.  6  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  accrediting  standards.  Course  content;  schedules;  assign- 
ments and  grading  techniques.  Student  counseling  and  personnel  management. 

DH53MS — Survey  of  professional  problems  in  dental  hygiene.  Two-hour  seminar  for 

directing  independent  student  research  with  written  reports,  one  semester.  6  semester 

hours. 

Thorough  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  the  dental  hygiene  movement  and  preventive  den- 
tistry, with  emphasis  on  future  trends  and  developments.

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of  t 
University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection  with  t 
University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in  a. 
school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other  schc 
or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the  speci 
authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University  in  whr 
he  is  first  registered. 

The  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  complet 
his  registration.  Since,  under  the  University  statutes,  payment  of  fees  is  a  part  of  registi 
tion,  no  student's  registration  is  complete  until  his  fees  have  been  paid.  No  student  is  p< 
mitted  to  attend  any  University  course  for  which  he  is  not  officially  registered,  nor  m 
any  student  register  after  the  stated  period  unless  he  obtains  the  written  consent  of  ti 
proper  dean  or  director. 

Students  are  held  accountable  for  absences  incurred  owing  to  late  enrollment.  Ai 
student  whose  religious  duties  conflict  at  any  time  with  academic  requirements  shou 
apply  to  the  proper  dean  or  director  for  an  equitable  solution. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  him 
academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  ai 
certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  University,  which  is  fr 
to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  Tl 
disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he  deer 
proper  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each  faculty  ar 
the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 


WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stan 
ing,  and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  b 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  tl 
assent  of  his  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing  to  the  proper  dean  or  directo 
Students  withdrawing  are  required  to  notify  the  Registrar  in  writing  at  once. 

The  dean  or  director  may,  for  reasons  of  weight,  grant  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  student 
good  standing. 

GRADUATION 

All  recipients  of  degrees  awarded  during  the  academic  year  are  expected  to  attend  tl 
Commencement  exercises  in  June  unless  excused.  Diplomas  are  issued  at  the  times  state 
in  the  Academic  Calendar;  those  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  however,  ai 
issued  at  any  time  during  the  year  upon  completion  of  requirements  by  the  candidate. 

No  degree  will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  tl 
University  courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time  wor 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of  the 
faculty  committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which  fee 
must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years.

COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

In  February,  1917,  Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  ir 
University  Extension.  At  that  time  students  who  were  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  ir 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Dental  anc 
Oral  Surgery,  which  was  located  at  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  Nev 
York  City.  This  was  the  first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  fron 
one  to  two  academic  years,  and  on  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approve< 
the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  degree  is  to  be  conferre< 
upon  students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  colleg 
study  covering  not  less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  bic 
logical  science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruc 
tion  in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study  as  pre 
scribed  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  In  1955  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  administr; 
tion,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  was  authorized,  and  in  1957  the  curriculum  i 
dental  hygiene  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  was  amended  to  provide  a  mine 
area  of  study  in  public  health. 

During  the  thirty-eight-year  period  from  1918  to  1957,  1,447  women  have  been  gradi 
ated  from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  all  states  an 
territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and  Swede 

PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

Altiiough  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  health  service  professions,  the  dent 
hygienist  has  taken  her  place  on  the  team  for  preventive  health  services,  which  includ 
the  dentist,  physician,  nurse,  social  worker,  and  nutritionist.  The  phenomenal  growth 
the  professional  services  rendered  by  dental  hygienists  has  extended  the  treatment  j 
patients  from  the  dental  prophylaxis  (cleaning  and  polishing  of  teeth)  to  the  applicatid 
of  preventive  measures,  preparation  of  research  data,  and  the  teaching  of  dental  heal 
practices  to  groups  of  children  and  adults. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  a  dental  office  is  to  prevent  de 
tal  disease  by  providing  patients  with  periodic  treatment.  The  patient  receives  complc 
dental  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  the  home  care  of  the  teeth,  and  nutritional  inforn 
tion.  The  dental  hygienist  may  also  take  X  rays  of  the  teeth  and  prepare  the  patient  f 
treatment  by  the  dentist.  She  must  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  licens 
dentist. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  and  other  institutio. 
In  these  positions  she  may  give  clinical  service  in  dental  prophylaxis  or  act  as  supervi 
or  director  of  clinical  services  and  as  dental  health  educator.  When  she  is  employed 
public  health,  she  may  act  as  a  consultant  in  state  and  national  dental  health  prograr 
as  a  health  educator  in  community  programs,  or  as  a  clinical  operator  in  preventive  di 
tal  health  programs. 

In  the  public  schools  she  is  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  a  dental  hygic 
teacher.  She  prepares  and  executes  a  dental  health  service  program  which  includes 
examination  of  children's  teeth  for  dental  defects.  Concurrently,  she  carries  on  a  p 
gram  of  dental  health  education  and  coordinates  it  with  the  work  of  other  teachers  a  1 
school  personnel. 


Dental  hygienists  are  also  employed  in  civil  service  and  in  die  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  in  the  hospital  clinics  and  outpatient  district  offices  of  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  Foreign  service  is  available  to  a  limited  number  of  graduates. 

Columbia  University  graduates  are  sought  for  positions  as  instructors  and  administra- 
tors in  schools  for  dental  hygienists.  The  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  provides  an  educational  background  which  qualifies  each 
graduate  to  enter  any  field  of  professional  service  offered.  The  Master  of  Science  degree 
in  administration,  supervision,  and  teaching  is  offered  to  those  graduate  dental  hygienists 
who  seek  advanced  education  in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  positions  in  training 
schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  profession  and  licensure  are  limited  to  women  in  most  states,  and  in  order  to 
practice,  a  dental  hygienist  must  pass  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  examinations  in 
both  practice  and  theory,  and  receive  a  license  in  the  state  in  which  she  wishes  to  prac- 
tice. The  curriculum  at  Columbia  contains  all  subjects  required  for  the  permanent  teach- 
ing license  for  dental  hygiene,  teachers  in  New  York  State  and  fulfills  the  educational 
requirements  for  dental  hygienists  in  public  health  as  stated  by  the  American  Public 
Health  Association. 

Because  the  health  programs  of  the  nation — including  dental  services,  education,  and 
research — are  steadily  growing,  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  well-educated 
dental  hygienists  for  some  years  to  come. 

THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite 
for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  outlined  in  this  bulletin,  it  is  planned  to  give  instruction  in 
such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently  and  scien- 
tifically, and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior  operative 
skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped 
with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of  patients  for 
clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the  University, 
including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affiliation  with 
a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student  teaching 
experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 

Recent  developments  within  the  field  of  dentistry  in  public  health  have  created  a  de- 
mand for  dental  hygienists  with  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  to  assist  in  the  creation 
of  new  public  health  programs,  and  to  aid  in  conducting  established  programs  on  the 
community,  state,  and  national  levels.  To  this  end,  traineeships  for  dental  hygienists  have 
been  offered  by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  through  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  Some  of  the  newly  created  positions  require  the  ability 
to  participate  in  research  projects. 

In  order  to  meet  the  need  for  teaching  staffs  in  schools  for  dental  hygienists,  the 
Master  of  Science  degree  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  provides 
graduate  study  for  licensed  dental  hygienists. 


ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-fh 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  mat 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Su 
gery.  When  the  application  has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that 
transcript  of  her  academic  record  be  sent  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended  to  the  Admi 
sions  Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia  University,  630  We 
168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y.  Whenever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  require 
before  the  candidate  is  accepted.

A  limited  number  of  qualified  applicants  who  present  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  de 
tal  hygiene  from  a  school  with  a  curriculum  equal  in  quality  to  the  course  given 
Columbia  University  may  also  be  admitted  to  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degn 
Programs  of  study  will  be  individually  arranged  and  will  include  a  minor  field  in  pu 
lie  health. 

DEFICIENCIES  IN  PREPARATORY  EDUCATION 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  1 
mission  will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits 
earned  during  the  summer  session  between  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

NONMATRICULATED  STUDENTS 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  n< 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified 
take,  but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  N< 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  a 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  n , 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 


REGISTRATION 

New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course  in  der 
hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  summer  sessi 
Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  23  through  25,  1957,  at  the  Registr 
Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N. 
Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  February  3  through  February  4,  ic  I 
just  before  the  opening  of  the  spring  session.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until 
fees  have  been  paid.

Rebates 

The  University  fee,  the  student  health  and  hospital  fee,  application  fees,  and  late  fees 
are  not  subject  to  rebate.  If  a  student  withdraws  from  the  School  the  Registrar  may 
authorize  a  partial  return  of  her  tuition  fees.  If  a  rebate  is  allowed,  it  will  be  reckoned 
from  the  day  on  which  the  Registrar  receives  written  notice  from  the  student. 

Acceptance  fee.  Within  two  weeks  after  an  applicant  has  been  notified  that  her  appli- 
cation has  been  accepted,  she  must  notify  the  Director  that  she  intends  to  matriculate 
and  accompany  her  communication  with  a  check  or  money  order  for  $50,  payable  to 
Columbia  University.  This  acceptance  fee  will  belong  to  the  University.  If  the  applicant 
registers  at  the  next  enrollment,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will  be  deducted  from 
her  tuition  fees  for  that  session.  If  she  does  not  register,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance 
fee  will  not  be  returned. 

Student  health  and  hospital  jee.  This  fee  will  be  used  to  pay  the  annual  premium  of 
the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York  for  hospital  insurance  and  to  pay  part  of 
the  cost  of  the  student  health  service.  Students  who  already  have  hospital  insurance  will 
not  be  charged  the  cost  of  the  premium. 

Renewal  of  application  jor  a  degree.  An  application  for  a  degree  (except  doctoral 
degrees)  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to 
the  date  of  filing,  but  it  may  be  renewed  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  time  that  the  candidate 
chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration.

A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in 
the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Med- 
ical Center. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room 
2-220,  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  health  service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students 
if  they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken 
care  of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
school. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated 
with  him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University  is  assisted  by  three  religious 
counselors:  the  counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  stu- 
dents; and  the  counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall.

MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE  IN  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene  has  been  established  in  administration, 
supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  of  dental  hygiene  to  fill  the  demand  for  women  with 
graduate  education  who  are  qualified  to  assume  teaching  and  supervisory  positions  in 
schools  for  dental  hygienists.  It  also  provides  opportunity  for  administrators,  supervisors, 
and  instructors  presently  employed  to  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  dental  hygiene. 

CANDIDATES 

A  limited  number  of  applicants  of  outstanding  ability  who  have  demonstrated  their 
interest,  intellectual  ability,  and  achievement  will  be  accepted  as  candidates  and  must 
fulfill  all  the  following  requirements: 

a)  Baccalaureate  degree  from  an  acceptable  college  or  university. 

b)  Graduation  from  an  acceptable  school  for  dental  hygienists. 

c)  Recommendations  as  to  character  and  ability. 

d)  A  definite  purpose  to  continue  in  professional  education  after  the  completion  of 
the  course. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

The  program  of  study  for  the  degree  may  be  completed  in  one  academic  year  of 
resident  study  on  a  full-  or  part-time  basis.  Candidates  are  admitted  in  September  and 
February,  and  part  of  the  requirement  may  be  fulfilled  during  summer  sessions.  Can- 
didacy for  the  Master's  degree  is  limited  to  five  years. 

The  curriculum  consists  of  courses,  seminars,  and  clinical  experience.  Twenty-four 
semester  hours  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching,  and  eight  semester 
hours  in  general  courses  in  education  and  teaching  on  the  college  level  are  required,  as 
follows:

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  or  modify  the  courses  of  instruction  or  to 
change  the  instructors  as  may  be  necessary. 

FOR  THE  BACHELOR  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE 

DH28 — Human  anatomy  and  physiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters 
and  one  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  6  semester  hours. 

Fundamentals  of  gross  and  microscopic  anatomy  and  physiology,  beginning  with  the  development  of 
the  embryo.  Illustrated  lectures  and  demonstrations  with  specimens. 

DH29 — Dental  anatomy  and  histology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 

1 80  hours  of  laboratory.  6  semester  hours. 

Lecture  and  laboratory  course  on  the  animal  cell;  study  of  the  soft  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The 
morphology  of  the  teeth,  including  laboratory  reproduction  of  tooth  forms. 

DH30 — Microbiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45  hours  of 
laboratory.  3  semester  hours. 

Classification  and  differentiation  of  microorganisms  with  particular  reference  to  those  found  in  the 
oral  cavity;  methods  of  sterilization;  fundamentals  of  immunity.  Use  of  the  microscope  in  the  study  of 
the  flora  of  the  mouth. 

DH31 — Biochemistry.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester  hours. 
The  elements  of  chemistry  from  the  biological  point  of  view  and  a  survey  of  dentochemistry. 

DH32 — Dental  assisting  and  anesthesia.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and 
45  hours  of  clinical  practice.  3  semester  hours. 

Lectures  and  clinical  practice  devoted  to  the  method  of  assisting  the  dental  surgeon  and  other  spe- 
cialists in  the  field  of  dentistry. 

DH33 — Foundations  of  education.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semes- 
ter hours. 

An  approach  to  the  educational  problem  in  relation  to  the  present  age  and  the  great  traditions  and 
movements  of  American  and  Western  culture,  focusing  attention  on  the  major  issues  confronting 
American  education  today. 

DH34 — Health  education  and  hygiene  in  the  community.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for 
two  semesters.  4  semester  hours. 

A  general  survey  of  the  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  their  application  to  water  and  food;  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  and  garbage;  ventilation;  housing;  study  of  plans  for  community  health  programs. 

DH35 — Methods  in  dental  health  education.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one 
semester  and  75  hours  of  observation  of  teaching.  5  semester  hours. 

Methods  and  materials  used  in  teaching  dental  health  in  schools,  in  industry,  and  to  patients  in 
private  dental  practice;  a  resume  of  school  law  as  it  affects  the  health  teacher;  lectures,  observation,  and 
student  teaching  in   dental  health  education   programs   in  schools. 

DH36 — Health  services  and  child  hygiene  in  the  schools.  Three  hours  lecture  a  week 
for  one  semester.  3  semester  hours. 

Responsibility  of  schools  for  the  protection  of  student  health.  Consideration  of  pupil  health  problems 
and  solutions  for  these  problems;  methods  of  determining  the  health  needs  of  pupils. 

DH38 — School  organization.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester 
hours. 

Survey  of  school  programs,  including  personnel,  curriculum  and  finance;  functions,  duties,  and  inter- 
relationships of  administrative,  supervisory,  instructional,  and  school  service  staffs;  consideration  of  the 
administrative  problems  in  health  education. 


DH39 — Dental  hygiene  and  dental  prophylaxis.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  four 
semesters,  90  laboratory,  and  490  clinical  hours.  12  semester  hours. 

A  consideration  of  professional  ethics.  Students  are  instructed  on  manikin  heads  to  develop  operative 
technique  in  removing  deposits  and  stains  from  the  exposed  surfaces  of  the  teeth.  Students  receive 
clinical  training  in  dental  prophylaxis  in  the  Dental  School  clinic  for  children  and  adults  and  in  the 
extramural   clinic  for  school  children. 

DH40 — Nutrition  and  health.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 

hours. 

A  course  of  study  of  the  principles  of  nutrition  in  relation  to  essentials  of  an  adequate  diet  for  the 
improvement  of  dental  and   total  health. 

DH42 — Survey  of  dental  materials.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  45 
hours  of  laboratory. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations,  including  laboratory  exercises,  in  the  preparation  and  manipulation  of 
materials  used   in   orthodontic  and  restorative  dentistry. 

DH43 — Dental  pathology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

A  study  is  made  of  the  diseases  of  teeth  and  supporting  structures  and  of  the  diseases  of  soft  tissues. 
The  importance  of  early  recognition  of  abnormal  conditions  in  the  mouth  by  the  hygienist  is  stressed. 

DH44 — Dental  pharmacology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  two  semesters.  2  semester 
hours. 

A  study  of  the  derivation  and  effect  of  drugs  used  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  with  comprehension  of 
the  relative  value  of  germicides,   antiseptics,   and  disinfectants. 

DH45 — Mental  hygiene.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 

The  psychology  of  childhood  and  adolescence.  A  study  of  the  individual  and  social  adjustment 
problems  of  essentially  normal  people. 

DH46 — Radiology.  One  hour  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester  and  30  hours  of  practice 
in  the  X-ray  clinic.  2  semester  hours. 

A  lecture,  demonstration,  and  practice  course  briefly  covering  elementary  electricity,  the  theory  and 
development  of  X  rays  and  X-ray  apparatus,  and  the  technique  for  taking  and  processing  dental  X-ray 
films  with   practice  in   operating   X-ray   equipment. 

DH48 — Principles  of  social  case  work.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2 
semester  hours. 

Introductory  course  in  social  case  work,  dealing  with  the  health  worker's  approach  to  the  family, 
compiling  data,  histories,  and  case  reports;  the  use  of  voluntary  and  official  organizations  in  coordinating 
health  services. 

DH50 — Foundations  of  public  health.  Four  hours  lecture  a  week  and  field  trips  for 
one  semester,  including  16  hours  of  dental  public  health.  4  semester  hours. 

Philosophy  and  background  of  public  health  practice;  visits,  instruction,  and  observation  in  maternity 
and  child  health  programs;  school  nurse  programs  in  the  schools;  prenatal  clinic,  and  public  health 
laboratory. 

DH51 — Statistics  in  public  health.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one   semester.   2 
semester  hours. 

Basic  concepts  of  statistical  methods  and  their   application   to   public  health. 

DH52 — Epidemiology.  Two  hours  lecture  a  week  for  one  semester.  2  semester  hours. 
Basic  concepts  and  fundamentals  of  epidemiology. 

FOR  THE  MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE 

DH50MS — Supervised  clinical  experience.  Fifteen  hours  a  week  for  one  semester.  6 
semester  hours. 

Principles  and  practices  in  clinical  teaching  and  clinic  management. 
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DH51MS — Administration  of  courses.  Two-hour  seminar;  four  hours  administrative 

practice  and  a  research  project  in  one  semester.  6  semester  hours. 

A  broad  orientation  to  administration  problems  unique  to  schools  for  dental  hygienists,  with  experience 
in  the  Director's  office;  original  research  in  one  area  of  administration. 

DH52MS — Curriculum  development  in  dental  hygiene.  Two-hour  seminar  and  field 
work  for  one  semester.  Written  report  on  a  problem.  6  semester  hours. 

A  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  accrediting  standards.  Course  content;  schedules;  assign- 
ments and  grading  techniques.  Student  counseling  and  personnel  management. 

DH53MS — Survey  of  professional  problems  in  dental  hygiene.  Two-hour  seminar  for 
directing  independent  student  research  with  written  reports,  one  semester.  6  semester 
hours. 

Thorough   study  of   the  history   and   development   of   the   dental   hygiene   movement   and   preventive 
dentistry,  with  emphasis  on  future  trends  and  developments. 


IS! 
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GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of  the 
University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection  with  the 
University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in  any 
school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  he  is  first  registered. 

The  privileges  of  die  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  com- 
pleted his  registration.  Since,  under  the  University  statutes,  payment  of  fees  is  a  part  of 
registration,  no  student's  registration  is  complete  until  his  fees  have  been  paid.  No 
student  is  permitted  to  attend  any  University  course  for  which  he  is  not  officially  regis- 
tered, nor  may  any  student  register  after  the  stated  period  unless  he  obtains  the  written 
consent  of  the  proper  dean  or  director. 

Students  are  held  accountable  for  absences  incurred  owing  to  late  enrollment.  Any 
student  whose  religious  duties  conflict  at  any  time  with  academic  requirements  should 
apply  to  the  proper  dean  or  director  for  an  equitable  solution. 


ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  him 
of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of 
any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  University,  which  is 
free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The 
disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he 
deems  proper  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each 
faculty  and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  his  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing  to  the  proper  dean  or  director. 
Students  withdrawing  are  required  to  notify  the  Registrar  in  writing  at  once. 

The  dean  or  director  may,  for  reasons  of  weight,  grant  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  student 
in  good  standing. 


GRADUATION 

All  recipients  of  degrees  awarded  during  the  academic  year  are  expected  to  attend  the 
Commencement  exercises  in  June  unless  excused.  Diplomas  are  issued  at  the  times  stated 
in  the  Academic  Calendar;  those  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy,  however,  are 
issued  at  any  time  during  the  year  upon  completion  of  requirements  by  the  candidate. 

No  degree  will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the 
University  courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
must  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
allowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
until  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
tions in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 

Deficiency  examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discretion  of 
the  faculty  committee.  The  fee  is  $3.00  in  each  subject  for  a  special  examination,  which 
fee  must  be  paid  when  the  application  is  made. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character  and  of  having  attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years.

COURSES  FOR  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

In  February,  1917,  Columbia  University  first  established  a  course  in  oral  hygiene  in 
University  Extension.  At  that  time  students  who  were  enrolled  in  a  similar  course  in 
Hunter  College  were  transferred  to  the  Columbia  University  School  of  Dental  and 
Oral  Surgery,  which  was  located  at  Vanderbilt  Clinic,  15  Amsterdam  Avenue,  New 
York  City.  This  was  the  first  university  course  for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

In  September,  1947,  the  period  of  education  for  dental  hygienists  was  increased  from 
one  to  two  academic  years,  and  on  October  21,  1947,  the  University  Council  approved 
the  establishment  of  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  The  degree  is  to  be  conferred 
upon  students  who,  having  been  admitted  on  the  basis  of  two  years  of  approved  college 
study  covering  not  less  than  sixty  points,  including  satisfactory  courses  in  English,  bio- 
logical science  or  chemistry,  and  sociology  or  psychology,  complete  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  field  of  dental  hygiene,  consisting  of  two  academic  years  of  study  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  In  1955  the  Master  of  Science  degree  in  administra- 
tion, supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  was  authorized,  and  in  1957  the  curriculum  in 
dental  hygiene  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  was  amended  to  provide  a  minor 
area  of  study  in  public  health. 

During  the  forty-year  period  from  1918  to  1958,  1,460  women  have  been  graduated 
from  the  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists.  Students  have  enrolled  from  all  states  and 
territories  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  from  Canada,  Germany,  Norway,  and  Sweden. 

PROFESSIONAL  FIELDS  OF  SERVICE 

Although  a  comparatively  new  member  of  the  health  service  professions,  the  dental 
hygienist  has  taken  her  place  on  the  team  for  preventive  health  services,  which  includes 
the  dentist,  physician,  nurse,  social  worker,  and  nutritionist.  The  phenomenal  growth  of 
the  professional  services  rendered  by  dental  hygienists  has  extended  the  treatment  of 
patients  from  the  dental  prophylaxis  (cleaning  and  polishing  of  teeth)  to  the  application 
of  preventive  measures,  preparation  of  research  data,  and  the  teaching  of  dental  health 
practices  to  groups  of  children  and  adults. 

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  dental  hygienist  in  a  dental  office  is  to  prevent  den- 
tal disease  by  providing  patients  with  periodic  treatment.  The  patient  receives  complete 
dental  prophylaxis,  instruction  in  the  home  care  of  the  teeth,  and  nutritional  informa- 
tion. The  dental  hygienist  may  also  take  x-rays  of  the  teeth  and  prepare  the  patient  for 
treatment  by  the  dentist.  She  must  work  under  the  general  supervision  of  a  licensed 
dentist. 

The  dental  hygienist  is  employed  in  industrial  plants,  hospitals,  and  other  institutions. 
In  these  positions  she  may  give  clinical  service  in  dental  prophylaxis  or  act  as  supervisor 
or  director  of  clinical  services  and  as  dental  health  educator.  When  she  is  employed  in 
public  health,  she  may  act  as  a  consultant  in  state  and  national  dental  health  programs, 
as  a  health  educator  in  community  programs,  or  as  a  clinical  operator  in  preventive  den- 
tal health  programs. 

In  the  public  schools  she  is  employed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  a  dental  hygiene 
teacher.  She  prepares  and  executes  a  dental  health  service  program  which  includes  the 
examination  of  children's  teeth  for  dental  defects.  Concurrently,  she  carries  on  a  pro- 
gram of  dental  health  education  and  coordinates  it  with  the  work  of  other  teachers  and 
school  personnel.

Dental  hygienists  are  also  employed  in  civil  service  and  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  in  the  hospital  clinics  and  outpatient  district  offices  of  the  Vet- 
erans Administration.  Foreign  service  is  available  to  a  limited  number  of  graduates. 

Columbia  University  graduates  are  sought  for  positions  as  instructors  and  administra- 
tors in  schools  for  dental  hygienists.  The  program  of  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  in  dental  hygiene  provides  an  educational  background  which  qualifies  each 
graduate  to  enter  any  field  of  professional  service  offered.  The  Master  of  Science  degree 
in  administration,  supervision,  and  teaching  is  offered  to  those  graduate  dental  hygienists 
who  seek  advanced  education  in  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  positions  in  training 
schools  for  dental  hygienists. 

The  profession  and  licensure  are  limited  to  women  in  most  states,  and  in  order  to 
practice,  a  dental  hygienist  must  pass  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners  examinations  in 
both  practice  and  theory,  and  receive  a  license  in  the  state  in  which  she  wishes  to  prac- 
tice. The  curriculum  at  Columbia  contains  all  subjects  required  for  the  permanent  teach- 
ing license  for  dental  hygiene  teachers  in  New  York  State  and  fulfills  the  educational 
requirements  for  dental  hygienists  in  public  health  as  stated  by  the  American  public 
Health  Association. 

Because  the  health  programs  of  the  nation — including  dental  services,  education,  and 
research — are  steadily  growing,  there  will  be  an  increasing  demand  for  well-educated 
dental  hygienists  for  some  years  to  come. 

THE  AIM  AND  PURPOSE  OF  PROFESSIONAL  EDUCATION 

The  program  of  education  aims  to  combine  the  best  traditions  of  dental  ethics  with 
the  accepted  concepts  of  the  dental  hygienists'  responsibilities  to  society.  The  purpose  of 
the  courses  for  dental  hygienists  is  to  provide  education  in  theory  and  practice  requisite 
for  the  licensed  profession  of  dental  hygienist.  The  courses  are  arranged  so  that  qualified 
candidates  may  complete  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental 
hygiene  in  two  academic  years.  Graduates  are  qualified  to  take  dental  hygiene  examina- 
tions in  all  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  conducting  the  courses  oudined  in  this  bulletin,  it  is  planned  to  give  instruction  in 
such  subjects  as  will  prepare  the  student  to  practice  her  profession  intelligently  and  scien- 
tifically, and  to  provide  such  clinical  experience  that  she  will  have  the  superior  operative 
skill  required  for  prophylactic  work.  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  is  equipped 
with  modern  dental  units,  and  its  location  assures  a  continuous  supply  of  patients  for 
clinical  practice.  Students  have  opportunity  for  study  in  other  parts  of  the  University, 
including  the  School  of  General  Studies  and  Teachers  College.  Through  affiliation  with 
a  selected  group  of  public  school  systems,  students  receive  supervised  student  teaching 
experience  in  school  dental  health  programs. 

Recent  developments  within  the  field  of  dentistry  in  public  health  have  created  a  de- 
mand for  dental  hygienists  with  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  to  assist  in  the  creation 
of  new  public  health  programs,  and  to  aid  in  conducting  established  programs  on  the 
community,  state,  and  national  levels.  To  this  end,  traineeships  for  dental  hygienists  have 
been  offered  by  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service,  through  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  Some  of  the  newly  created  positions  require  the  ability 
to  participate  in  research  projects. 

In  order  to  meet  the  need  for  teaching  staffs  in  schools  for  dental  hygienists,  the 
Master  of  Science  degree  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  provides 
graduate  study  for  licensed  dental  hygienists. 
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ADMISSION 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  women  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  thirty-five 
years  and  must  present  a  record  of  good  health.  All  candidates  are  required  to  make 
formal  application  in  writing  on  blanks  supplied  by  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Sur- 
gery. When  the  application  has  been  submitted,  the  candidate  should  request  that  a 
transcript  of  her  academic  record  be  sent  by  the  colleges  she  has  attended  to  the  Admis- 
sions Committee,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  Columbia  University,  630  West 
168th  Street,  New  Yor\  32,  N.  Y.  Whenever  possible,  a  personal  interview  is  required 
before  the  candidate  is  accepted. 

The  completed  form  should  be  accompanied  by  the  application  fee — a  check  or  money 
order  for  $10  made  payable  to  Columbia  University.  The  application  fee  is  not  refund- 
able and  is  not  credited  toward  tuition. 

Applicants  must  satisfy  the  following  requirements:  two  years  or  sixty  semester  hours 
of  credit  from  an  approved  college  or  university.  The  following  subjects  are  required: 

Semester  Hours 
English  6 

Biological  science  or  chemistry  3 

Sociology  or  psychology  3 

Applicants  who  lack  not  more  than  eight  credits  of  the  sixty  credits  required  for  ad- 
mission will  be  considered  for  matriculation  on  the  condition  that  the  eight  credits  be 
earned  during  the  summer  session  between  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

ADMISSION  OF  GRADUATE  DENTAL  HYGIENISTS 

A  limited  number  of  qualified  applicants  who  present  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  den- 
tal hygiene  from  a  school  with  a  curriculum  equal  in  quality  to  the  course  given  at 
Columbia  University  may  also  be  admitted  to  study  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree. 
Programs  of  study  will  be  individually  arranged  and  will  include  a  minor  field  in  pub- 
lic health. 

NONMATRICULATED  STUDENTS 

In  exceptional  circumstances,  a  student  may  be  admitted  to  the  University  as  a  non- 
matriculant  with  permission  to  attend  such  courses  of  instruction  as  she  is  qualified  to 
take,  but  not  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree,  certificate,  or  diploma  in  a  regular  course.  Non- 
matriculated  students  are  expected  to  conform  to  the  same  standards  of  attendance  and 
scholarship  as  are  required  of  matriculated  students.  Nonmatriculated  students  may 
receive  formal  statement  of  the  satisfactory  completion  of  any  course. 

REGISTRATION 

New  students  are  admitted  only  in  September  of  each  year.  As  the  course  in  dental 
hygiene  is  a  very  intensive  one,  there  is  no  evening  course  nor  is  there  a  summer  session 
Registration  should  be  made  in  person,  September  21  through  22,  1958,  at  the  Registrar's 
Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York  32,  N.Y. 
Students  are  required  to  renew  their  registration  February  1  through  February  2,  1959. 
just  before  the  opening  of  the  spring  session.  No  registration  will  be  complete  until  the 
fees  have  been  paid. 
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FEES 

The  fees  to  be  paid  by  students  are  subject  to  change  at  any  time  at  the  discredon  of 
the  Trustees.  All  fees  must  be  paid  at  the  Office  of  the  Bursar,  630  West  168th  Street, 
New  York,  32,  N.Y.  The  following  fees  are  prescribed  by  statute  for  each  winter  and 
spring  session:

Acceptance  fee.  Within  two  weeks  after  an  applicant  has  been  notified  that  her  appli- 
cation has  been  accepted,  she  must  notify  the  Director  that  she  intends  to  matriculate 
and  accompany  her  communication  with  a  check  or  money  order  for  $50,  payable  to 
Columbia  University.  This  acceptance  fee  will  belong  to  the  University.  If  the  applicant 
registers  at  the  next  enrollment,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance  fee  will  be  deducted  from 
her  tuition  fees  for  that  session.  If  she  does  not  register,  the  amount  of  the  acceptance 
fee  will  not  be  returned. 

Student  health  and  hospital  fee.  This  fee  will  be  used  to  pay  the  annual  premium  of 
the  Associated  Hospital  Service  of  New  York  for  hospital  insurance  and  to  pay  part  of 
the  cost  of  the  student  health  service.  Students  who  already  have  hospital  insurance  will 
not  be  charged  the  cost  of  the  premium. 

Renewal  of  application  for  a  degree.  An  application  for  a  degree  (except  doctoral 
degrees)  terminates  at  the  next  regular  time  for  the  issuance  of  diplomas  subsequent  to 
the  date  of  filing,  but  it  may  be  renewed  for  a  fee  of  $1.00  each  time  that  the  candidate 
chooses  to  come  up  for  consideration.

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FINANCIAL  AID  AND  AWARDS 

Scholarships.  Funds  for  scholarships  are  available  through  the  Dental  Hygienists 
Alumnae  Association.  Application  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Director. 

Scholarship  funds  are  available  to  students  who  are  residents  of  New  York  under  the 
present  Sections  609-a  and  5710  of  the  Education  Law.  These  scholarships  are  awarded 
by  the  State  Education  Department,  Bureau  of  Examinations  and  Testing,  Albany  1, 
N.Y. 

Federal  fellowships  and  traineeships  are  available  under  Title  I  of  the  Health  Amend- 
ments Act  of  1956  (Section  306,  Public  Health  Service  Act).  The  primary  objective  of 
this  program  is  to  bring  new  people  into  the  field  of  public  health  through  providing 
postgraduate  training  opportunities  for  women  who  have  completed  their  basic  profes- 
sional education. 

Loans.  Funds  for  student  loans  are  available  from  the  Anna  V.  Hughes  Loan  Fund 
which  was  established  in  1945  by  the  Dental  Hygienists  Alumnae  Association  of  Colum- 
bia University.  Applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Director  and  filed 
by  September  1  for  the  winter  session  and  by  January  2  for  the  spring  session. 

Medals.  The  Swanson  Gold  Medal  given  by  Dr.  F.  }.  Swanson  and  the  Albert  Steven- 
son Memorial  Medal  granted  by  the  New  York  State  Dental  Society  are  awarded  annu- 
ally to  the  two  students  who  are  graduated  with  the  highest  academic  achievement  in 
theory  and  practice. 

PLACEMENT  FOR  GRADUATES 

A  placement  service  for  graduates  is  maintained  in  the  office  of  the  Director.  The  em- 
ployment record  of  each  graduate  is  a  part  of  the  permanent  academic  records  and  as 
such  assures  selective  placement.  The  number  of  positions  offered  has  exceeded  the  sup- 
ply of  graduates  and  the  demand  is  constantly  increasing. 

RESIDENCE 

Johnson  Hall  is  provided  by  the  University  as  a  residence  for  women  students  in  the 
graduate  and  professional  schools.  Rooms  are  assigned  to  full-time  undergraduate  stu- 
dents who  are  matriculated  for  a  degree.  The  Hall  was  erected  and  particularly  designed 
for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  women  students.  With  its  various  social  rooms,  at- 
tractive dining  room,  and  comfortable  bedrooms,  it  offers  pleasant  conditions  for  Univer- 
sity life.  The  rates  for  rooms  range  from  $260  to  $485  for  the  academic  year.  The  rate 
for  two  meals  a  day,  breakfast  and  dinner,  is  $375  for  the  academic  year.  All  rates  are 
subject  to  change  due  to  increase  in  costs.  Residents  of  Johnson  Hall  are  required  to  take 
breakfast  and  dinner  in  the  dining  room  of  Johnson  Hall. 

All  women  students  under  twenty-three  years  of  age  who  are  not  living  at  home  are 
required  to  secure  approval  of  their  residence  from  the  Director  of  Courses  for  Dental 
Hygienists. 

Detailed  information  and  advice  concerning  dormitories  and  boarding  places  for 
women  may  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Courses  for  Dental  Hygienists. 

MEDICAL  LIBRARY 

The  Medical  Library  occupies  parts  of  the  three  lower  floors  in  the  College  of  Physi 
cians  and  Surgeons  building.  It  provides  current  literature  (both  books  and  journals)  for 
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faculty  and  students,  and  it  aids  in  research  through  its  own  collections  of  current  and 
historical  works  and  through  interlibrary  loans. 

The  library  contains  approximately  two  hundred  thousand  volumes  of  books  and 
journals,  some  five  thousand  pamphlets,  and  about  two  thousand  lantern  slides  on  the 
history  of  medicine.  More  than  twenty-three  hundred  periodicals  are  received  regularly. 
A  professional  library  staff  is  available  to  aid  students,  faculty,  and  research  workers  in 
the  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  nursing,  public  health,  and  the  hospitals  of  the  Med- 
ical Center. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

For  sick  students  daily  office  hours  are  held  by  the  Student  Health  Service,  Room 
2-220,  Vanderbilt  Clinic.  Members  of  the  health  service  are  available  to  attend  ill  students 
if  they  live  near  the  Medical  Center.  Students  requiring  hospitalization  will  be  taken 
care  of  either  in  the  wards  of  the  Medical  Center  under  an  insurance  policy  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Hospital  Service  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  under  the  terms  of  its  policy. 

All  entering  students  are  required  to  have  a  complete  medical  examination  in  the 
school. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

The  life  of  the  University  community  finds  religious  expression  through  St.  Paul's 
Chapel  and  Earl  Hall  and  through  the  ministry  of  the  Chaplain  and  those  associated 
with  him  in  his  work.  The  Chaplain  of  the  University  is  assisted  by  three  religious 
counselors:  the  counselor  to  Protestant  students;  the  counselor  to  Roman  Catholic  stu- 
dents; and  the  counselor  to  Jewish  students. 

There  are  a  number  of  student  religious  organizations  to  which  the  Chaplain  and 
counselors  serve  as  advisers  and  with  which  students  are  cordially  urged  to  affiliate 
themselves. 

The  Chaplain  and  the  counselors  are  especially  eager  to  establish  warm  personal  rela- 
tions with  students  and  to  meet  them  in  consultation,  at  the  Chapel  or  in  their  offices  in 
Earl  Hall.

THE  MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  PROGRAM 

The  Master  of  Science  degree  was  established  in  administration,  supervision,  and  clinical 
teaching  of  dental  hygiene  to  fill  the  demand  for  women  with  graduate  education  who 
are  qualified  to  assume  teaching  and  supervisory  positions  in  schools  for  dental  hygien- 
ists.  It  also  provides  opportunity  for  administrators,  supervisors,  and  instructors  presently 
employed  to  complete  a  graduate  degree  in  dental  hygiene. 

ADMISSION,  REGISTRATION,  AND  FEES 

A  limited  number  of  applicants  of  outstanding  ability  and  achievement  will  be  ac- 
cepted as  candidates.  Requirements  for  admission  are  as  follows: 

1.  Graduation  from  an  acceptable  school  for  dental  hygienists. 

2.  A  baccalaureate  degree  from  an  acceptable  college  or  university. 

3.  Recommendations  as  to  character  and  ability. 

4.  A  definite  purpose  to  continue  in  professional  education  after  completing  the  pro- 
gram. 

The  registration  procedure  and  a  schedule  of  fees  are  given  on  pages  4  and  5. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

Work  for  the  degree  may  be  completed  in  one  academic  year  of  resident  study  either 
full-time  or  part-time.  Students  may  begin  their  work  in  September  or  in  February,  and 
may  fulfill  part  of  the  requirements  during  summer  sessions.  Candidacy  is  limited  to  five 
years. 

The  curriculum  consists  of  courses,  seminars,  and  clinical  experience  representing 
thirty-two  semester  credits.  Twenty-four  of  these  are  taken  in  the  courses  in  administra- 
tion, supervision,  and  clinical  teaching  which  are  listed  below.  The  other  eight  credits 
are  to  be  selected  from  Foundations  of  education,  Administration  of  institutions  of 
higher  education,  Tests  and  measurements,  Guidance  and  personnel  services,  all  of 
which  are  offered  at  Teachers  College.

DH50MS.     Supervised  clinical  experience 

Principles  and  practices  in  clinical  teaching  and  clinic  management;  patient  relation- 
ships; personnel  management,  equipment  selection  and  upkeep. 

Fifteen  hours  a  wee\.  (6) 

DH51MS.     Administration  of  courses 

A  broad  orientation  to  administration  problems  unique  to  schools  for  dental  hygien- 
ists, with  experience  in  the  Director's  office;  original  research  in  one  area  of  adminis- 
tration. Weekly  2-hour  seminar,  4  hours  administrative  practice, 

and  a  research  project.  (6) 
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DH52MS.     Curriculum  development  in  dental  hygiene 

A  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  accrediting  standards.  Course  content; 
schedules;  assignments  and  grading  techniques.  Student  counseling  and  personnel 
management.  .  Weekly  2-hour  seminar,  field  wor\,  and  a  written 

re-port  on  a  problem.  (6) 

DH53MS.     Survey  of  professional  problems  in  dental  hygiene 

Thorough  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  the  dental  hygiene  movement  and 
preventive  dentistry,  with  emphasis  on  future  trends  and  developments.  Independent 
student  research  with  written  reports.  Weekly  2-hour  seminar.  (6) 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student  of  the 
University  during  the  session  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection  with  the 
University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student  registered  in  any 
school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  registered  in  any  other 
school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other  institution,  without  the 
specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school  or  college  of  the  University 
in  which  he  is  first  registered. 

The  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  com- 
pleted his  registration.  Since,  under  the  University  statutes,  payment  of  fees  is  a  part  of 
registration,  no  student's  registration  is  complete  until  his  fees  have  been  paid.  No 
student  is  permitted  to  attend  any  University  course  for  which  he  is  not  officially  regis- 
tered, nor  may  any  student  register  after  the  stated  period  unless  he  obtains  the  written 
consent  of  the  proper  dean  or  director. 

Students  are  held  accountable  for  absences  incurred  owing  to  late  enrollment.  Any 
student  whose  religious  duties  conflict  at  any  time  with  academic  requirements  should 
apply  to  the  proper  dean  or  director  for  an  equitable  solution. 

ACADEMIC  DISCIPLINE 

The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  University,  the  receipt  by  him 
of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring  of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of 
any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  University,  which  is 
free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any  time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  advisable.  The 
disciplinary  authority  of  the  University  is  vested  in  the  President  in  such  cases  as  he 
deems  proper  and,  subject  to  the  reserved  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  dean  of  each 
faculty  and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board. 

WITHDRAWAL 

An  honorable  discharge  will  always  be  granted  to  any  student  in  good  academic  stand- 
ing, and  not  subject  to  discipline,  who  may  desire  to  withdraw  from  the  University;  but 
no  student  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  a  discharge  without  the 
assent  of  his  parent  or  guardian  furnished  in  writing  to  the  proper  dean  or  director. 
Students  withdrawing  are  required  to  notify  the  Registrar  in  writing  at  once. 

The  dean  or  director  may,  for  reasons  of  weight,  grant  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  student 
in  good  standing. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Examinations  are  regularly  held  at  the  end  of  each  semester.  A  student's  performance 
in  her  classes  is  reported  according  to  the  following  grades:  A,  excellent;  B,  good;  C, 
fair;  F,  work  unsatisfactory,  reexamination  required;  Inc.,  incomplete,  completed  work 
Tiust  be  submitted  within  the  time  limit  set  by  the  instructor.  One  reexamination  will  be 
illowed  in  a  course  graded  F;  if  the  examination  is  passed,  the  grade  will  be  C. 

No  student  will  be  recommended  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  dental  hygiene 
intil  she  has  completed  all  the  required  practical  work  and  passed  satisfactorily  examina- 
ions  in  all  the  subjects  of  the  course. 
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Deficiency  examinations.  A  student  who  has  failed  in  no  more  than  one  third  of  the 
session's  work  may  be  allowed  reexamination  in  the  failed  courses  at  the  discredon  ot 
the  faculty  committee. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

No  degree  will  be  granted  to  a  student  who  has  not  registered  for  and  attended  at  the 
University  courses  of  instruction  equivalent  to  at  least  one  academic  year  of  full-time 
work.  Diplomas  are  issued  at  the  times  stated  in  the  academic  calendar. 

In  addition  to  complying  with  the  requirements  for  admission  and  to  completing  the 
required  work  of  the  curriculum,  each  candidate  for  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in 
dental  hygiene  must  present  satisfactory  evidence,  as  required  by  law,  of  good  moral 
character.
